From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to’ some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery

es do you determine if fish is fresh? If the fish is whole, 
it will look you straight in the eye with a brilliant stare. But 
there are other signs of freshness: The fish must be firm. with 
a translucent. lifelike quality; the scales must have a high 
sheen and bright color. Your own nose is an infallible test. 
Fresh fish has no odor whatsoever. 


Tiss, long should fish be cooked? All fish should be at room 
temperature before cooking. That means frozen fish must be 
thawed in the refrigerator, then brought to room temperature. 
As The Fishery Council emphasizes, fish is cooked to develop 
flavor—not, as with meat, to tenderize. Since fish do nothing 
but swim—splendid exercise which keeps them in such  flaw- 
less condition—they never develop the muscles that you find 
in meat animals. Remember, in cooking fish, that butter helps 
to bring out all its flavor. Not true, generally, of other fats. 


Flow long can you keep fresh fish? You should be guided by 
that old maxim, “Fish and guests turn sour after two days!” 
Actually, fresh fish should be cooked and eaten as soon as 
possible after it comes from the market. Even if it hasn’t 
deteriorated, it will decrease in flavor after storage. 


oi do you test fish for doneness? By flaking. Properly. it 
is done with a fork, and you should always test the thickest 
part. Probe it gently to see if the flesh separates and_ falls 
easily into its natural divisions. Cooked @ point, fish becomes 
opaque, but is still moist. If it looks dry or has begun to shrink, 
it is overcooked. 


Foie do you defrost frozen fish? What is true of frozen meat 
or fowl is true of fish. It is best to defrost it in the refrigerator 
until pliable enough to handle. For a one-pound fillet, allow 
about eight to ten hours. Hf time is of the essence. the fish in its 
original wrapper or a securely tied polyethylene bag can be 
defrosted under cold. running water. How long depends on the 
size of the fish. Frozen fish sticks and steaks should be thawed 
exactly as you would any other frozen fish. 


A scampi a type of shrimp? No. Scampi is the plural for 
scampo, a decapod (meaning ten legs) crustacean, indigenous 
to the waters off [taly. In [Italian Food. Mrs. Elizabeth David 
writes, “Although the scampi of the Adriatic are almost identi- 
cal in appearance with the Dublin Bay prawn (and the French 
langoustine) and are in fact, as far as I can ascertain, precise- 
ly the same crustacean. there is a world of difference in the fla- 
vor—those of the Adriatic being incomparably superior. They 
are larger, their tails are fatter, and they are much more meaty.” 
Imported scampi, often listed on restaurant menus, are nothing 
more than big, American shrimp—which probably explains why

many people think scampi means shrimp—particularly big 
shrimp. Scampi, we are told. are never imported into the U.S, 
Shrimp are properly called in Italian, gambero, and the very 


small ones, gamberetto. 


Fa much fish should you buy? Generally. you should figure 
on ' to % pound of cooked fish per person, on the assump- 
tion there will be more to eat at the meal than just the fish. 
Since fish fillets are 100-percent edible (steaks about 85 perceni, 
and dressed fish, 45 percent), your best buy is fillets, even 
though you may pay more per pound. Obviously, fish in season 
is always the cheapest. 

Use this chart as a buying guide: 


TYPE AMOUNT SERVES 

Fresh or frozen fillets, 3 pounds 6 
sticks or steaks 

Fresh or frozen 4% pounds 6

D; lean and fat fish take the same kind of sauces? In gen- 
eral. no. Most fish are lean, so on the whole they can take some 
pretty fancy sauces: Hollandaise, Béarnaise. Mousseline (also 
called Chantilly), Aurore, Mornay, Tarragon, and a light curry 
sauce. However, they are equally delicious served with Lemon 
Butter, Parsley Butter, or Maitre d’Hotel. The fat fish (butter- 
fish. salmon, whitefish. mackerel, and shad) are usually, but not 


necessarily, accompanied by less unctuous sauces.

Wireat is the difference between red cabbage and green cab- 
bage? Besides the color, the method of cooking. Red cabbage 
must always be cooked with something acid (apples, red wine, 
vinegar) to retain the color; otherwise it turns out a rather hor- 
rid grayish-purple. Combined with apples, red wine, brown sug- 
ar, and vinegar, and braised (one of the most popular methods 
of cooking), it is excellent with roast goose, duck, or pork. 
| Of the green cabbages, there are four: Danish (sometimes 
called Hollander)—firm heads, round. oval, or a bit flat. Domes- 
tic—not quite as compact as Danish; leaves generally crinkled 
or curled. Pointed—conical heads with smooth leaves. Savoy— 
greenish-yellow with a curly leaf. more delicate than the other 
ereen cabbages. These types can all be used interchangeably 
in cooking, but remember that young cabbage cooks more quick- 
ly than winter cabbage. Cabbage can be shredded or quartered, 
and boiled; shredded and creamed or braised; and it can be 
shredded to make cole slaw. Cabbage should be cooked quickly 
ina small amount of water only until it is a/ dente. 
| In choosing cabbages, judge on the basis of firmness and 
weight. They should be fairly heavy for their size. Defects are 
easy to detect; the commonest are worm injury, decay, yellowed 
leaves, and burst heads, 

The cabbage family, often maligned, is one of the best of 
our vegetables, so rich in vitamin C that, weight for weight, 
it ranks with oranges and grapefruit. 


is it true the color is injected into pink grapefruit? Common 
sense should tell you the idea is too ridiculous for words. But it 
is true that the juice of the Marsh Seedless and Thompson or 
Pink Seedless (two types of Florida grapefruit in season No- 
vember to June) does not remain pink once the fruit is 
squeezed. However, there is a comparatively new variety, the 
Florida Burgundy, that holds its color when squeezed. : 


W hat can you do about the film that forms on opened bottles 
of olives? Not much. It’s perfectly harmless and doesn’t affect 
the olives. It’s just not very attractive. You can scrape it off or, 
if you have a half-bottle or less. turn the olives into a clean, but 
smaller bottle, thus eliminating the air space that is the cause 
of the problem.

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How to have 


A SECOND. HOME 
ON THE 
CLUB PLAN 


Is the fear of owning property miles away 
keeping you from buying or building your own 
escape house? This fast-growing plan takes the 


worry out of maintenance, renting, caretaking 


A familiar malaise: the need for a vacation after the 
vacation is over. People buy vacation homes, hoping it 
will be a way to escape the syndrome. But it doesn’t 
always work. They sometimes merely exchange one set 
of problems for another. 

~ Now there is a new kind of second house designed 
especially to make vacations what they should be—re- 
laxing and carefree. All ownership problems are taken 
care of by others. 

A staff of experts maintains the house for you, and 
does it for less than you could get it done for yourself. 
They mow the lawn, rake the leaves, shovel the snow. 
If the roof springs a leak, they fix it. When you’re 
coming up, phone ahead and they will turn on the heat 
or air conditioning for you. 

While you’re away, they'll keep a watchful eye on 
the place, and an answering service will take messages. 
If you wish, they'll rent it out for you, provide the 
linens, and clean up after the guests have gone. Rental 
income can take care of taxes, insurance, and all main- 
tenance and service charges. For want of a better name, 
they are called club-plan vacation homes. 

Over 100 such club-plan developments are in opera- 
tion, and they can be found in every section of the 
country. Club-plan vacation homes aren’t inexpensive. 
Most are in the $25,000 to $45,000 range. But they are 
year-round resorts, and so you can afford to pay more 
for them. For ten weekends and Christmas, it would be 
hard to justify spending $25,000 or more. But if it’s 
40 weekends, and you can rent it out at other times, 


the picture begins to make sense. 
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It is not money irretrievably spent. It is an invest- 
ment, forced savings, an anti-inflation hedge. Many of 
the expenses are tax-deductible. But more important 
than these financial incentives is that it is a family 
gathering place after the children have left home. 

Many club plans started out in primitive style and 
were geared to skiing only. Most were slow to appreci- 
ate what people wanted and the high-level convenience 
for which they were prepared to pay. All that has 
changed now. Houses are well designed and luxuriously 
equipped. In addition to skiing and skating, owners are 
offered swimming, golf, tennis, water sports, riding, 
and every social facility of a good country club. In 
some areas, club-plan communities are golf- or shore- 
oriented. In Florida and Southern California, owners 
are offered a slip at the front door for their own 
private craft. 

Mittersill Alpine Inn, in Franconia, New Hampshire, 
began the total-care, total-facilities idea in 1943 with 
five chalets. It has 75 now. Lots are 4 acre ($5,000 
and up). The owner may build the house of his choice, 
as long as its exterior conforms to the prevailing Tyro- 
lean style. Chalets cost $20,000 and up to build, and 
annual maintenance is about $1,000. In construction 
now are three triplex buildings, each of its apartments 
offered for sale to individual owners. 

Ownership at Mittersill entitles use of all facilities 
(swimming pool, putting green, ice skating, inn), but 
skiing is extra. Maid service is also extra: $2.50 an 
hour. Rentals are split 50-50 with the owners, the inn 
providing maid service and linen. 

In sharp contrast to traditionally styled Mittersill is 
contemporary Sugarloaf Village in Kingfield, Maine. 
This ambitious project aims at an eventual population 
of 7,000. Its compact village center, designed by Ar- 
chitect Richard Stein—with shops, restaurants, and all 
required facilities—promises to have the infectious ex- 
citement of Alpine villages like Innsbruck or Kitzbiihel. 

Sugarloaf’s aim is charm and social quality. It is 
densely wooded and rocky. The first houses were on 
lots of over an acre. Now they are on plots about % of 
an acre. They still achieve privacy, but not at the ex- 
pense of losing neighborliness. The plan brings the 
houses closer to the town center. There are also the 
mountain equivalent of townhouses or condominiums, 


and it is these that give (Continued on page 136)

Island retreat from Athens 


COMMUTING BY HYDROFOIL 


Spetsas, one of the most beguiling of the Aegean Isles, is the end of the 
line for Architect Aris Konstantinidis. Ninety minutes from Athens, it’s 
more a cruise than a commuter’s run, with time to unwind. Free from the 


complexities of mainland life, Spetsas is an exquisite collage of pine trees 


and olive groves, its whitewashed houses baking under a blazing sun. 
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Opposite: Snug against a hill and_ sur- 
rounded by earlier Spetsas houses, the aus- 
terity of the new structure designed by its 
architect-owner blends easily into the land- 
scape. The construction uses the same rough 
materials of the typical houses on the island. 
In traditional Mediterranean fashion, the ex- 
terior walls are eight-inch-thick masonry 
that helps keep the house cool. The primitive 
style is continued inside. Whitewashed brick 
walls and partitions are left in their natural 
state. Ceilings are reinforced concrete slabs, 
the imprint of the wood forms still showing 
clearly (see below). Floors are gray stone. 
Plans: The lower floor at garden level con- 
tains a studio, two bedrooms, and a bath. On 
the main floor, raised for the view. a living- 


dining room, kitchen, two bedrooms, a bath. 





Top: A bedroom opens to the courtyard at 
the garden level. Sliding wood panels close 
off the window openings against the weather.

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Escape to the Mediterranean 


San @OM GROOT TO 


In the tiny fishing village of Tellaro on the Gulf of Spezia, a cave 
by a sapphire shore—archetype of romantic escape—is vacation re- 
treat for the Jucker family of Milano, three adults with a taste for 
sunbaked rock and the song of the south wind. This natural embrasure 
of limestone, which 12th-century Saracen-fighters first enclosed with 
a complex of walls and watchtowers and generations of fisherfolk 
have since lived in, was transformed into one great cool and vaulted 
living room, a master bedroom and, up a stairway, balcony sleeping 
quarters,

The cliff-carved village rises above waters 
that the ancients called the “Gateway to 
the Moon,” and moderns call the Gulf of 
Poets. Dante, Petrarch, Shelley took in- 
spiration here from crystalline blues and 
brilliant skies, and the Arab flavor of 
deep-shadowed, climbing streets and ro- 
bust fortresses. A round tower, above, 
built against the Saracens, is neighbor 
to the Juckers, whose grotto-house is be- 
hind the four-story, squared-off facade at 
left. Its three living-room windows give 
directly on the sea. The balustraded entry 
leads into the cave-living room, opposite. 
Inside, the entrance door is curtained in 
bamboo. Side wall, back wall, and ceiling 
are rugged rock. In eye-pleasing contrast, 
polished walnut partitions off a bedroom, 
right, and palest pink stucco smoothes 
walls, where needed, and gives the stair- 


way the look of giant, fluid sculpture.

For the Juckers, their holiday hideaway on 
the Ligurian Riviera was an adventure in res- 
toration, a matter of removing the accumula- 
tions of centuries until, literally at rock bot- 
tom, the true conformation of the cave was 
revealed in all its original rugged beauty and 
soaring volume. With its entrance “blocked 
up” by medieval masonry. it had served as 
redoubt. refuge. warehouse. and housing. ac- 
quiring along the way assorted brick walls. 
wood beams. plaster partitions. The present 
living-room floor was once a wine cellar. 
Sketch below shows the cave in cross section.

On the first floor, the architects’ genius for 
space-saving has given the Juckers a won- 
derfully adequate kitchen-in-a-closet, to say 
nothing of built-in wall seating in an area too 
cramped to accommodate conventional up- 
holstered pieces. The kitchen is the great tri- 
umph, its parts fitting together and folding 
into the wall rather like a jigsaw puzzle, the 
refrigerator suspended overhead, accessible 
via a pulley. Below, see the worktable pulled 
down from the wall and ready for service. 
Level with the table and recessed in this ma- 


sonry wall are electric cooking burners. Door 


at left conceals the sink; storage at right.

Right: When the custom-built worktable is 
folded up and into the wall, its supporting 
leg appears to be a decorative detail in the 
walnut paneling. Entering the house through 
its bamboo portiere, which tinkles like wind 
chimes, you would never guess a kitchen ex- 
isted beyond that expanse of polished wal- 
nut. Here you can appreciate the lofty gran- 
deur of the cave and the modeling of the 
stairway and balcony, which seem almost to 
have sprung out of the rock, spanning the 
room like a natural bridge. Again, see how 
the upward sweep of cave and the horizontal 
line of balcony frame an interesting vista, 
looking through the living room to the 
kitchen wall and entry door. Then, imagine 
the visual sensation in reverse, as a visitor 
would see the cave from the entrance. From 
under the overhanging balcony the grotto 
would rise in soaring, free, exhilarating 
space. Truly an escape house, this rock dwel- 
ling is innocent of extraneous objects and or- 
naments requiring housework. The age-old 


rock itself is its own chief ornament.

OASIS IN TUNISIA 


Here is the enchanting private world of an American owner in 
Hammamet, on a blue Tunisian gulf where Roman galiots and 
triremes used to ride.

with grapes. Broil a perfect swordfish steak. 
Special-occasion dish: the superb Coulibiac. 


FAULCONER-FENN 


Fish may well be the most neglected fine food in America. Nearly every 
other country pays it homage with great dishes made from the local 
catch. The classic French dinner has a fish course that is given as much 
attention as the meat course. But America, which is fast growing up 
gastronomically, still tends—in its average household—to lump “‘fish”’ 
under one big heading and to serve it once a week as an obligatory sup- 
plement to the diet. Selecting a fish dish as the main course of the party 
menu is rarely considered. The truth is that “fish” is not one thing but 
many, that its tender, delicate flavor is often marvelous beyond descrip- 
tion, and that it is a perfect foil for some of the most delicious sauces 
ever conceived. In this article we hope to take some of the mystery out 
of buying, cooking, and serving fish so that on your table, at least, it 


will take its proper rank as one of the really great foods of the world. 


CULINARY CATCH 


Fish cookery, very particularly, calls for that is prepared in this simple way. 


precise timing and precise temperatures 
and, as is true of all cookery, a modicum 
of common sense. Whether the fish is to 
be pan-fried, boiled, baked, or poached, 
you should remember fish is not cooked 
to tenderize it but, rather, to develop its 
flavor. 

Pan-frying is the easiest method of all 
in fish cookery, and precise timing is of 
the very essence. In poaching and baking, 
it is absolutely essential to know the exact 
weight of the fish. If you do not have 
scales of your own, make certain you get 
the weight from your fish man. Note: 
No matter what cooking method you use, 
all fish should be brought to room tem- 


perature before cooking. 
Pan-frying fish 


Dip the fish in flour, next in an egg 


beaten up with milk (13 


» cup milk to 1 
egg), then in dry bread crumbs or corn 
meal. Heat enough butter or oil in a heavy 
skillet to make a film over the pan. Sauté 
the fish in the hot fat until nicely brown 
on one side; then turn it and brown the 
second side. Test with a fork to see if it 
flakes easily. Add salt and pepper to taste. 


Lemon butter goes very well with fish 


A la meuniere. Dip the fish in milk and 
roll it in flour. Melt a small quantity of 
butter in the saucepan. When hot, just 
beyond the foaming stage, add the fish 
and sauté until brown, then turn and 
brown the second side. Place on a hot 
platter, salt and pepper to taste, and 
sprinkle generously with finely chopped 
parsley. Add more butter to the pan. When 
melted. pour over the fish. Some people 


add a little lemon juice to the butter. 
Poaching fish 


Whether cooked in a court bouillon or 
salted water, whole or in pieces, tie up the 
fish in cheesecloth. leaving long ends so 
that it can be lifted easily from the hot 
liquid. If you are using a court bouillon, 
cook it for 20 to 30 minutes before add- 
ing the fish; if you use boiling, salted 
water, just bring to a rolling boil. Once 
the fish has been added to the hot liquid 
and it comes to a boil the second time, 
reduce heat to simmer (it should shimmer, 
just barely move), and cook 6 to & min- 
utes per pound. Another way to judge 
cooking time, recommended by the Ca 
dian Department of Fisheries: Measui

of harpsichord, virginal, and clavtchord . . . the lute and the recorder

MUSIC LESSON BY FRAGONARD. THE LOUVRE, PARI 


All music offers refuge from care and confusion. In its 
logical order, symmetry, and pulsing rhythms there is 
comfort and reassurance. But it is never static. Its sym- 
bols are abstract, and within its compass we can lose 
ourselves and let imagination take us where it will. 

Its siren sounds may be large or small. The big sounds 


reach out to us and 





—opera, choral music, symphonies 
demand our attention. In a sense, however, the small 
sounds of the early keyboard instruments, the lute, and 
recorder are the most involving. In a subtle piece of 
‘+hamber music we strive to meet the composer halfway— 


or more. And the more we give of ourselves in listening 
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(or playing), the more satisfying the experience is. 

The music that lends itself wonderfully well to escape 
is the quite beguiling repertory composed before 1750 
for soloists or small groups. This early music was com- 
posed to be heard at home. There was no such a thing as 
a public concert hall or 3,000-seat opera house. The early 
instruments made small, soft, clean, gentle sounds. 
The composers created for them beautiful and subtle 
masterpieces. 

About 15 years ago, when the quality of high-fidelity 
reproduction was being discovered, many musical en- 


sembles were formed to re-create this music of the past 





on authentic early instruments. They met with enormous 
suecess. This has led to a delightful assortment of record- 
ings, a sampling of which is given later. 

The success of this music on records, and in concert, 
has led to renewed interest in playing the instruments, 
and they are now available in modern reconstructions. 
And there are, of course, always a few antiques to be 
found, 

One cannot assemble a symphony orchestra in the liy- 
ing room, but a few musical friends can get together to 
play compositions of the 16th and 17th Centuries. Since 
the sounds are intimate, there’s no need to worry about 
bothering the neighbors. And, up to a point, many of the 
early instruments are easy to play. 

This is especially true of the recorders, those beautiful 
wooden predecessors of the flute that come in several 
sizes and are blown straight into like a whistle—instead 
of crosswise like a flute. The family includes an alto, 
a tenor, and a bass. They have a rich, mellow voice of 
surprising sweetness. One can still tell a professional 
recorder player from an amateur, but an amateur with 
a recorder can teach himself to play at a much higher 
level than he could with a flute or violin. 

The sound of a single recorder is a little thin. The 
early-music enthusiast bent on going it alone is better 
off with one of the keyboard instruments. On these— 
like the later piano—one can play, all alone, complete 
pieces with melody and harmony. The largest and most 
famous of the early keyboard instruments is the harpsi- 
chord. It lost favor to the pianoforte around 1735 and 
was virtually forgotten for two centuries, until the late 
Wanda Landowska demonstrated its beauties and its fit- 
ness for the great baroque keyboard masterworks. Lan- 
dowska carried on the revival single-handedly, but her 
legacy is the fact that hundreds of harpsichord virtuosos 
are today almost as popular as pianists. 

And now one can have a harpsichord at home for a 
reasonable sum. For under $200 you can buy a kit of 
parts with complete instructions for assembling a per- 
fectly good instrument. The case, which must be pur- 
chased separately, can be fully as simple or as fancy 
as you like. 

Also available are custom-built instruments, gor- 
geously set in hand-carved, inlaid cases—for up to 
$5000 or more. In the baroque era, harpsichord-building 
was a high art in a decorative as well as a mechanical 
sense. These skills have been revived by many of today’s 
builders. 


There is beauty in every musical instrument, for this is 


the classic example of form following function. But 

the early days of instrument-making this was not enough 
They were intricately carved, inlaid, and painted. This 
old ideal, that musical instruments should please the eye 
as well as the ear, has become a part of today’s revival. 

The unique sound of the harpsichord is produced in a 
unique way. Unlike the piano, which produces sound by 
hitting strings with felt-covered hammers, the harpsi- 
chord creates its smaller, cleaner sounds by plucking 
the strings with a quill made of crow feathers or plastic. 
Thus, the harpsichord sound is somewhat related to that 
of the guitar. 

There were other early keyboard instruments as well, 
and they too are finding devotees today. The virginal, 
or virginals, is a tabletop version of the harpsichord, 
with a smaller range and an even more intimate sound. 
It was most popular in England in the 16th Century— 
Queen Elizabeth I was said to be an accomplished player. 
Most likely the name “‘virginal” is from the Latin virga, 
twig or rod, referring to the plucking mechanism. 

The clavichord is the simplest of all the keyboard 
instruments. Rather than plucking the string, it is simply 
struck directly from below with a small metal bar. This 
makes a very quiet sound, and varying pressure on the 
string creates a unique vibrato effect. This was the most 
popular home instrument of the 17th Century, and it is 
likely that Bach composed The Well-Tempered Clavier 
for this charming instrument, rather than for the more 
sonorous harpsichord. Like the virginal, it is a simple 
box that rests on a tabletop or on its own stand. 

Another name that is often encountered in discussion 
of early keyboard instruments is the spinet. The term 
was coined for a small wing-shape harpsichord but has 
now lost its original meaning. Today it refers not so 
much to a type of instrument as to its size or shape. Thus, 
a small harpsichord or large virginal may be called a 
spinet. The word is also used today to describe some of 
the smaller upright pianos. 

With any one of these keyboard instruments at home, a 
music lover is magnificently equipped to escape into a 
small circle of personal music. Available are the master- 
ful keyboard creations of Bach and Handel, and of the 
ereat French masters Rameau and Couperin, who flour- 
ished under the patronage of Louis XIV. 

Music to challenge the utmost of keyboard virtuosity 
may be found in more than 500 sonatas of Scarlatti. And 
to go even further into history, there is a new, inexpen- 
sive paper-back copy of the great English collections 


of Renaissance pieces, the (Continued on page 140)

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Everyone dreams of escaping from a 
hemmed-in world to the uncrowded 
haven of a private island—to some 
water-set jewel ringed with green 
groves and a shell-white beach, where 
he can lie in a hammock under sway- 
ing palms, pick wild strawberries in 
his own woods, and snorkel in lim- 
pid blue waters within protected 
reefs. Escapists also dream of tap- 
ping their own off-shore lobster pots 
for dinner, fishing in tuna waters, put- 
ting sails to briny winds from a pri- 
vate harbor, bagging mallards and 
maybe a moose in their own back 
yards. 

Private islands offering such magic 
are very much for sale and in a 
climate of your choice. Offered by 
knowledgeable entrepreneurs. island 
properties are organized in such a 
way that anyone with a dream and a 
bank balance to match can find his 
private Eden. 

Where to look? In the Province of 
Ontario, Canada, there are reported 
to be one million islands, and along 
both coastlines of Canada and the 
United States and in the rivers, lakes, 


and bays, islands are plentiful. You'll 
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find island chains dotting the water- 
ways from the famous Keys of Florida 
(including the famous Ten Thousand

Canada’s Maritime Provinces. Great 


the state’s western coast) to 
playground favorites are to be found 
in the idyllic Thousand Islands (two- 
thirds in southeastern Ontario. one- 
third in New York State), and along 
New England’s rock-ribbed coast and 
lakes and the shores of the Great 
Lakes. The lengthy coastline from 
Cape Cod to Texas offers islands for 
sale. Go inland, and you'll find them 
in the Potomac River, Chesapeake 
Bay, and Rocky Mountain lakes. 
On the West Coast, you can search 
for your Shangri-La from Puget 
Sound (home of the attractive San 
Juan cluster) to uncounted numbers 
off British Columbia and Alaska. 
You can also find your Lotus Land 
in the sunbelts of the world: in the 
Hawaiian Islands; in the South Seas, 
where Somerset Maugham spun tales 
and Gauguin painted; in the Wind- 
wards, the Grenadines, or the Ba- 
hamas, where Hume Cronyn’s and 
Jessica Tandy’s 174-acre island estate 


has just changed hands. 





Island variety is infinite. You can 
relive Robinson Crusoe’s saga on an 
island as wild and remote as an Ama- 
zonian jungle. Or you can own a civil- 
ized and accessible island with wall- 
to-wall carpeting, a  spectator-size 
tennis court, and even your own air- 
strip. 

A 7500-watt generator carrying 
electricity even to the kennels is not 
uncommon. Neither are an artesian 
well, a sheltered boat harbor, sandy 
beaches, and recreational facilities. 
But such conveniences boost the price 
of island acreage: anywhere from 
$700 per acre to a sky-top limit. 
“But when you buy an island, you 
buy with your emotions.” says Real- 
tor John C. Tysen, chairman of Pre- 
views, Inc., the international real- 
estate clearing house that plays both 
sides of the fence. His selling clients 
include Jessica Mitford, sophisticated 
British author, now offering for sale 
her bonnie isle of 202 acres in the 
Hebrides, made famous by visits of 
Dr. Samuel Johnson and James Bos- 
well (Boswell admired it so much he 
wanted to buy it!). 

Typical of the buying clients is 


Nils C. Rasmussen, New York TV 
film editor, who bought a New Jersey 
islet of one acre with a six-room house 
and a garden. From this charming 
hideaway he commutes to the main- 
land daily by rowboat. Says Tysen: 
“As little as $300 and a lot of emotion 
can make an Eden out of an acre.” 

Island acreage is cheaper than 
comparable shore-front property on 
the mainland. A house on an island. 
however, will cost from 20 to 25 per- 
cent more than a house on the main- 
land. But many islands offer tax 
advantages. Where they don’t come 
under the jurisdiction of county or 
township, they may be exempt from 
local taxes. 

Renting before you buy is the best 
way to discover handicaps that can 
turn a dream into a nightmare. Says 
the anguished new owner of an island, 
where cruise ships come so close they 
almost run aground: “I don’t mind 
the curious stares of passengers as 
much as I do the picnic litter they 
leave in their wake.” 

Pegeen Fitzgerald, of the famous 
Ed and Pegeen radio team, says the 


island they rented on Long Island 





Sound, while an Elysian delight on 


every other count, was plagued by 
yachts coming into their harbor and 
leaving grapefruit rinds and_ beer 
cans behind; by Sea Scouts taking it 
over as their picnic grounds; by 
mountains of salt hay from faraway 
marshes washed up on their beach by 
the incessant tide. 

A boat for an island owner is a 
necessity. It can be anything that rows 
or moves on its own power. But the 
new hydrofoils that fly over the wa- 
ter at three times the speed of nor- 
mal boats and run more economically 
make island living a reality for 
many more dreamers. Other boons: 
two-way radios, citizens’ band radios, 
excellent 


bottled-gas refrigerators, 


freeze-dry foods that keep indefi- 
nitely, and prefab houses that cut 
down the heavy hauling, discharging, 
and construction costs.

The best gardens oceur in the dead 
of winter, when we conjure up a 
vision of lovely bloom that appears 
effortlessly, on demand. We dream of 
wandering paths flanked with ferns 
and clumps of the wild orchids we 
find in the woods: mounds of day 
lilies and black-eyed Susans in pris- 
tine splendor all day long; rose beds 
that never rest. and dry walls as gay 
in August as they were in May. 
What far-gone gardener, with cata- 
log in hand, has not coveted a natural 
outcrop of rock to dress with alpines? 
Or a stream-fed pond to stock with 
water lilies? Or a seashore garden 
nestled behind dunes and bayberry? 
Two dream gardens that I visit 
time and again in winter wanderings 
are described in a couple of old gar- 
den classics. In Colour in The Flower 
Garden, Gertrude Jekyll tells of a 
spring-into-summer planting which 
she called the “Hidden Garden”—a 
squarish enclosure completely sur- 
rounded by hollies and yew and 
reached only by camouflage paths. 
There is even a pull-out diagram to

help you imagine you are there. Read 
her description of it and try to resist 
the lure of longing for a hidden gar- 
den of your own. 

The other, Louise Beebe Wilder's 
second garden in Rockland County, 
New York, is forever captured in her 
story of it, Colour in My Garden. 
Balderbrae was a fascinating complex 
of the utilitarian and the esthetic, of 
nursery beds and cold frames sepa- 
rate but next to a labyrinthine walled 
earden. Here, against backdrops of 
stone, she delighted in seasonal stage 
settings of color that make us yearn 
to duplicate them. Her plants are still 
with us; only the names need chane- 
ing. (1 wonder if that garden still 
exists—the walls, yes, but the plant- 
ing? ) 

I like this idea of barrier design— 
small, separate enclosures rather than 
the broad expanse of lawn so usual 
in American gardens. The barriers 
can be many things: masonry walls, 
sapling or plank fences, close-set 
rows of columnar evergreens, espal- 
iered and clipped yew on heavy wire, 
deciduous trees allowed to sweep the 
eround. I recall a path we visited 
often as children, a mysterious place 
that was really a tunnel of Rhododen-

dron maximum, the branches mesh- 
ing high above us. Old groves of 
lilac or common privet, coolly dark 
within, are irresistible hideaways. 

Garden retreats can be as varied, 
as private, as the rooms of a house, 
and invite all kinds of experimenting 
with color schemes, foliage contrasts, 
and seasonal effects. Because the di- 
mensions are limited, every plant is 
on display, every detail open to 
scrutiny. And because the enclosures 
serve also as windbreaks and sun- 
pockets, material of borderline hardi- 
ness may be used. 

As we linger over the new crop of 
catalogs that come with the new year, 
we dream of such little gardens as 
showcases for the loveliest plants— 
the most excellent of each species, 
and grown to perfection. 

This is not so much the stuff of 
dreams as it sounds. The best that 
is being grown today is often avail- 
able only from mail-order nurseries. 
Among countless others over the 
vears, | remember with pleasure the 
arrival by mail of such rare treasures 
as white Lobelia cardinalis, the deli- 
cious old plum “Yellow Egg,” the 
cerulean blue of Salvia pitcheri, and 


beloved

weeping linden (Tilia petiolaris). 

To gardeners long used to select- 
ing plants at local nurseries, the term 
“mail-order” smacks of something 
for the gullible, those easily taken in 
by ads for the fantastical in the Sun- 
day supplements, the ones that prom- 
ise a great deal for very little. What 
they send is more likely very little 
for a steep price, proportionately far 
more than you'd pay for the same 
thing from a reputable nursery. 

The mail-order sources we have 
in mind are something else altogether, 
run by skilled, knowledgeable men 
who realize they'll never be wealthy 
but who grow plants with care. Their 
plants are guaranteed to be true-to- 
name and to reach you in good condi- 
tion. These nurserymen are careful 
to point out they cannot be held re- 
sponsible for your lack of care—nor 
should they be—if a plant should die 





within five or ten days. In 14 years 
of dealing with nurseries all over the 
country, I cannot recall one instance 
of a nurseryman who failed to honor 
this guarantee. 

On the other hand, the quality of 
plants, packing, and service of a 
nursery new to you can be discovered 
only by placing an order. I cannot 
count the ones that have fallen by my 
wayside after a first order: They are 
worth remembering only to avoid. 

Specialization is really the raison 
d’étre for offering plants by mail. 
When a nurseryman is very fond of 
just a few genera, he tries to list as 
many variations of these as appeal 
to him, as well as older kinds of 
botanic interest and popular sorts that 
many others grow. One we know lists 
over 30 forms of Japanese maple; 
another, two dozen Hosta; a third, 
eighteen Pyrethrum. Allium, Mag- 
nolia, miniature Narcissus, Sedum 
and Sempervivum, Tilia, Campanula, 
and Cyclamen can be found in great 
variety with relative ease, especially 
with the aid of the catalog directory 
offered at the end of this article. 

Many of our favorite old nurseries 
are no longer in business: Carl 
Purdy’s western bulbs, George Mitch- 
ell’s and Carl Starker’s rare alpines, 
and the Village Hill Nursery, with 
superlative collections of herbs. But 
there are many newer ones that con- 
tinue to thrive and add annually to 
their bountiful lists. Often their cata- 
logs are modest things, just names 
without description, but to those who 
know the plants, vastly tempting. 
Other catalogs are little masterpieces 
of brevity written by the nursery- 
men-owners. They manage to convey, 
with a symbol and half a dozen 
words, almost all that need be known 
about plants we have yet to see.

Then there is the catalog that is 
almost a book. “What is the use of a 
hook.” thought Alice, “without pie- 
tures or conversations?” Well-written 
catalogs hardly need pictures—much 
as we love them—and the vivid de- 
scriptions are the conversation of 
nurseryman with reader. Our imagi- 
nations respond, and we don’t need 
to be sold. We sell ourselves on trees 
for which there is no present location, 
on dozens of bulbs we must hire some- 
one to help us plant. on ten extra 
roses in the hope that we may find a 
place for them by spring. A skillfully 
composed catalog is a marvelous— 
and sometimes a dangerous—thing, 
true escape reading and definitely 
habit-forming. Try to take mine 
away! 

Annually T admit to an orgy of cat- 
alog-reading, one entire week spent 
in January. Only one? There are 
many, seasonal, as different plant 
groups come into bloom. But the one 
in January is general, when a plan 
for the next ten months evolves as 
to what can not wait another year, 
and what can. Often a plant needs 
tracking down, for what appeared i

1. New appliances can often do more jobs than you suspect. 
Just because you’ve used a vacuum cleaner, an oven, or a broiler 
before doesn’t mean your new one operates the same way or 
is limited to the same procedures. Many new appliances have 
automatic controls. special settings, and secondary uses. for 
which you've paid and which you may not know about. 

2. So that cabinet doors or drawers won’t stand ajar: Ajax 
makes new hinges that will self-close a cabinet door; and Peer- 
less makes complete cabinets with both drawers and doors that 
are self-closing. 


3. Duplicate tools and cleaners can save a surprising amount 
of time. Keeping a second dust pan, broom. and cleansers on 
the second floor pays off every day in saving trips up and down 
stairs. Have separate cleaning supplies in each bathroom. 


4. Special cleaning chores call for special tools. If you have 
Venetian blinds, for example, try the Flip Mitt. which is worn 
like a glove. It is ten layers thick, and reversible. so there are 
20 washable surfaces. It can be used for many waxing and 
polishing tasks, including cleaning silver. 


5. Get the “caddy” idea to save you steps. The simplest box, 
fixed up with dividers, can give you the equivalent of the hotel 
maid’s cart. Take-along tools, like Broom-mates new piggy- 
back broom (it has a dustpan riding with it), are a step in 
the same direction. 


6. Scrubbing and waxing floors is one of the toughest jobs 
there is. A new kind of wax now eliminates the need to rewax 
a vinyl floor after it has been scrubbed. The protective wax 
stays on ready to gleam again, though detergents are used to 
remove surface soil. All major companies make it. Wax can 
be removed with a special stripper. or with ammonia in water. 


7. Slide heavy furniture and equipment, instead of lifting it. 
A heavy plant tub can be moved by getting a piece of old blanket 
under it. Or you can use new, inexpensive (four for $1) Teflon 
casters. They fit under corners or legs of furniture and ap- 
pliances. make them slide with no danger of marring floors. 


8. Seal surfaces of porous materials so they don’t stain and 
grease-spot. A slate tabletop can be protected against grease 
simply by sponging it with milk and letting the milk dry. Then 
buff. There are effective commercial seals for marble. brick. 
concrete, terrazzo, flagstone. You'll find them under such brand 
labels as Vermarco, Trewax, and Watco. 


9. Use gentle persuasion before taking harsh measures. Stains 
on plastic counters yield to abrasive cleaners quickly, but these 
cleansers may make the surface more susceptible to future 
stains. Better to use a cleaning wax, like Tres Bien Furniture 
Creme. It dissolves the stain and leaves a protective wax film. 


10. Light dimmers make bulbs last longer, eliminate the nui- 
sance of frequent changing. Long-life light bulbs also help, but 
they cost more to operate than standard bulbs. 


11. Wax the trim around windows, especially the sill. Dirt 
and dust sifting in are easily wiped off. When a tabletop is 
subject to especially heavy use, apply automobile wax, such as 
Simoniz. It’s harder and more durable than most standard 
furniture waxes. It is also good for retarding the tarnishing 
of brass after cleaning. 








12. New chemicals are constantly being introduced: some of 
them may work faster and better than the ones you are using. 
A remarkable new one for removing the brown stain of baked- 
on grease from aluminum equipment, such as griddles. frypans. 
and cookie sheets is Metal Klean, by Sunbeam. Drackett 
has a new spray called Behold, designed primarily for furni- 
ture but unexcelled for streakless cleaning of stainless steel. 
A new spot-lifter, “K2r” by Texize, performs in superior fashion 
on upholstery. carpets, even wallpaper. 


13. The quality of your water supply has an important effect 
on housekeeping. Hard water. creates a bathtub ring. It leaves 
clouding film on glassware, makes every cleaning task more 
difficult. Sulphur in water blackens silver. Iron in water rust- 
stains fixtures and laundry. Acid causes both green and brown 
stains. All four of these water faults—hardness, iron. sulphur, 
acid—are correctable with a single new Culligan water con- 
ditioning appliance called Ultra-Cleer. 


14. Ifa material looks mellowed to begin with, it will remain 
ageless. A stone fireplace, a wall of rough-sawn wood or barn 
boards, distressed finishes—these improve with the years. ask 
almost no care. Decro-wall has just introduced such a material 
in natural cork tiles. 12” by 12”. with a self-stick backing that 
makes application easy on any flat surface. 


15. Blow grease away before it settles. The kitchen is a tre- 
mendous generator of grease-laden air. Install a ventilator as 
near the stove as practical to intercept this air and exhaust 
it to the outside. If it is difficult to run a duct from the venti- 
lator, get a ductless one. Or a new range that exhausts the air 
downward under the floor and outdoors may be your answer. 
Jenn-Air makes one. 


16. When you remodel or add a bathroom, select generous- 
size lavatories: a small basin makes it difficult to avoid dripping 
water on the floor. It also helps if lavatory counters are 
higher than standard (36” is good for adults). Brammer makes 
such cabinets. Keeping the mirror at least 12’ above the counter 


helps prevent its being splashed. 


17. Keep floors uncluttered. A floor is easier to clean when 
it is an unbroken sweep and things don’t have to be moved. A 
new bath scale by Hanson can be hung on the wall. New. easily 
assembled, economical steel shelving by Hirsh takes storage off 
the floor in basement, garage. utility room, closets. 


18. Vacuum more effectively, and in less time. A_ built-in 
central vacuum system has a suction-maker far larger than any 
that can be moved around. It can pull up the dirt that settles 
to the underside of a carpet and which causes abrasive wear. 
With only a hose to handle, and the motor unit remote and 
quiet, vacuuming becomes. less work. The system is easily in- 
stalled in existing houses. 


19. A shower curtain may be more decorative, but a shower 
door is less work. It does a better job of keeping water off 
the floor and it lasts indefinitely. A new plastic Showerfold 
door folds back like a curtain, offers minimum interference to 
tub cleaning, the only real problem with standard panel doors. 


20. Many modern fabrics (nylon, Orlon. Dacron. Dynel) and 
plastic attract dirt by static electricity. Dust particles literally 
fly to these surfaces and cling tightly, so they are difficult to 
remove. Use Merix, a new antistatic spray, on these materials. 


21. Old-fashioned stand-up radiators are dust t ups. It 
usually a simple remodeling job to replace them with n 
baseboard radiators. One new kind of baseboard. by Slant Fin 
has a top panel and damper that form a shield to keep dust 
out and deflect heated air outward: It eliminates any possibility 
of wall streakage caused by incinerated dust. The baseboard 
damper can be snapped shut in summer to dustproof the system. 


22. Choose quality. Is the lighting fixture solid brass, or steel 
with only a thin brass wash? Is the wallcovering stain-resistant 
or stainproof? Make sure before you buy. Quality pays for 
itself in the hours it frees you for more important things 
than maintenance. 


23. Large glass surfaces are easier to clean than those divided 
up into many individual panes. If you like the traditional look 
of small panes, you can buy snap-in divider bars which are 
removable for easier glass cleaning. Other aides in cleaning: 
Pella’s windows that tilt in, making cleaning an inside job. 
And Andersen’s double-hung windows that are so well balanced 
they can be raised with a finger. Their insulating glass means 
no putting up and taking down of storm sash, and two less 


window panes to wash. 


24. Sponge clear silicone liquid on ceramic tile walls. and it 
will protect the cement joints against staining. U.S. Ceramio 
has a tile with joints of vinyl instead of cement. a boon to easier 
maintenance. It is also one of the easiest kinds of tile to install. 


25. Stop mud at the door. Paving the foyer with a durable 
material like ceramic tile enables it to take the abuse of muddy 
shoes and dripping umbrellas. But it won’t stop tracking in. 
To do that. spread a rug at the door to clean shoes of mud and 
snow and absorb the puddles. A new rug. called Mr. Inside, 
is especially designed for the job. For cleaning shoes outside 
the door, there’s a Mr. Outside rug. 


26. Weather-strip doors and windows. The more tightly they 
fit, the less dust and soot will infiltrate. Macklanburg-Duncan 
makes easily installed weather-strip sets for any size opening. 


27. Organize your storage so that nothing has to be lifted 
out or unnested to get at anything else. Arrange spices alpha- 
betically for easy finding. Store small items in transparent 
drawers so you can see what is inside without opening the 


drawer. Use a labelmaker for neat identifying markers. 


28. An oil finish on teak and walnut is beautiful and durable, 
but it holds onto dirt tenaciously. A new spray-can treatment 
for oiled wood called Teak Foam removes this soil, disguises 


minor blemishes. and leaves a satin patina. 


29. Many surfaces. such as shelves. window sills, and spatter 
areas. can quickly be made easier to maintain by applying self- 
stick plastic. Under the Con-Tact name. over 90 different pat- 
terns are available. including simulated woodgrains, felts. quilts, 


stained glass, brocades, raw silk, and moireés. 


30. A new service basin, just introduced by Fiat, is designed 
for installation in mud rooms, basements, or garages. Measur- 
ing 36” by 24’, with 10’-high walls, it is designed for general 
cleaning chores, including the washing of pets. It can be used 
for storing galoshes, umbrellas, mops, and other problem items

Baking fish 


Baked fish takes less time to 
cook, so it is of the utmost 
importance to know the exact 
weight in order to gauge the 
cooking time on the nose. All 
baked fish, except salmon, should 
be cooked with the head on to 
seal in the flavor and those good 
juices, and to shorten the cook- 
ing time. The head can be cut 
off before the fish is served, but 
it won't look as impressive. Douse 
the fish in cold, salted water 
quickly. then dry thoroughly with 
paper toweling. Preheat the oven 
to 400°. 

Place the fish in a_foil-lined 
pan, shaping the foil around it 
into a little boat to hold the 
juices. Foil is also useful in re- 
moving the baked fish from the 
pan without breaking it. Sprin- 
kle the top side lightly with flour 
and spread it generously with 
softened butter. Do not slash the 
fish (some novices are prone to 
do this) to

Broiling fish steaks 


To prepare steaks for broil- 
ing, dust lightly with flour, dot 
generously with butter or sprin- 
kle with oil. Preheat the oven at 
full heat. To prevent fish from 
sticking, place on a_ well-oiled 
broiler pan or a well-oiled or foil- 
lined pan. 2 inches from the 
source of the heat. Note: The 
steaks are broiled longer on the 
second side, so they have a nice, 
rich color when presented. Sea- 
son fish after it comes from the 


broiler with salt, freshly ground 


pepper, etc. The time and tem- 
perature charts that follow are 
for steaks 1” thick and are those 
recommended by The Fishery

Broiling fillets 


If frozen, they should be thawed 
and brought to room  tempera- 
ture. Dry the fresh, or thawed, 
fillets with paper towels. Preheat 
the broiler at full heat. Dust the 
fillets lightly all over with flour, 
cornmeal, or fine cracker crumbs. 
Place on a well-oiled broiling pan 
or in a well-oiled pan (foil-lined, 
if you like) under the broiler 
following the chart for broiling 
time. Because fish fillets vary in 
thickness, the broiling chart be- 
low is only an approximate 
euide. Always make the fork test 
for doneness. Fish fillets are not 
turned while broiling. Season 
after the fillets are cooked with 
salt and freshly ground pepper. 
Perhaps a bit of fresh lemon 
juice. Baste cod and fluke twice; 
flounder, gray sole, and white- 
fish, once.

Collecting plants by mail calls 
for a little know-how. Here are 
some points to consider: 

1. Resist getting by mail any- 
thing herbaceous that you can 
grow from seed, Many perennials 
are just strains, and if you have 
the patience to grow small plants 
for one year you'll end up with 
many more plants for a fraction 
of the cost. Mail-ordering is nec- 
essary for named clones (propa- 
gated vegetatively), hard-to-prop- 
agate species, and the new or 
rare. With trees and shrubs, of 
course, you are buying precious 
years when you purchase good- 
size plants. 

2. Do not expect the necessar- 
ily small plants to produce much 
their first year. Instead, count on 
effect the following year.

I cannot imagine a better ma- 
terial for wrapping plants than 
polyethylene, yet some nursery- 
still the 
way of damp-packing the roots 


men use old-fashioned 
with sphagnum moss, winding in 
burlap, binding with jute. The 
result: a 10- to 50-pound bundle. 
and high shipping cost. In no 
case does deciducus material ar- 
rive in better condition than when 
simply root-dampened, secured to 
a rod. and stuck into a heavy, 
unperforated plastic bag. The roots 
must be damp first; the plastic 
container cannot possibly main- 


tain moisture where there is none. 

There is something to be said 
for exposure in shipping. If an 
item is fragile and can be seen, it 
is handled very carefully indeed, 
without benefit of FRAGILE labels.

Some propagate 
perennials in a greenhouse and 
send out spindly, heat-grown root- 
ed cuttings that need months of 
care to fill out. Often they come 


packed in cardboard tubes: In

And how we wish nur- 
series would stop using overlarge 
boxes—who wants to pay postage 
on filler? Snug packing in a box

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 
By HELEN McCULLY 
i it true nonstick pans are ruined if scratched? No. Obviously 


scratches affect the appearance of the pans, but they in no way 
affect the performance. The first examples of this type of cook- 





ing ware—at that time mostly imported—had not been per- 
fected and even small scratches could, and often did, counteract 


the effectiveness of the lining. 


ih: fat ever used in cooking with nonstick pans? You do not ac- 
tually need fat to cook in nonstick cooking ware but, as any 
good cook will tell you, a little fat, and especially a little butter, 
adds to the flavor of whatever is being cooked. With or without 
fats, food will not stick in nonstick pans. 


Aes do you clean nonstick cooking ware? It is. as they say, as 
easy as pie. Just wash out with good, soapy water and a soft 
cloth. Or use one of the detergents made especially for this type 


of cooking ware. Don’t use abrasives of any kind, or soap pads. 


i all nonstick cooking ware alike? No. There is a marked dif- 
ference in the finishes—some are much more durable than others. 
Since it is inclined to be rather costly because of the special 
lining, you would be wise to shop around and ask pertinent ques- 
tions, such as who makes it, durability, etc., before putting your 
money on the line. 


I, the avocado a fruit or a vegetable? A fruit. There are two 
types, the leading variety being the California fuerte, distin- 
guished by its leatherlike skin (hence its old name “alligator 
pear’) and the Florida Lula, which has a smooth, or slightly 
corrugated, skin flecked with yellow dots. The fruit varies in 
color by variety, from light green to almost black, and it also 
varies widely in size. But no relationship has been found between 
skin color and flavor or between size and flavor. The skin may 
be thin and smooth, thick and smooth, or leathery and rough. 
Avocados are one of the fruits that ripen perfectly off the tree, 
but should only be eaten when well ripened. At this point, the 
fruit yields to gentle pressure by the fingers. If purchased when 
hard, it will take a few days at room temperature to ripen prop- 
erly.

or cut into sections. and combine with fresh grapefruit or orange 
sections, dressed with vinaigrette. Or make the famous Mexican 
Guacamole: dead-ripe avocados mashed, mixed with lemon or 
lime juice. salt, pepper, minced garlic. chopped green onions 
and ereen peppers, cubed tomatoes, sliced green olives, and 
vinaigrette sauce. Guacamole is served as a salad or as a dress- 
ing with salad greens. Avocados may also be served “on the hali 
shell” filled with madrilene, crab meat. or mixed fruit with 
suitable dressings. Sometimes they are sliced thin and floated on 
a hot consommeé. They are never cooked. 

Since avocados are inclined to darken once they are cut and 
exposed to air, this can be prevented if the cut surfaces are 
sprinkled with or dipped in lemon or lime juice. The Mexicans 
have a theory that if the seed of the avocado is placed in the 
middle of any mixture in which avocado plays a role, it will 
keep the flesh from discoloring. It has been our experience that 


citrus juice or a seal of foil or Saran is more eflective. 


digs do you cook broccoli so it isn’t mushy? In Mastering the 
Art of French Cooking, the authors suggest dividing the heads 
into flowerets about three inches long, peeling the thin green 
skin off the stalks, then peeling the butt ends deeply enough to 
expose the tender flesh, and cutting them on the bias. This makes 
great good sense because the heads are so tender they cook 
much more quickly than the stems. To cook, drop the stems in 
a big kettle of boiling, salted water (lots of water is important) 
for five minutes, then add the flowerets, and cook another five 
minutes, Uncovered. of course. so the broccoli will retain its 
color, Serve with hollandaise. melted butter, or lemon butter. 

In choosing broccoli, look for a rich green (dark green, deep 
sage, or purplish) with firm, compact heads and tender, firm 
stalks. Avoid yellowed, wilted leaves or those with flowers show- 
ing—all of which indicate the broccoli is overmature. Broccoli is 
available all year round but is in abundance from October 


through April. 


Wrat does gratin mean in cookery? Gratin is the golden crust 
formed on the surface of certain, usually sauced, dishes when 
they are browned in the oven or in the broiler. Bread crumbs 
and butter (melted or in bits) or grated cheese are sprinkled 
over the dish to be gratinated. Gratins can be made with either 
raw or cooked food. For example. fish (sole aw gratin) : almost 
any cooked vegetable in a rich cream sauce. sprinkled with 
cheese or bread crumbs. then browned, is served au gratin.

Sui you remove the strings on a roast before taking it to 
the table? Yes. Plain rolled. stuffed roasts and “crowns.” If the 
meat was roasted properly. allowed to rest. and is carved well, 
it should keep its shape. A rolled roast of beef, cooked to death, 
might fall apart without the strings to keep it together. but then 
it shouldn't be cooked to death. Stuffed roasts are roasted with 
the fold under, which is additional security. In removing the 
strings in the kitchen. it should be done with great care so as 
not to disturb the meat. Incidentally, the strings are delicious 
to animals but disastrous if they eat them. If you have any cats 


or dogs around. put the strings out of harm’s way immediately. 


Ware is “bottled in bond” whiskey? lt is not. as you might 
logically think. a guarantee of quality but, rather, a guar- 
antee that certain federal legal requirements have been met. To 
be entitled to the bottled-in-bond identification, the editors of 
Liquor Store, a trade publication, say “The whiskey must be at 
least four years old (most are older) ; it must be bottled at 100 
proof; and the whiskey in the bottle must be produced in a sin- 
ele distillery, by the same distiller. and be the product of a 
single season and year.” When federal inspectors are satisfied 
that all these specifications have been met and the taxes paid, 
the little green stamp. the bottled-in-bond designation, is ap- 
plied. Although. as the above indicates. it is not a requirement, 
most of the distillers use fine-quality straight whiskies. @

TRIAL MARRIAGE 
WITH ART 


NEW ROLE FOR MUSEUMS: 
RENTING AND SELLING 


By HERBERT and MARJORIE KATZ 


Almost everyone has at one time 
or another considered buying a 
work of art. For many this im- 
pulse has led to purchases lived 
with happily ever after. Others 
have bought, then buried their 
mistakes in the attic. And some, 
perhaps unsure of their own 
taste, have denied themselves this 
adventure. 

Today. faced with a greater 
choice of art than ever before, the 
question is how to get the best 
from the dollars we spend. 

To provide one answer, special 
museum services to guide us 
have sprung up all over the coun- 
try. Known as rental or lending 
galleries, they are in the business 
of selling art. And some of today’s 
best values, within a well-defined 
price range, are to be found here 
by anyone wise enough to take 
advantage of them. 

The way they work is simple. 
For a modest fee. you may bor- 
row a painting or a graphic work, 
such as a woodcut or lithograph, 
or a piece of sculpture. and keep 
it for one or several months. All 
the works are for sale. If. after 
taking home a painting, you de- 
cide you would like to own it, the 
rental fee is applied to the pur- 
chase price. Fees vary according 
to the price of the work and the 
length of the borrowing period. 

\s an example, in the rental 
and sales gallery of the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, fees start at 
$5 for a two-month period for 
works with price tags in the $50 
to $99 range, and increase to $40 
for two-month rental of a work 
costing $700 to $750. Each bor- 
rower is entitled to one renewal. 

Museums. with this service— 
there are now more than 30 of 
them—have at some time had to 
cope with a request for a master- 
piece. The Museum of Modern 
Art in New York once received a 
breathless early-morning phone 
call from a woman who exclaimed, 
“I love 


d’ Avignon,’ ” 


Picasso’s ‘Demoiselles 
and then. somewhat 
more timidly. went on to ask. 
“May I have it fort e weekend?” 


[he answer to this sort of ques- 
tion is always no, with an ex- 
planation. Masterpieces are, of 
course, too rare to risk lending. 
No museum—with one exception 
—deals in works belonging to its 
own collection. Name artists are 
available, but are usually repre- 
sented by work that is first-rate 
without being major. 

“We will not offer a thumb by 
Rodin,” says Campbell Wylly, 
selections advisor at the Museum 
of Modern Art. That is, rather 
than offer scraps of greatness, 
the museum chooses to present 
substantial works that stand on 
their own. 

If you are bent on collecting 
“names” such as Picasso, Kan- 
dinsky, Chagall, or Maillol, you 
may select from a sizable group 
of graphics of premier quality, 
although generally not a painting. 
But the museum service really 
hopes to introduce you to worthy 
artists who are as yet little known 
or not known at all. 

There are several reasons why 
all the services share this philos- 
ophy. First of all, the price of 
work by talented beginners has 
not yet become inflated by the 
instant popularity and publicity 
that nowadays always seem to 
follow discovery. Second, spon- 
sorship of young talent is one of 
the museum’s obligations, and by 
offering such works for sale the 
service expands the artist’s au- 
dience. Finally, the museum can 
authoritatively assure the collec- 
tor of the quality of the work it is 
offering. 

The museum also wants to ed- 
ucate the consumer in what it be- 
lieves to be good. It strives to ex- 
pand his taste and surprise him 
with his capacity for something 
new. Many a conservative shop- 
per has come for a representa- 
tional painting and gone home 
with an abstraction, secure in the 
knowledge that it was returnable 
at the end of the rental period. 

[t is not unusual for a custom- 
er to rent a work, return it, and

Few parts of the world offer more 
siren sights, such a choice of landscape and atmo- 
sphere, such tempting diversity of amusements—and 
at such palatable prices. And it is specially circled 
in our little black book as the only place we know in 
Europe where you can be sure of being warm in the 
month of November. Name your favorite scenery— 
it’s there, somewhere. On Grand Canary and Tenerife 
you can have it green-hilled as Vermont, rock-ribbed 
as Maine. cool and snow-capped as the Alps, or tawny, 
hot, and sandy as Sahara, with great duned beaches 


stretching out into the sea. There are—strange to come 
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upon—camels, veiled ladies, and white-cube houses 
with the Arab look of Marakesh. 

Lanzarote, a short flight from either Las Palmas 
on Grand Canary, or Santa Cruz de Tenerife on Tene- 
rife, is easily the most hard-to-believe place you'll 
ever lay eyes on—one vast black field of jagged lava, 
result of a spectacular voleanic eruption back in 1730, 
the major marvel being that people have been living 
on this sable scene ever since, raising their crops 
in lava wells. But stand ready for the sudden dazzle 
of the island’s unrelenting white salt beds and the 
mystifying Grand Canyon-by-the-Sea they call El 
Golfo—a tourmaline, bitter-salt lake saucered in 
striated rock of many colors. 

Steeped in Spanish history since Ferdinand and 
Isabella took them over in 1496, the Canaries were a 
stopping-off place for expeditions to the New World, 
including the voyages of Columbus and latterly the 
Jamestown settlers. The Venezuelans’ Spanish accent 
is supposed to have been a direct import from Las 
Palmas. The look of Spain is clearly discernible. 
You see it in the towns—in the ]15th-century churches, 
in characteristic teawood balconies, elaborately carved 


and grilled. (Continued on page 160)

Simple but sparkling, the Long Island vacation 
house shown on these four pages, designed by 
Architect Harry Bates, proves it doesn’t take a for- 
tune to achieve a house of enviable design and liv- 
ability. This one cost $21,700, exclusive of land, 
appliances, furnishings, and architect’s fee. 

The principles it illustrates apply to remodeling 
as well as to building, for they are basic, more a 
philosophy of operation. They can help you when 
adding a bathroom, updating a kitchen, or even 
improving outdoor living spaces. 

Pay for good design. This principle comes first, 
and is inviolable. The way to achieve good, or per- 
haps brilliant, design is through an architect. An 
architect costs less and adds more than anything 


else you can put into a house. In his creative 


hands, common boards become uncommon beauty. 

Splurge on space. The more square feet you 
build, the less each one costs. Make it % bigger 
and you’ve added only \% to the bill. Space can 
20 up as well as out. Here it goes up with a two- 
story living room, and out via wood decks. 

Capitalize on character. The flawed material 
often has more humanity than the perfect, and it 
is usually less expensive. Rough, unpainted cy- 
press, the commonest of common bricks, and or- 
dinary sheet glass—these are the lowly components 
that create the warm high style seen here. 

Keep it simple. A rectangular house costs less 
than one of complex geometry. Two stories 
proportionally less than one; essentially th 


roof and foundation serve twice the space. More

FIRST FLOOR 

Consider the climate. You'll save on heating if 
the long walls of the house and the main window 
areas face south and admit the winter sun. You'll 
save a considerable amount of money on air con- 
ditioning if a minimum of walls and windows are ex- 
posed to the west. 

Keep it unified. A single material bought in 
quantity often cosis less than a little of this and a 
little of that. And a single material makes a house 
seem larger, more serene, than a multiplicity of 
materials. Here the same rough-cut cypress boards 


are used for walls both indoors and out. 
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The kitehen, an interior space, opens to 
decks at either end, making outdoor dining 
an easy pleasure. Because of its openness, 
it never seems locked-in or isolated, and 
sharing corridor space at either end (see 
floor plan below), it seems larger than it 
really is. The floor is quarry tile. Flooring 
elsewhere in house is 1-by-4 fir, stained and 
waxed, matching the wall paneling. opposite. 
House plan, below, reveals how the de- 
sign varies a rectangular shape while still 
taking advantage of its economy of con- 
struction. It does so by projecting corner 
wings. Besides shading windows from east 
and west sun and acting as column supports 
for the roof overhang, these wings are 
variously used: 1. For outside-access stor- 
age of summer furniture and tools. 2. For 
a shower room. 3. For three bedroom 
closets (two upstairs). 4. For wood storage. 
Upstairs bathroom, an interior space. gains 
natural daylight and ventilation from an 


openable skylight.

Use glass for walls. It adds outdoor space to 
what you have indoors, makes even tiny rooms seem 
generous. Bridge the gap between indoors and out 
by extending the ceiling, floors, and walls beyond 
the glass, leading the eye outward. 

Create interior rooms. Don’t waste valuable 
outside wall space on a bathroom or a kitchen when 
either would be better off as an interior room. In- 
terior rooms are warmer, offer more privacy, often 


work better in a plan. They also reduce the house

Two-story living room, above, is bal- 
anced horizontally by the floor-level exten- 
sion outdoors as a deck.

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Build in the off-season. Labor is cheaper. Bids will be lower. 
Workmanship will be less hurried. 

Don't fight the site. Design the house to fit its demands. If the site 
is precipitous, build a house that follows it down. The house on page 
114 shows one way to do it. The more problems a site has, the 
less it is likely to cost, the more striking, the house that results. 

Use materials that are native. If you live in New England, where 
granite rocks strew the hillsides, don’t import Crab Orchard stone 
from Tennessee—and vice versa. 

Go for broke on one dramatic feature. Its lavishness will help make 
all the less expensive construction and/or materials pass unnoticed. 

Don’t overlook the prefabber. Some (like Arbor Homes) will 
prefab any plan your architect designs, making a complete package 
bid. This could save on labor and material, with better workmanship. 

Take advantage of technology. A factory-built fireplace may cost 
half that of one built in traditional manner and may be indistin- 
euishable from it in appearance. If the codes in your town permit 
plastic plumbing, the money saved may provide much-wanted extras. 

Design for stock sizes. Standard windows, doors, cabinets, and stair- 
ways cost sharply lower than made-to-order sizes. Plan room height 
and wall lengths to accept standard sizes of panel and wall materials. 

Follow good building practice. Use a vapor barrier under concrete 
slabs to balk dampness, and reinforce the concrete with wire mesh to 
prevent cracking problems. Use maximum recommended insulation. A 
new kind stays in place by “‘friction fit,” requires no stapling— 
a real time-saver. Put three hinges on every door, especially light- 
weight ones. It will prevent their warping and sticking. 

Plan for the future. If you're going to add a bath later, put in the 
rough plumbing now. Provide for future central air conditioning with 
ducts and blower of adequate size to handle cooling, and diffusers 
designed to direct warm air down and cool air up. 

Put your money where it shows. Don’t use Ys” vinyl flooring when 
08" or .05” will give the same result. Install a beautiful hardwood 
floor or wall-to-wall carpeting. If carpet is your choice, put it down 
over a less expensive wood floor. 

Consider the cost of both labor and materials. Many expensive 
materials and component parts pay for themselves because they are so 
much easier to use. Prefinished doors, prebuilt cabinets, factory-made 
windows, prebuilt shower floors, folding walls and partitions, save on 
on-site labor and frequently make it possible to move in sooner. 

Follow the wrecker. He may lead to bargains in stained glass, 
old doors, ironwork, paneling—with character unlike anything you 


can buy today. An architect can “design around” a rare find.

A Bride kurnishes Her kirst House

DEAR HOUSE BEAUTIFUL: 
Fairy tales always seem to end with a wedding 
and “then they lived happily ever after.” Jack 
and I thought you might be interested to see how 
our “happily ever after” is. Enclosed are the pie- 
tures of our first house, as it now looks. You 
might like to know how we arrived at the result. 
A year ago, when we moved in, our house 
looked every bit of its 40 years—cracked plaster. 
dark rooms, and old yellow board floors covered 
with wall-to-wall cotton carpeting, a different 
color in every room. We bought the house be- 
cause it was convenient to the university where 
Jack teaches and had large rooms and a separate 
suite that could be a study for Jack. My problem 
was how to make it pretty. | am spoiled, as | 
have worked with Mother on the beautiful houses 
she photographs for you. To say that I had delu- 


sions of grandeur would be an understatement. 


Our house had a long way to go, and newly- 
weds’ budgets don’t go very far. Our combined 
resources were $3,500 in wedding checks, Orien- 
tal rugs from Jack's mother, several of my father’s 
paintings, Japanese prints and scrolls collect- 
ed on our honeymoon, a bed, a desk, and books. 

The first absolute necessity was to patch the 
plaster and lighten the rooms. Our budget and 
my decorating experience couldn't afford wall- 
paper or fabric treatments on the walls. We de- 
cided to paint the entire house antique white. 
($1,000 for paint and a handyman. ) 

The fireplace in the living room had been re- 
modeled by the cover-over-what’s-there technique 
so many times that it protruded into the living 
room a good two feet. Jack ripped off four fire- 
places, including several mantels, exposing the 


brick chimney. (Continued on the next page)

Then we enlarged the opening, replastered the 
wall, and set Mexican tiles around the opening 
and on the hearth ($250 in labor and tiles). 

Our Oriental rugs looked terrible on top of the 
colton carpeting, so our next major decision was 
to sand, peg, groove, and stain the floors until 
they looked like random-w idth old walnut boards. 
The floors now have a wonderful dull satin finish 
and require little care. The rugs looked smashing 
on the new floors, and the house was beginning 
to acquire real character. 

The old-fashioned stucco book alcoves made 
the li ing room look like the late twenties. so my 
eood friend William Greer, an artist in trompe 
Poel and furniture refinishing, designed and 
painted the marbleized panel doors. He also 
helped us locate our first furniture—used sofas 
at bargain prices: one, with tufted down, covered 
with dull green velvet, the other stuffed with real 
down and covered with oyster-white slubbed silk. 

I take particular pride in the living-room cur- 
tains; they are the first sewing I have ever done. 
The cost was $100 worth of bleached monk’s cloth 
and $12 worth of plastic, brass-finished rods. 

The round table in the living room at the stu- 
dio window is an unfinished wooden top on a 
metal tripod with a coarse linen cloth thrown over 
it. The old oak sideboard was found in a junk 
shop and is intended as a stereo disguise when 
we can afford the stereo. The olazed pottery ele- 
phant was a $39.88 whim of mine. We found that 
real plants give a room a lush solarium atmo- 


sphere and compensate for our lack of furniture. 


Until n have a truly fine antique dining 
table and b chairs, I shall have to be clean- 
crisp and in ise something that has some sort 
of style. bi us until we are famous and 
have earned the iful things we'd love.

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Decorators’ Secrets: 


LITTLE 
OUTLAY, 
GREAT 
PrPrFECGTS

Shared with House BEAuTIFUL readers 
in this roundup are the secrets of a few 
leading interior designers whose vivid 
skills create the excitement that brings a 
sense of drama into a room. The nine 
represented, offering new tools and _tech- 
niques for decorating and fresh ideas for 
solving nettling problems, are especially 
inventive in using inexpensive, unex- 
pected, and frequently humble materials 
to achieve their objectives. 

Who would have ever thought, for in- 
stance, of carpet binding as a glamoriz- 
ing material that could have saved the 
Palace of Versailles miles of molding? 
In the hands of Jay Spectre, Louisville, 
Kentucky designer, it creates the effect 
of boiserie paneling and sheds an aura of 
18th-century French elegance over a 
room. Jay Spectre’s clever new  substi- 
tute, 114’-wide textured cotton tape. is 
glued to walls to create straight rectan- 
gular panels and squared off at the corn- 
ers to make a Greek fret design. This is 
the easiest possible turn of tape to make 
classically interlocking corners. Tape in 
85 colors as vivid as a pointillist’s palette 
simplifies choices for making room 
schemes. You can glue this tape above 
baseboards or at the ceiling line; use it 
again as bands of color to trim curtains, 
upholstery, tablecloths, pillows, and floor 
cushions. 

In this designer’s rich store of histori- 
cal parallels is a way to make your bed- 
room look like a Villa de’Medici chamber. 
He papers the flush doors in a bedroom 


with wallpaper panels that echo Renais-

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sance-rich arabesques, scrolls, and de- 
tails of sculpture, frescoes, and friezes. 
All are available from current wallpaper 
collections. Covered with this paper, 
doors that seem to be incised into the 
painted walls of a room create the illusion 
of classic murals. 

Tiling a wall in whole or in part, on a 
large splashboard area in a bathroom or 
kitchen, or a fireplace wall works as mag- 
ically as an act of levitation for giving a 
lift to a leaden room, Jay Spectre says. 
Decorative hand-painted tiles from Mex- 
ico are not expensive; he cites the lively 
mosaic beauty that dazzling azulejos of 
Mexico bring to the humblest houses. 

If you are building a home, look for 
salvageable treasures from old mansions. 
Jay Spectre has often found these only 
one jump ahead of the bulldozer. He pre- 
fers an antique mahogany door with 
peeling patina and a jewel-like Spanish 
bronze escutcheon keyhole shield to a 
run-of-the-mill door the builder — pro- 
poses to put in. 

Painting a Persian rug on the floor is 
his way of squeezing in one the budget 
wont allow. In the long foyer of one 
client’s home, he had a rich Oriental rug 
of burgundy and rose painted on the 
floor. Flowers and leafy tendrils strewn 
silken field and 


scrolled over its border look quite realis- 


on its arabesques 
tic. Leopard and tiger skins painted on 
floors made scuffproof with black lacquer 
look convincingly real. 

But if only a real rug will do, Joseph 
Freitag, A.I.D., a New York interior de- 
signer (as are all the others in the fol- 
lowing roundup), says that an area rug 
is as good an investment as a blue-chip 
stock. The nine-by-twelve size, which re- 
ceives star treatment on its first round in 
the house, can be rank-reduced in a suc- 
cession of moves to other rooms; it is 
never a waste, never needs to be dis- 
carded. If it’s elegant enough—Savon- 
nerie, Aubusson, Greek needlepoint, or 
one of many beautiful American rugs— 
you won’t need to spend much money 
anywhere else in the room. You can even 
dispense with curtains, which don’t take to 
moving from place to place. 

He also praises as another “best” in- 
self-contained 


vestment a handsome, 


wall system, which you can get in con- 
temporary or period styling and in woods 
that blend with other pieces. Starting off 
with a few basic units, you can add com- 
ponents as required and wind up with 
nearly everything you need in a room, 
including a guest bed that slides in and 
out or pushes out of sight. Such a wall 
system can supply at low cost nearly all 
the furnishings a library, study, or home 
entertainment center needs. It particular- 
ly earns its keep in a children’s room, for 
lofting to organized cubby holes, cabi- 
nets, desks, and shelves all the records, 
books, toys, trays of coins, stamps, rock 
and butterfly specimens. 

Another wall system, captivating but 
completely unorthodox this time, 1s 
made of Mexican packing crates, and is 
an example of what you can do if you 
use your imagination and let your sleuth- 
ing talents guide it. 

Another clever idea, from Camille B. 
Lehman, A.I.D.. is to use a nest of hol- 
low wooden cubes, built like an adult set 
of children’s blocks to perform many im- 
promptu services in a room. The square 
cubes that graduate in size from 12” to 
24” to make a nest of four might be a 
bright idea you'd like your own carpen- 
ter to copy. Painted a motley of uninhib- 
ited colors that look swingy and give a 
room stabs of fresh brilliance, or cov- 
ered with marbleized adhesive-backed 
paper, they serve as snack tables, end ta- 
bles, stools to group around a cocktail ta- 
ble for informal meals, or as stair-step 
stands for lush, green plants. 

Believing that plants fill gaps that you 
can't afford to fill with furniture, Mrs. 
Lehman builds a verdant glade of 
massed ferns, dracaenas, Buddhist pines, 
and stalky umbrella pines potted inexpen- 
sively in earthenware planters. They fill a 
corner where a backlight that nourishes 
growth also traces lacy shadows and 
spotlights forms quite as imposing as tall 
furniture. 

In the opinion of Joseph Braswell, 
A.I.D., a room’s most dynamic form 
comes from the new sculpture, some- 
times amazingly inexpensive: $100 may 
get you an original piece—$75, if you’re 
lucky. Braswell likes, as most interior de- 


signers do, to (Continued on page 159)

On the following ten pages, House Beautiful sets out to prove that it is still possible 
to get the values of an architect’s art—and ingenuity—for a modest figure. Here are 
five houses, individually designed for their sites and personally tailored to their 
owners’ needs, whose costs ranged, surprisingly, from $17,500 to $29,500. 


These ten pages show that the new-fangled Law of The High Cost of Everything 
is being successfully defied by a stubborn resistance movement of architects who 
care, architects who in turn are being challenged by hard-pressed clients who have 
to care. The architects are furrowing their brows and honing their skills; their clients 
are dusting off the quaint Yankee notion that in order to get the most for the least, 
you can give up a lot of frills and still come out ahead. 7 : 


Frank Lloyd Wright used to say that an architect’s best friends are his limitations. 
The architects who designed the houses in our portfolio worked under the strict 
limitations of realistic budgets; in response, they produced some remarkably fine 
architecture. All of these houses are built or under construction, and we are proud 


to present their stories.

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DRIVEWAY 


Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio. This sturdy house stands atop 
a hill in a grove of maple trees. In summer, its power- 
ful lines are hidden and softened by leaves. During 
autumn, it reflects the glow of ruddy foliage. In the 
winter, when so many contemporary houses may seem 
naked and unfinished, Architect Gerald Rembowski’s 
design shows all its solid strength. 

The clients, Mr. and Mrs. Walter Scott, had a long 
list.of requirements and a short budget of $27,500. 
They wanted four good-size bedrooms, a large sunken 
living room, 2/2 baths, a separate dining room, two 


fireplaces, and a spacious recreation room far re- 


moved from the bedrooms, where their four children _ 


could play and entertain. The compact plan gave them 
everything they asked for by not wasting a scrap of 
space. The architect designed the house vertically 
rather than horizontally because, as he says, “It’s al- 
ways less expensive to build up rather than out.” By 
stacking the three 900-square-foot floors (local code 
minimum) and cutting the lower level into the ground, 
expensive foundations were minimized. 

The facade’s aura of solidity was intensified by 
applying the redwood siding horizontally. “I think 
this helped to give the feeling of tying the house to the 


ground,” says Rembowski. “Also, the deep overlap 


creates a constantly changing pattern of shadows.”. 


Set back 85 feet on its lot, the driveway and window- 
less side wall separate the Scotts from nearby houses. 
The dining-room window frames a view through the 
trees down to a stream that wends its way along the 
edge of the neighboring property. The owner managed 
to keep his budget firm by doing all his own interior 
painting. Redwood exterior was left natural to weather 


and blend with the warm gray of the maple trunks.

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Portland, Oregon. This $17,500 house is as unpre- 


tentious as a timberline lookout station. It is a two- 
story box only 30 feet square, perched on a moun- 
tainside with the entire city of Portland spread out 
beneath it. The owners felt they didn’t need much 
interior space since they could step out on a deck to 
a sweep of breathtaking beauty as far as the eye 
could see. This aerie was designed by Architect Saul 
Zaik for very young newlyweds who decided they 
would be making a wiser investment to build a mini- 
mum house immediately rather than to collect a stack 
of rent receipts. As a first step, they acquired a lot 
which, because of its steep slope, had a commensu- 
rately low price tag of $2,500. 

In his planning, the architect stripped everything 
down to the bare essentials for economy and facility 
in building. The result was a straightforward, simple 
cube with standard framing, shingle side walls, and 
prefabricated roof trusses—comparatively inexpen- 
sive in the Northwest—which resulted in the softly 
profiled flat roof. But there is a great deal of grace 
in its very simplicity. The ten-foot-high ceiling is 
finished with 14-by-4 rough cedar siding, which costs 
hardly more than plasterboard in this part of the 
country and adds texture and richness. 

A bridge—cheaper than landscaping—spans the 
rocky hillside from carport and street to the front 
door. The entire flow of space on the upper level is 
halted only by the walls of the small lavatory and by 
a room divider that also frames the prefabricated 
fireplace. Hight feet high, the divider has shelves on 

“the living-area side to hold books, records, and stereo. 
On the kitchen side are cabinets for dishes and large 
serving pieces. The stove is housed in an island cabinet 
only counter height. Regular kitchen storage is mostly 
out of sight in the area marked pantry. Although all 
the functional areas are clearly defined, the impres- 
sion is that of a single generous space. 
¢ 
As the sketch on the opposite page 
shows, the site slopes so precipitously 
that the structures had to be post- 
supported. Some windows are 45 feet 
above ground, so removable sliding 
glass doors were specified to facilitate 
ease of washing. Also, the broad over- 
hang of the roof shelters the windows. 

The pleasing design that resulted 
from enclosing the bedroom decks on 
one side grew out of the need to pro- 


vide privacy from the nearby street.

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Bedford Village, New York. “We want a house 
that is beautiful to look at and beautiful to look out 
from. We can spend no more than $29,500.” Their 


site was five acres of gently rolling meadowland that 


backed up to the edge of woods. This was the project 
the Marvin Lamports presented to Architect Frank 
Edward Dushin. He solved it by designing an econom- 
ical shell that managed to avoid all the harshness that 
often accompanies budget planning. 

Dushin created a house that radiates a warm and 
pervasive sense of shelter. What might have seemed 
stmply a starkly contemporary glass house changed 
when it was nestled snugly into the ridge of a hill and 
topped with a broad, enveloping roof whose lines are 
an adaptation of the gable roofs of the late 19th and 
20th Centuries. “This concept of carpenter culture,” 
comments Dushin, “has merely been clipped back at 
a 45-degree angle, and the hiplike result has been 
raised slightly and exaggerated.” Its familiar shape 
enables this otherwise contemporary house to blend 
naturally into an old and established community. 

Walls of glass meet each other at the corners and 
stretch up to the white-faced roof. As a result, the 
generous sweep of the living area (the kitchen is only 
glancingly defined by see-over, elbow-high counters) 
is bright with shaded sunlight and gives a 180-degree 
view. Decks, indented corners, the strong design state- 
ment of the framed stiffening columns as well as the 
bountiful overhang all serve to bring out the dimen- 
sion that so often seems to be missing in a boxlike plan 
—that of depth. 

By doing their own contracting, the owners were 
able to cut costs by 10 to 12 percent. “Every penny 
was carefully allotted,” says Mr. Lamport, “but more 
than that, we wanted the feeling of accomplishment 
that comes with building your own home. We’re not 
putterers. I can’t imagine painting walls or trying to 
build the fireplace. Contracting was our way of being 
involved.” Mrs. Lamport comments:~ “I knew the 
house would be lovely to look at, but I couldn’t begin 


to imagine how wonderful it was going to be to live in.” 
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SHOULD YOU 
BUY, BUILD, OR RENT 
Now?

With the approach of spring, the nesting instinct tends 
to stir humans just as deeply as it affects birds. 
Birds, however, have a simpler problem. They are not 
concerned with financing problems. They do not have 
to give thought to choice of style or room arrange- 
ment. Their decisions are not circumscribed by ordi- 
nances and regulations. They are not bothered about 
resale value. 

The human nester, however, has all these problems 
to consider, and some of them are tougher to solve and 
have more far-reaching implications this year than was 
the case during the post-Korean pre-Vietnam inter- 
lude. The key problem for most home seekers this year 
will be the money problem. Since 1965, interest rates 
on home mortgages have been steadily rising, and 
lenders have had less than the usual amount of funds 
io lend. Hence what has correctly been called a tight 
money market has confronted all but the happy few so 
loaded with assets that they did not need to borrow. 

This year the prospect is somewhat better than it 
was during 1966. It will be easier to find a bank or 
a savings and loan association or a mortage company 
that will have mortgage money to lend, and interest 
rates may be a shade lower than in the past year. 
Nevertheless, interest rates will be high by compari- 
son with what they were throughout the period after 
World War IJ until a year or so ago, and consequently 
will continue to raise questions that did not apply 
so strongly when a mortgage loan could be made at 
A¥Y2-percent to 51-percent interest. 

The biggest question perhaps is whether or not it 
would be wise to wait for interest rates to get lower. 
The answer is that little is to be gained by waiting. 
The probabilities are that we are in for a long period 
of relatively high interest rates, and that consequently 
the rewards for waiting are probably not commensu- 
tate with the loss of the comfort and enjoyment that 
might be had by buying or building now. Enjoyment 





deferred too often is enjoyment lost. The actual amount 
saved would be small, in any case. For each $1,000 
borrowed for a 25-year term (a usual period for mort- 
gage loans), the difference of one-quarter of one per- 
cent in interest rate makes only 15 cents’ difference in 
the regular monthly payment for principal and inter- 
est, and a quarter of one percent is as much of a shift 
as is likely to occur in what some people like to call 
the “foreseeable future.” 

Even if such a change might appear to be worth 
waiting for, thought has to be given to another proba- 
bility—that during the time you wait for interest 
rates to go down by this amount, the costs of land and 
construction might increase enough to wipe out the 
possible difference. These costs have advanced stead- 
ily each year, and there is no reason to think either 
of them will now retreat. So while there may be no 
money advantage in waiting, the present money 
problem does perhaps force harder attention to a num- 
ber of other matters that might not have seemed so im- 
portant in the bygone days when lending institutions 
were eager to say yes rather than look for reasons to 
say no. Here are some of them. 

1. The interest rate you will pay on your mortgage 
will probably be greater than the rate of return you 
will get on any type of savings or other safe invest- 
ment. Consequently, it makes good sense to put as 
much of your own money into the transaction as pos- 
sible, even though this may require you to draw upon 
savings accounts or sell securities. You will in effect 
be investing in part of your own mortgage. 

2. Because interest rates are high, there is no bet- 
ter way to save money than to pay off your mortgage 
obligation as rapidly as possible. Consequently, you 
should be sure to have a prepayment privilege written 
into the mortgage. Thus if you have a mortgage pay- 
able over a 20- or 25-year period in equal monthly 
payments for principal (Continued on page 164) 
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HOW TO UNDERSTAND 
YOUR 
HOME INSURANCE

No one would expect you to read a home insurance 
policy as avidly as a James Bond thriller. Even the 
insurance companies would admit that their prose 
is at best slow-moving, at worst abstruse and incom- 
prehensible. Yet the contents of your policy are far 
more important to you than the exploits of Goldfinger. 

For example: If the weight of winter ice at the eaves 
resulted in damage to your roof, would your insurance 
company pay to have the gutter repaired or replaced? 

Suppose a carelessly wielded cigarette leaves an 
unsightly hole in your carpet? Could you make an 
insurance claim? 

On a cross-country trip, if you have the misfortune 
to lose your coat or several hundred dotlars in cash, 
will your home insurance policy cover both coat and 
at least some of the money? 

The answer in each case—all drawn from actual 
records, incidentally—is yes, provided you have 
bought the right policy. Ice damage would be covered 
under Homeowner policies 2, 3-plus-4, and 5. A carpet 
burn would be repaired with insurance money under 
these and other policies. Personal property lost away 
from home is protected under policy 5. Here is a 
complete picture on what is and what is not covered. 

As you probably know, the so-called Homeowner 
policy is a “package” which includes coverage for 
fire, theft, vandalism, liability, lightning damage, and 
many other perils. Premiums for a Homeowner policy 
are from 20 to 40 percent less than the price for 
comparable coverage under separate policies. There 
are four Homeowner policies that apply to one- or 
two-family houses, and one that covers apartments. 

All Homeowner policies, for whatever amount, give 
you personal liability coverage of $25.000 per acci- 
dent. Higher coverage is available, of course, for an 
additional premium. And all Homeowner policies in- 
clude coverage of your household contents and other 


personal possessions against fire, theft, and other 


perils for up to 40 percent of the policy’s coverage 
on your home. Thus, if you buy a $20,000 policy on 
your home, you get coverage on up to $8,000 of its 
contents. 

Naturally, if your contents are worth much less 
than 40 percent of the value of your home or if for 
some reason you do not want personal liability in- 
surance, you may be better off without a Homeowner 
policy. On the other hand, the policy does include cer- 
tain features available only on more expensive sepa- 
rate fire and theft policies or calling for an extra 
premium on the others. For example, it provides an 
allowance for the additional living expenses you 
would incur (in an amount up to ten percent of the 
policy coverage) for meals and motel or hotel bills 
while your damaged house could not be occupied. 
Damage to plants, trees, shrubs, and lawn (with a limit 
of $250 for each item) is also covered, up to five per- 
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cent of the coverage on the house. “Damage” in this 
context means from fire, vandalism, or theft, but does 
not include injury to plants from such things as wind- 
storm, insects, frost, or falling objects. A distinct 
advantage of Homeowner policies shows up after dam- 
age to your property occurs. For example, suppose fire 
destroyed a portion of a ten-year-old porch on your 
home. If the replacement cost was $400, that’s what 
the Homeowner policy would pay. But basic fire and 
extended coverage would reimburse you only for the 
depreciated value of the porch, which, in this case, 
might be no more than $200. In addition, damage by 
such things as fire or vandalism against outbuildings 
—tool sheds, gazebos, separate garages—is covered 
by Homeowner policies up to ten percent of the 
policy’s face value. 

If you own and occupy a one- or two-family hou 
you can buy one of several kinds of Homeown 
policies. In all but a few states, you can get the

A bronze plaque marking the entrance to the Bel Air 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Phil Berg reads: “Savitar.” 
The word has an exotic, wind-chimes ring in this man- 
nerly Los Angeles suburb. Against the calm of the 
countryside, its primitive sound poses the enigma of 
the Berg art collection. The ancient, distant word 
means “Shining Wanderer” in Hindi. It begins to 
make sense as one crests the drive and comes in view 
of the Berg house. In the carport rests a silver Grey- 
hound-style bus. Atop a neighboring hill stands a tall 
radio tower. Bus and tower set up vibrations suggest- 
ing readiness for far-flung adventures in time and 
space. Their long echo is translated into the present 
by the art objects that everywhere the eye wanders 
enliven the perspective. 

A mosaic floor in Galio-Roman style is set into the 
turf. Its tesserae form three heavy borders in geomet- 
ric patterns that recall the casual opulence of Pompeii. 
They enclose a scene whose style mixes the animated 
awkwardness of Gaul with the manners and costumes 
of Rome. Behind this floor stands a Roman sarcoph- 
agus sprouting plants. It is flanked by four Hispano- 
Moresque columns. 

A cast-bronze deer is silhouetted by a broad pano- 
rama of the city. A cast of a Roman sculpture, it is 
often joined by seven real deer who come from the 
hills to be fed. Rabbit, quail, and iridescent hummine- 
birds appear in the garden of this calm preserve where 
mementos of five thousand years of man’s artistic 
achievement are gathered.

The one-bedroom house, laid out by Mr. Berg in 
1955 specifically to display his collection and provide 
comfortable living quarters, is of modest dimensions 
compared to the 20-odd-bedroom Georgian he occu- 
pied with his wife before retiring as one of Holly- 
wood’s most successful agents. The present dwelling 
was designed by Architect A. Quincy Jones. Its basic 
style, International Modern, is softened by large areas 
of stone paving, soup-red wall panels, and plantings 
that contrast agreeably with broad areas of glass and 
nnecolored concrete. 

Its total effect is tinged with something of the ex- 
otic tropics, suggesting elements of an untamed jungle. 
Such elements are refined in the interiors, designed by 
William Haines, Inc., which are dominated by white, 
brown, red, and green. Extensive rectangular areas 
of warm wood, inlay, and woven panels are used for 
mounting art. Large plants echo the tropical patterns 
of upholstered furniture. Art is everywhere, but it does 
not dominate the house, but rather suffuses it. 

Objects are rarely larger than could be hand-held, 
if they were weightless. No one would attempt, of 
course, to heft an Assyrian bas-relief in alabaster gyp- 
sum whose curious look of beeswax softness accords 
with the deftness of its carving. It depicts a winged 
man with the wood-shavings beard of Assurnasirpal 
who kneels beside a growing plant.

The time it takes to establish the full spreading structure of a great 
tree must be counted in decades, and money cannot buy the years. 
Nor can one appraise the flowing beauty of a weeping willow or the 
charm of an old apple tree. But a relative value can be placed on 
such attributes as sturdiness, rate of growth, adaptability, and life 
expectancy. In choosing trees for your land, these are factors to 
consider—not for the money, but as an established measure of all- 
around quality and dependability. 

In 1947 the International Shade Tree Conference, together with 
the National Arborist Association, created a Shade Tree Evaluation 
Committee. After ten years of study, they published a list of out- 
standing trees and a formula for establishing their relative value. 
The recommendations are now used by many insurance companies, 
highway departments, and municipalities. The original publication 
was revised in 1965, and from this the following material was gleaned. 

For the purposes of the study, the United States was divided into 
six major regions. The most dependable trees for each region were 
carefully determined. There are more than 100. species, graded 
variously for the different regions. To make this list more compre- 
hensible, we have selected the 20 trees that scored best in the widest 
range of climates. On the following two pages, there are character 
sketches of them all. For specific details as to how each tree scored 
in each particular region, and for the formula used to determine 


an evaluation of the trees in dollars, please turn to page 162.

Architect’s choice: 


2eOvINAOUSE TRANSFORMED 


An architect in the normal pursuit of his profes- 
sion—designing, building, remodeling—is usually 
spending other people's money. But when it comes 
to investing his own hard-earned commissions in 
living space, what does he choose? Many architects 
find themselves with the same uncertainties as 
other home-seekers, but for Hugh Newell Jacobsen, 
an award-winning architect who works in Wash- 
ington, D.C., there was no dilemma, just a straight- 
ahead line to a Georgetown house. 

It was a judgment based on desire tempered by 
good common sense. In 1959 the Jacobsens were 
renting in the crowded DuPont Circle area of Wash- 
ington. They had one child and were expecting a 
second and had no yearning for the suburbs. Want- 
ing to stay in the center of things, for business and 
for pleasure, they foreshadowed, perhaps, the re- 
turn-to-the-city trend of more recent years. 

Georgetown was, by 1959, well past the “dis- 


covery” stage, but Mr. Jacobsen realized from his 





work that there were solid home values behind the 
chic facades of the remodeled houses: ample and 
interesting spaces: sound basic construction; and, 
above all, convenience to the city center. 

The house Hugh Jacobsen decided on was, as he 
puts it, a “rank-and-file townhouse.” One of 18-in- 
a-row so-called Tuscan Villas—the split levels of 
1885—it was a narrow house, only 18’ wide. But 
it was deep (60’), and its three stories held about 
2,800 square feet of floor space, a substantial house 
for a young family. 

The arithmetic of the Jacobsens’ investment gives 
a clue to the rising values of remodeled living space 
near a city center. In 1959 they paid $28,000 for 
the house. Within two years they had spent $10,000 
in remodeling. In 1965, in a second wave of mod- 
ernizing, they spent an additional $10,000, for a 
total investment of $48,000. Today, remodeled 
houses in their group sell in the $75,000 range. 


The point is not that the Jacobsens are (Continued)

considering selling to make a profit, for they are 
living where they want to be, but simply that well- 
kept space, well located, will always be at a premium. 
Where does $20,000 go in doing over a house 
such as this? Out of the first $10,000, the major 
portion was spent on the first floor—switching the 
kitchen and the dining spaces, adding dimension to 
the living room, replastering, painting, rewiring, 
and developing the terrace garden in the rear. 
The big decision was to convert the typical turn- 
of-the-century progression of rooms (see “Before” 
plan, below)—the living room, dining room, and 
kitchen—into the contemporary kitchen-in-the- 


middle-of-things plan. This places the dining room

new eight-foot-wide glass wall—and makes _pos- 
sible the kind of indoor-outdoor entertaining for 
which Georgetown is famous. 

The library niche enlarges the living room by 
four feet, but even more important to its spacious 
look was the general cleaning up of the walls, wood- 
work, and trim. Heavy paneling was removed from 
the fireplace and replaced by a simple travertine 
mantel; the arched openings to the hall and to the 
old dining room were opened up squarely to the 
ceiling: layer after layer of wallpaper was removed 
(“It was holding the walls up,”’ says Mr. Jacobsen ) 
and replaced by new plaster, white-painted. 

To enliven the exterior, Mr. Jacobsen substi- 
tuted slender floor-to-ceiling casements in the liv- 
ing-room bay and shorter versions of the same in 


the bedroom above. These, plus a new exterior color 





scheme—putty walls trimmed with a deep, sharp 
eray—give the house a wholly contemporary look. 

In the more recent work, the third floor was 
completely redone, making a new bedroom-play- 
room and a fully modern bath for the two older 
boys. The second floor was finished, new lighting 
and balustrades installed, and the utilities modern- 
ized, with air conditioning added. By now the whole 


five-bedroom house is new in almost every detail, 


with space and location impossible to duplicate.

THE NEW DIMENSIONS 
IN MUSIC LESSONS 


By JAMES A. MASON 


The new techniques 
ind new dynamics of “group teaching” 
rave made the learning of music 
—especially the piano— 


more of an adventure than ever before 





Roe that quaking feeling when you walked 
into the teacher's sanctum every week to reveal 
your musical shortcomings? Recall the boredom of iso- 
lated practice, and the tensions of the “recital” ? 

For those who study with a group, all this is a thing 
of the past. No longer is the set piece rehearsed to the 
point of monotony, and the recital is no problem for 
students who play for an audience at every lesson. Gone, 
too, is the drill for the sake of drill. 

Group teaching. as we consider it here. is not just the 
old-fashioned piano lesson administered to a group in- 
stead of an individual. It is a modern approach to teach- 
ing based on new insights to the learning process. Es- 
tablished principles of group action and reaction are 
employed—the practical use of group dynamics. 

In the group method, students begin to play musical 
phrases the very first lesson. They begin sight-reading, 
they learn to improvise melodies, to compose, and to 
play in any key. No longer do they start with middle C; 
the black keys hold no fears. As one teacher said, when 
asked why he changed to the group approach: “I don’t 
want my students to have just another piano lesson. | 
want them to have a musical experience.” 


and there are 





Most teachers who use this philosophy 
now more than 5.000 of them, with some 300,000. stu- 
dents—use the two-group approach. Each student has two 
lessons a week. One, usually with a group of two or 
three, is mostly involved with playing specific pieces and 
evaluating one another’s performance. In the other 
session, with a group of eight to twelve, harmony, im- 
provisation, sight-reading, ear-training, and keyboard 
technique is learned. 

The spirit of creative competition and of camaraderie 
is vital to the group method. Each child compares him- 
self to his peers. not to his teacher. A teacher is expected 
to play beautifully. But when a neighbor of the same 
age performs surprisingly well, others are encouraged, 
realizing they can do it too. 

The teachers divide the class into teams and use flash 
cards and blackboard drill to create a competitive spirit. 
Points are given, scores are kept. Enthusiasm is conta- 
gious and excitement runs high. Students walk and clap 
the rhythms. notate musical passages at the blackboard. 
and create phrases on the spot. They play four-handed 
piano as well as solos for the group. 

Pupils are also taught to be critics as well as perform- 
ers. Careful listening and thoughtful comment on the 
performance of others is an important part of the meth- 
od. Dr. Robert Pace. Professor of Music Education at 
Teachers College, Columbia University, and a leading 
proponent of this method, says, “Students learn more 
quickly from one another than from a teacher alone.” 

Teaching in groups is being encouraged by the Na- 


tional Piano Foundation, established in 1963 by the 


James A. Mason is Professor of Music at Brigham Young 
University. He was formerly editor of “The Instrumentalist. 


ISI 
National Piano Manufacturers Association. The Founda- 
tion, under the direction of Dr. Pace, works to enrich 
the musical curriculum of ‘our schools, to foster con- 
tinued learning among professional teachers. and to help 
them develop the special techniques of group teaching. 

Guy Duckworth, Professor of Piano at Northwestern 
University, another modern pioneer of the group ap- 
proach, says, “Listening must occupy at least as much 
time in the lesson as playing. I’m not referring to lis- 
tening to finished performances, but to listening that 
builds performances.” 

Listening with knowledge is, of course, the key to the 
deepest involvement with music. And whether or not 
these students continue to play, they will continue to 
build their understanding and appreciation of music— 
of all kinds. 

An invaluable musical literacy is developed as a nat- 
ural part of group piano. Each student learns his own 
repertoire and, through creative listening, gets to know 
that of all the others in his class. The repertoire is real- 
istically related to the student’s interest. It’s not just 
the preference of the teacher. The students play modern 
music, jazz, and popular pieces. as well as the classic 
works of Mozart, Beethoven, and Bach. 

Group teaching is not without illustrious precedent. 
Franz Liszt used this method in the mid-1800’s. As 
early as 1815 Johann Logier of Dublin was teaching the 
group approach to other teachers from various parts of 
the world. In addition to spending their time and money 
to travel to Dublin, they paid a fee of a hundred guineas 
and were solemnly sworn to secrecy before any of 
Logier’s classified methods were revealed. 

Calvin Cady, also from Columbia’s Teachers College. 
laid much of the groundwork for class piano in this 
country in 1887. He stressed that students, through 
group instruction, should understand musical ideas and 
be able to express them both verbally and at the piano. 
Most of his ideas were forgotten until recently. 

Today. in addition to those mentioned, the vanguard 
of educators leading the rediscovery of group techniques 
and widening its horizons includes Fay Templeton 
Frisch and Dr. Anthony La Magra in New York, Arnold 
Bullock in Arizona, Sally Monsour in Colorado, Donald 
Denegar in Montana. Dorothy Bishop in California, Dr. 
Larry Rust in Ohio, and many others. 

Although developed mostly for piano, group tech- 
niques are now being used to teach the organ and are 
widely used for guitar and accordion. 

One very dramatic example of the success of group 
teaching is the Suzuki method. Shinichi Suzuki has 
done wonders in teaching preschool children in Japan 
to play the violin. While quite different from the pia 
approach, he also places great emphasis on listeni 
understanding, and upon establishing a creat!

Washing the mussels thoroughly 
—and you must be thorough—is 
quite a chore. but it is absolutely 
essential to remove all the sand 
from their interiors and to rid 
the shells of any slime. dirt, or 
encrustations that would ruin the 
good juices. 

Discard any mussels that are 
not shut tight, feel lighter in 
weight than their compatriots, or 
those that are unusually heavy be- 
cause, in all likelihood, they’re 
filled with sand. 

Scrub each mussel very clean 
with a rough (preferably wire) 
brush under running water and 
scrape the shells with a sturdy 
knife to loosen any encrustations. 
Cut off the beard (it looks like 
dead grass) that protrudes from 
between the shells. Place the mus- 
sels in the sink or a bucket cov- 
ered with fresh water for a couple 
of hours. Then /i/t—otherwise 
youll pick up some of the sand

his art. “It’s nice to find that a 
piece has augmented 15 times in 
value, but the pleasure isn’t pecu- 
niary: it’s the satisfaction of see- 
ing your taste vindicated by a me- 
chanical circumstance.” 

He regards his possessions asa 
key to knowledge and plans even- 
tually to bequeath them to a pub- 
lic institution. His comments run 
full with facts, relationships, and 


expressive insights. 


pas to two small Chinese 
horse heads in stoneware, he iden- 
tified one in red as Han Dynasty 
(206-220 4.p.). The other, black, 
he thinks is Wei Dynasty, roughly 
300 years later. “Look at the 
change that has taken place in 
that time. The virility of the Han 
piece has given way to a detached 
convention.” 

Two other Chinese pieces of 
bronze had been grouped with a 
shallow relief by 20th-century 
master Georges Braque to demon- 
strate the influence of non-Euro- 
pean sources on vanguard mod- 
ernists. 

The Berg collection is a hub 
around which many of the activi- 
ties of its owner revolve. The bus 
parked in the carport serves as a 
mobile headquarters for archeo- 
logical “digs” on which Mr. Berg 
is accompanied by his wife. The 
resemblance of the bus to the sort 
of motorized dressing room used 
on film locations is appropriate 
since Mrs. Berg is former actress 
Leila Hyams. The collection also 
reflects its owner's active interest 
in the cultural life of the com- 
munity as well as providing an 
outlet for his hobbyist passion for 
constructing fine pedestals and 
cases for display. 

Mr. Berg’s interest in art was 
accidentally launched by a child- 
hood nurse who used to take him 
to New York’s Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art on cold days. “By the 
time I was five. I knew every 
fetlock on each of Rosa Bonheur’s 
horses.” 

Speaking of horses, of which 
one sees many depictions. leads 
to one of Phil Berg’s most prized 
objects. It is) an inches-high 
bronze that he identifies as a work 
of 16th-century Italy, rendered by 
Giovanni Bologna after an extant 
drawing by Leonardo da Vinci. 
In style and attitude the full- 
flanked steed resembles a famous 
Roman equestrian bronze of Mar- 
cus Aurelius, which today stands 
in the court of the old capital at 


Rome. The Berg example express- 
es the Renaissance rediscovery of 
a type marvelously portraying 
their own love of individual power 
and will. 

A contrast in feeling is provid- 
ed by an alabaster figure from 
the Mesopotamian culture, which 
flourished for almost 3,000 years 
before Christ. It is a Sumerian 
worshipper standing in an_alti- 
tude of intense supplication, with 
great enthralled eyes. Such fig- 
ures are of particular interest be- 
cause they acted as stand-ins for 
the practical Sumerians who 
placed them before images of 
their ill-tempered deities to pla- 
cate them while the living went 
about their business. 

Phil Berg likes to change his 
display from time to time. For 
such occasions he prepares cata- 
logs whose erudite texts are laced 
with personal asides and good-na- 
tured doggerel humor. The dis- 
play prepared, he invites friends, 
including academicians and mu- 
seum personnel, to view the re- 
sults. 

The work often reflects an ap- 
preciation of materials for their 
own sake. One of the most sump- 
tuous groups in the collection is 
the pre-Columbian gold jewelry 
and jade—the rich materials 
gleam with all the magic of a 
worshipped sun. 

Yet, despite the museumlike 
range of work, it is, after all, art 
to be lived with. It must not only 
fulfill a thirst tor knowledge, it 
must also be visually and psycho- 
logically satisfying to the owner. 

The collection ranges so widely 
that it cannot be simply catego- 
rized, but a pattern of association 
does yield a sense of things prim- 


itive. 


le the Berg library, the wall is 
hung with African masks. The 
house is, in fact, dominated by 
material which is, by definition, 
primitive. The definition does not 
restrict itself to the products of 
less civilized cultures. Forms of 
primitivism lace the work of un- 
trained artists, work that attempts 
to reconcile the styles of diver- 
gent cultures. or art produced 
by an artist as he is developing 
his style. 

So much of this is in evidence in 
the Berg house, even in the psy- 
chological primitivism of Miro. 
that the element of vitality we 
associate with primitive art must 
be an important factor in defining 


even the spirit of the collection 

But the definition is madden 
ingly uncomprehensive as it fail; 
to take in the suavity of much o 
the work. And, at the last, the 
collection, against mechanica 
computation, simply refuses t 
feel primitive. 

About to surrender to a grow 
ing conviction that these parts 
are too eclectic to yield a com 
prehensive spirit, our eye is at 
tracted to a curious Roman sculp 
ture suspended on the exterio) 
wall of the garden front. It de. 
picts an actors mask in white 
marble. The mouth is open in ¢ 
fierce expression. 


S UCH depictions are rare, What 
is rarer still is that the face o| 
the actor can be discerned be: 
hind the mask whose Hellenistic 
passion hides the classic calm of 
Hellenic rationalism. Here is the 
key to the essence of the collee- 
tion. It makes us see that the 
Berg collection, while eclectic. 
exotic, primitive. is constantly 
reaching for the symmetry and 
rationality of classicism. 

It balances emotion, taste, and 
intellect in just proportion. The 
barbarous feeling of the Assyrian 
panel is temporized by its con- 
trolled design. The sumptuous 
gold of pre-Columbian America 
is saved from overrefinement by 
rugged execution. The sophisti- 
cated form of the African mask 
is free from decorative inconse- 
quence because of the passionate 
magical belief with which its na- 
tive carver fashioned it. 

The house. too. is classical 
through its balance of industrial 
and natural materials. It con- 
tributes to the realization that 
here is a personality who eschews 
the extremes of contemporary 
art and the more violent aspects 
of the past. 

It is a taste that reaches for a 
moment that comes fleetingly in 
the lives of cultures and artists. 
It produced the Golden Age of 
Greece, the art of Raphael, and. 
in a smaller way. Wyeth’s “Chris- 
tina’s World.” 

When an artist or a culture 
reaches a peak of technical and 
intellectual maturity and has not 
vet hardened into routine and 
manner, there may occur works 
that combine extraordinary vital- 
ity with a calm of universal and 
persistent import. It is this mo- 
ment that is the quest of the shin- 
ing wanderer. @

ble of making an _ interesting 
statement than is classic sculp- 
ture. Your statue can he five 
inches tall or five feet tall, 
sculpted of wood, stainless steel, 
iron, pewter alloy, aluminum, 
brass. plaster, terra cotta, gran- 
ite, or soapstone; mount it on a 
plain wooden pedestal as though 
it were a Henry Moore or a Gia- 
cometti.

lain plates have the priceless 
look of medallions clustered in a 
museum's display case. But they 
are not always the inherited 
pieces of old Chelsea, Meissen, 
or Lowestoft that you think they 
are, according to Mrs. Leona 
Kahn, A.I.D. This interior de- 
signer has, with the approval 
of discriminating clients, filled 
many cabinets with fool-the-eye 
reproductions costing one-tenth 
to one-fiftieth the price of the 
originals. They are such exact 
copies that only the most know- 
ing—with the help of an identi- 
fying mark on the back—can tell 
which is the real thing and which 
is not. 

“A cat may look at a king.” 
says Mrs. Kahn philosophical- 
ly, “and many who can’t afford to 
buy an antique piece of porce- 
lain for $2,400 are happy to get 
a good copy for as little as $30.” 

For dramatizing a room at lit- 
tle cost with great effect, the fa- 
vorite materials of Interior De- 
signer Edmund Motyka, A.L.D., 
are paints, bright as op art and 
swingy as rock-and-roll when used 
with nine-feet-wide cotton mus- 
lin, such as theatrical supply 
stores sell. One yard of this mile- 
wide stuff can work miracles at 
windows. Using only two yards, 
you can extravagantly curtain 
one entire window. stencil the 
muslin, trim it with upholstery 
braid, or give it the panache of 


= 


an embroidered French cotton 
border by finding duplicates of 
this stylish trim. 

If you want to adapt un- 
bleached muslin to a_ special 
color scheme, tint ii—no more of 
a problem than tinting nylon 
stockings, except that you'll need 
to immerse such a big piece of 
cloth in a washing machine or 
bathtub. 

Using fabric in another way— 
to line walls to give a room a 
look of luxury, snugness, inti- 
macy. or brocaded richness—is a 
centuries-old decorating device. 
Princely palazzos and museums 
with great paintings to mount 
know the full value of that tactic. 
The trouble with stretching walls 
with fabric, however. has always 
been the prohibitive cost. But 
T. Miles Gray, A.I.D., N.S.I.D., 
comes up with a way fo cut costs 
of fabric and labor. Streamlining 
a 200-year-old European tech- 
nique, he omits the interlining; 
he nails a lathing strip to walls 
at the ceiling line, and with a 
stapling gun he tacks to it the 
stretched fabric anchored to the 
baseboard. This allows fabric to 
hang free one-fourth inch from 
the wall, hiding old paint and 
paper, cracked plaster. structur- 
al faults—without hampering the 
hanging of pictures or other wall 
decorations. A glued-on double 
welt of matching fabric, guimpe. 
or braid conceals all raw edges 
of fabric. as well as all staple or 
tack marks below ceiling, above 
floor. at window. door. or radi- 
ator openings. 


ee another way to glamorize 
walls—especially those bare of 
architectural interest or guilty of 
faults—Interior De- 
signer John James Fisher uses 
Anaglypta, a miracle of liquefied 
rag stock. Molded under pres- 
sure. it reproduces a variety of 
rich architectural 


structural 


surfaces or 
embellishments «for walls — that 
can be decorated to change the 
entire character of a room. One 
design, for instance, reproduces 
the old Spanish stones of Moor- 
ish castle walls; another the pic- 
turesque, rugged brick that gives 
South of France villas their Med- 
iterranean charm, Still another 
resembles a wall or panel of sea- 
washed pebbles embedded in 
stuceo that delights the eye in 
Majorea or the Greek island of 
Mykonos.

Fisher also uses Anaglypta to 
reproduce at low cost the heauti- 
ful boiserte molding that Louis 
XIV loved and Grinling Gibbons 
carved. If you can hammer in a 
tack or brush on glue, you can 
easily use Anaglypta to embel- 
lish a room with reproductions 
of the fine wood carving of 18th- 
century French palaces. You can 
mount rosettes and borders on 
ceilings, rich relief moldings as 
decoration over doors and = man- 
tels, and as wall and door pan- 
els. You can use your own. as- 
semblies of “carvings” and fluted 
pillars, capitals, and~ bases to 
give a room the rich embellish- 
ments of a Litthe Trianon or a 
Chateau Chenonceaux. Once coat- 
ed with an application of clear 
shellac. Anaglypta can be paint- 
ed or stained any color. A little 
Spackle covers any seams. joints, 
or holes. 

\ room also undergoes a dra- 
matic change at the hands of 
Carleton Varney, interior design- 
er and president of Dorothy 
Draper Co..

The feast-day costumes of the 
ladies. the peasant elegance of 
many skirts and starched ruffles, 
roguish kerchiefs and Maude 
Muller straw hats. are Spanish- 
flavored, reminiscent of — rural 
Andalusia.

The Standard form or Home- 
owners 1 (called Homeowners A 
in some states) protects you 
against eleven types of perils— 
fire and lightning, the extended 
coverage perils of wind storm, 
hail, smoke, riot. or other civil 
commotion, vehicles and falling 
aircraft, plus vandalism and mali- 
cious mischief, breakage of+glass 
that is part of the house itself, 
and, as already specitied, bur- 
glary, theft, and personal liability. 
The more popular Broad form, 
or Homeowners 2 (or B, in some 
states), for a somewhat higher 
premium, provides coverage for 
the same perils as the Standard 
form plus 8 additional ones— 
falling trees and other objects; 
the weight of ice, snow, or sleet;

It is something 
you should be happy to live with 
forever after. 

It is entirely possible and rea- 
sonable, therefore, that a house of 
a particular design, arrangement, 


or location may be worth more to 
you than it would be to anyone 
else. Moreover, it is not unreason- 


able for you to pay the higher 


price. provided you know what 
you are doing, can afford it, and 


are expecting to live in the house 
for a long period of time. These 
provisos are important because 
the special personal qualities you 
may find in a house may not, for 
one thing, impress the mortgage 
lender as adding to the 
value of the property.

er, in case you wish or have to 
sell the house, you may be forced 
to wait a long while before you 
find a purchaser with the same 
tastes and sense of values you 
have. Consequently, if you are 
hoping to borrow a top amount or 
are likely to have to move within 
a few vears, you will find it wise 
to temper your individual enthusi- 
asms to conform more closely to 
what the market considers a sal- 
able product. 

The choice between buying and 
renting depends upon a number of 
considerations.

ry toys, screen-printed in primary 
blue and red on 36-inch-wide per- 
cale. The 22-inch repeat is a 
doughty procession of the Ark 
and its paired-off denizens, a high- 
wheel bike, a racing horse-drawn 
fire engine, and tin soldiers with 
trumpets and drums galore. For 
this quaint but stylishly designed 
pageantry, the background color 
can be maize, aquamarine, indi- 
eo, water-blue. or brick. And then, 
bringing the symbols of an old- 
time toyland underfoot in sculptur- 
al, dimensional bas relief, there’s 
a choice of circular rugs, from six 
to twelve feet in diameter. The 
rug is cushy wool, in tight loop 
pile construction, with an em- 
bossed border banding a pattern 
that highlights the drum, the Ark, 
the bugle, and the fire engine. All 
told, it’s one of those rare designs 
that knows no age limit—a fasci- 
nation for the young and a pretty 
sophisticated pattern for the plea- 
sure of the old. especially if they 
are connoisseurs of antique toys. 

The Powell boys, all three of 
them, are destined to enjoy a cor- 
relation of window and floor cov- 
ering given the background color 
in indigo—a sharp, clean contrast 
with the nursery’s present white 
walls and white cribs, which 
promises to be pretty handsome 
in the future with the maple built- 
ins and the painted metal banks 
the adult occupant is due to bring 
on the scene.

People, Places, Pleasures

Widely known for her daily interview program on New York’s 
WOXR,. Miss MacDonald is an acute observer of the many

SEEKING ADVENTURE: One of America’s greatest poets, 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, voiced a stay-at-home attitude in her 
verses about the road that ran past her door. She once felt she 
must follow it to see where it led. 


It led right to the milkman’s door, 
That’s why I don’t travel more. 


For Miss Millay, this was a passing mood of withdrawal. 
From her Camden, Maine home she traveled far and wide geo- 
graphically, intellectually, and especially emotionally, as do 
many of our contemporaries. One who comes quickly to mind is 
Robin Moore. 

Robin might have adjusted comfortably to the easy social life 
of Concord, Massachusetts, surrounded by members of his fam- 
ily, and settled for all the comforts on the basis that all roads 
lead to nowhere. He could have written subjective novels in a 
casual way at his hilltop place in the West Indies—Port Antonio, 
Jamaica. Instead he picked himself up, went through rigorous 
Green Beret training, and zeroed in on Saigon. He survived many 
months in Vietnam and came back to write his best-selling book, 
The Green Berets, and to marry Elizabeth Ford, a former fashion 
editor of Town and Country. His newest book, The Country 
Team. gives firsthand views of the Americans who are dealing 
with the political and economic aspects of the Vietnamese 
situation. 


CREATING ADVENTURE: There are illustrators who are 
artists and illustrators who are botanists. Allianora Rosse is 
both. One of our great floral artists, Allianora now has eight 
books to her credit. Wild Flowers to Know and Grow, written by 
Jean Hersey, is undoubtedly the most popular. For its publica- 
tion, Allianora painted 200 wildflowers in such beautiful detail 
that one can identify joe-pye weed as easily as goldenrod. An- 
other volume, The Amaryllis Manual, a collaboration with Ha- 
milton P. Traub, though designed as a specialist’s book, has been 
internationally acclaimed. 

\llianora comes by her gifts naturally. Her father, Herman 
Rosse, was the stage designer for productions by Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthur. He was designing stained-glass windows in 
The Hague when he met her mother, Helena, a landscape archi- 
tect who years later designed gardens for Mrs. Charles Mac- 
Arthur (Helen Hayes) in Nyack. 

Allianora Rosse, growing up in Holland and America, could 
have basked in her parents’ light, but she preferred to light her 
own candle. Most of her painting is done at her home in New 
York’s Greenwich Village, where her address is the MacDougal- 
Sullivan Garden, a Village landmark. Each of her windows is a 
garden in itself. Things are aplanting, things are budding, things 
are blooming. When it’s time to work, her subject matter is at 
her fingertips.

the problem of solitude is a study (formerly the music room) in 
his home, to which he has the only key. His wife yearns to 
“straighten things,” but any such straightening is unwelcome 
because Dr. DeBakey insists upon coming back with the assur- 
ance. that books, periodicals, notes, and clippings will be where 
he left them, so that he will be able to take up his work just 
where he left off. 

Whether it’s war or botany or medicine, people of individual 
determination spring up like mushrooms in the morning in our 
somewhat regimented society. 


“COLLECTING” A HOUSE: When Cynthia and Ralph Car- 
penter decided to settle within easy commuting distance of New 
York’s financial district, they chose Scarsdale, New York, but 
were unable to find the 18th-century house they were seeking. So 
they “assembled” a house to meet their artistic specifications by 
rescuing from the auctioneer or the demolition crew beautiful 
pieces or parts of period homes. From one house of historic note 
in Medford, Massachusetts, they took a staircase for their en- 
trance hall; from another, the woodwork for the master bed- 
room. It was a search that uncovered unusual floors, interesting 
hardware, and exquisite chandeliers. Beams, doorways, mold- 
ings, wood paneling—the house was “collected” room by room. 

Ralph Carpenter did have an advantage over others whe might 
consider this an interesting project for themselves. He was al- 
ready an authority on New England architecture, having been the 
consultant on the Henry Ford restoration at Sudbury, Massa- 
chusetts of the Wayside Inn memorialized by Longfellow.

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HOW TO TRANSPLANT 


A GREEN THUMB 


By TODD HUNT 


With the possible exception of the 
telephone book, none of the vol- 
umes on our shelf shows more 
wear and tear from constant use 
than do our dozen odd books on 
gardening. When the first rivulet 
of melting snow water bares the 
backyard loam, the books come off 
the shelf and onto the dining- 
room table. When robins come 
out of the South and spades come 
out of the garage, the horticul- 
tural lore is close at hand. The 
advice of the experts is consid- 
ered before a seed is sowed, and 
their charts are consulted before 
the grass is mowed. 

There is not an edition on the 
market that fails to include sev- 
eral pages of words and pictures 
about transplanting every grow- 
ing thing. The seedlings started 
in flats must be set out, the root- 
bound chrysanthemums must be 
liberated, and the cockscomb ab- 
sentmindedly planted in front of 
the dwarf delphiniums must find 
a new home in back of the asters. 
All these changes of lieu are deft- 
ly and successfully accomplished 
with the advice of the gardening 
books. 

But on the matter of the most 
critica] transplantation of all, 
not a single savant has set down 
so much as a line of instruction, 
The books ignore the problem of 
uprooting and relocating not the 
plant, but the planter. Each sea- 
son a million frustrated garden- 
ers leave familiar digs behind

transplanted gardeners soon find 
that the soil is different. the bugs 
are indifferent, and it’s either too 
cold for azaleas or too hot too 
soon for tulips. 

Nobody knows the travails.of 
being uprooted and having to be- 
gin anew better than my _ wile 
Karli and I. We entered our hoe- 
and-go syndrome less than five 
years ago when, as an ensign, I 
received my orders to duty in the 
Navy. Four transfers and a new 


civilian career later, we are pasto- 
ral nomads, completely equipped 
with portable pots and collaps- 
ible spades, perpetually in search 
of a temporary oasis. Behind us 
lies a trail of bulbs and bushes 
that will ne’er benefit their de- 
parted propagators. 

We began our odyssey in Min- 
nesota, where gardening knowl- 
edge consists primarily of know- 
ing how to make use of a growing 
season that is usually Tuesday 
through Friday, first week in Au- 
gust. Spoiled as we were by our 
home state’s rich black earth, we 
were in no way prepared for till- 
ing the soil at our new home in 
Athens, Georgia. 

It was raining when we signed 
the lease for our small rambler, 
and it rained for three more days. 
We stood in the doorway and 
watched the large drops splatter 
on the bright red clay, lazily etch- 
ing veins and ridges through the 
plots beneath the kitchen win- 
dows.

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


By HELEN McCULLY 


Ave Boston baked beans really of American origin? Yes, but 
the Indians get the credit, not the Bostonians. When the 
Pilgrims landed in Plymouth in 1620, they found the squaws 
baking beans, first soaking them to make them swell and to 
soften the skin (done to this day). Then they baked them over- 
night with deer fat and an onion, in a stout clay pot, covered 
with sod, in a hole lined with hot stones. Pilgrim housewives 
adopted the method because their religions forbade all worldly 
activities, including cooking, on Sunday. Thus, the custom of 
cooking beans on Saturday night for Sunday. Later, with reli- 
gious laws relaxed, baked beans on Saturday night became a 
New England tradition. The recipe changed to some extent, pork 
replacing the deer fat, brown sugar and seasonings being added. 
Baked beans, prepared and cooked in the same old, slow New 
England tradition before being canned, are always right around 
the corner in your market. 


Wrat’s the difference between “fancy” and “extra fancy” mush- 
rooms? None whatsoever. Actually, they are medium-size mush- 
rooms measuring from 1 inch to 114% inches, and the designa- 
tions have nothing to do with quality. They can be used for 
stuffing, but a better choice for this purpose is large mushrooms 
(15. inches to more than 3 inches). Buttons (about 1 inch in 
diameter) are always the least expensive, therefore best for 
chopping or slicing. 


How do you store mushrooms and about how long will they 
stay in good condition? Refrigerate in tall, plastic containers, 
uncovered, and give them plenty of space. They like air around 
them. Do not wash before refrigerating and take care not to 
bruise them. Handled this way, they will stay in prime condition 
for about five days. 


1); you or dont you peel mushrooms? You don’t. As with 
potatoes, much of their food value lies just under the peel. To 
clean, wipe with a clean, damp cloth or damp paper toweling. 
And here’s another don’t: Don’t ever soak them in water. If you 
are a compulsive washer, run a light stream of cold water over 
the tops, then dry immediately. 


What are escargots? Snails. An edible mollusk, both marine 

and terrestial.

and also raised on snail farms. Their delicious, tender flesh is 
the result of a glorious diet of tender, young lettuce, fruits, 
and aromatic herbs. Snails are imported from France in cans, 
accompanied by a bag of polished shells so they may be served 
in the approved way. Frozen, heat-and-serve snails are also 
available nationally. Excellent, but expensive. 


Wrat is the difference between mutton and lamb? Mutton is the 
meat from sheep between one and two years of age, while lamb 
is the meat from young animals. “Baby” lamb is meat from 
six- to eight-week-old animals: “spring” lamb, from three to 
five months old; and lamb, meat under a year old. The U.S. 
grades for both mutton and lamb are Prime. Choice, Good, 
and Utility. The latter is rarely found in the retail market. 


Whrat is a mimosa salad? There are several versions. The one 
commonly accepted as mimosa is a salad of hearts of lettuce 
with a garnish of chopped, hard-cooked egg yolks. Another is 
hearts of lettuce garnished with orange sections, sliced bananas, 
grapes, tossed in heavy cream mixed with lemon juice; and 
small balls of cooked carrots, celeriac, potatoes, asparagus tips, 
mixed with mayonnaise and served on lettuce leaves is also 
known as mimosa salad.

Warat is a spring form? A round cake pan of French origin that 
comes in two parts: a bottom and a ring which, when buckled 
together, lock into a baking pan. Spring forms are always used 
for cheesecakes because the sides can be removed and the 
bottom left under the cake when serving. All top-flight pastry 
chefs use spring forms exclusively for their cake baking. They 
are available in eight-inch, nine-inch, and ten-inch sizes in 
stores specializing in quality cooking equipment. 


Are the stalks used when you mince parsley? No. Only the 
sprigs. However, thrifty cooks and most chefs tie the stalks 
into little bundles and use them to season soups, stews, etc. be- 
cause they’re loaded with flavor. Parsley is extremely high in 
vitamin C (2 cups of sprigs will provide the daily allowance 
for an adult), iron, and vitamin A. It is often said that lovely 
actress Lynn Fontanne kept her youth and beauty by eating 
loads of parsley every day. A lesson to all of us: Always eat 
the parsley garnish. 


Addendum 


After the meaning of “proof” was published in House Beautiful, 
Roy Andries de Groot, author of the recent and excellent cook- 
book, Feasts for All Seasons, sent this fascinating follow-up. 
He wrote, “I notice in your November (1966) Nobody Ever 
Tells You... you dealt with the meaning of the word ‘proof.’ 
A few weeks ago, I met a deeply accented old Scot who has 
been in the Glasgow whisky blending and distilling business 
for more than 50 years. He claimed that the use of the word 
‘prrroof’ (as he said it) originated there about 100 years 
ago, before the development of the modern, extremely accurate 
methods for determining the degree of alcohol. When a whole- 
sale customer was about to buy a barrel of whisky, it was the 
custom to offer him ‘proof’ of the percentage of alcohol. With 
the comparatively crude distillation methods of those days. the 
highest strength they could usually achieve was about 50 per- 
cent alcohol. When the flame showed this percentage by burn- 
ing a bright bluish-purple, the whisky was said to be 100 per- 
cent perfect, or 100-proof. All lower degrees of strength were 
prorated below the assumed maximum. No one even dreamed 
that ‘proof’ would ever go above 100.” @

HOW TO GIVE YOUR PIANO 


THE ATTENTION IT DESERVES 


By CARROLL CALKINS 


For machines of great complexity, 
such as automobiles, clocks, and 
pianos—not to mention the hu- 
man  body—preventive mainte- 
nance is the only sensible course. 
To wait until adjustment or repair 
is obviously needed is always in- 
convenient and can be costly. 

If one is not a musician, the 
mechanics of a piano are easy to 
overlook. There it sits, trim and 
handsome. finished in finest wood. 
so much like a piece of furniture 
that it is sometimes considered as 
such. But with a little knowledge 
of its wondrous intricacy and in- 
ner workings, the need for regular 
care is easy to understand. 

I won't overwhelm you with 
facts and figures, but let’s consid- 
er a few: In a grand piano, there 
are about 230 strings. from two 
inches to six feet or longer, and 
a total internal tension of some 
20 tons. In the “action,” which 
transmits the touch of a finger on 
the keyboard to the hammer that 
strikes the string, there are 6,000 
to 8,000 parts in all. The balance 
of a good action is so precise that 
it will respond to 20 or more shad- 
ings of touch and loudness. The 
hammer can strike, and return to 
position to strike again, faster 
than the hand can move. 


W HEN the A above middle C is 
struck. no matter how hard or 
soft. the strings will vibrate ex- 
actly 440 times a second—if the 
piano is in proper tune. In the 
past. “A” has been set at different 
frequencies but 440 is now accept- 
ed internationally. and puts the 
piano in tune with other instru- 
ments. 

The interval between each note 
-—from 271% vibrations at one end 
of the keyboard to 4.186 at the 
other--must be in exact mathe- 
matical intervals—the  well-tem- 
pered scale, 

The rate of vibration is con- 
trolled by the length. diameter, 
and tension of the strings. Ten- 
sion may be unintentionally 
changed by weather conditions 
and the passage of time: change 
of tension means change of tone. 

The wonder of the instrument 
is not that it needs tuning now 
and then, but that it can stay in 
tune for so long. A good piano 
played regularly, and kept within 


a reasonable range of tempera- 
ture and humidity, will stay in 
tune for months. Whether or not 
your piano can go this long de- 
pends upon its quality and its en- 
vironment. 

Most pianos, when they are 
new. need tuning at least four 
times the first year, and two to 
four times annually after that. 
And obviously any piano needs 
attention when it doesn’t sound 
right. Concert artists have their 
instruments tuned and regulated 
before every performance. 

In the normal course of tuning, 
the overall condition of the in- 
strument is checked. It may need 
adjustment of the keyboard, regu- 
lation of the action, or improved 
voicing. New strings or other new 
parts may be needed. 

Keep in mind that not every 
tuner is a qualified technician. A 
tuner-technician combines both 
skills and can handle most any 
problem with the piano that may 
come up. Registered tuner-techni- 
cians are usually listed as such 
in the classified section of the 
telephone directory. 

The indoor conditions you find 
most comfortable for yourself— 
temperatures from 60 to 70 de- 
grees, humidity 25 to 35 percent 
—are acceptable for a piano. But 
the perfect conditions for the in- 
strument are temperatures from 
68 to 72 and humidity of 50 to 55 
percent. A reasonably constant 
temperature and humidity is, how. 
ever, more important than the 
exact figures. Don’t put a piano 
in a direct line with a heating er 
cooling source. Keep it away from 
hot and cold drafts. If the piano 
is on a radiant-heated floor, put 
a carpet and carpet pad under it 
to reduce the heat and dryness. 

The old admonition, not to put 
a plano against an outside wall, 
does not apply to modern houses 
with good insulation. 

There are electrical devices to 
put inside a piano for humidity 
control. Your  tuner-technician 
will tell you about this. and will 
know whether or not conditions 
justify the precaution. 

The most critical part of a 
piano is the sounding board. It’s 
usually made of spruce, less than

Taxco, high, hilly, cobbled, plateresque, is now practi- 
cally warrened with souvenir shops where lady tourists 
2o off the deep end of the budget for bargains—silver, 
sequins, rebozos, baskets, embroideries, and “native” 
earments which turn curiously unwearable once they 
cross the border. Taxco is now, unquestionably, a 
tourist town—not at all to its discredit because it 
maintains its own entrancing Mexican-ness even 
though the balconies around the zécalo are usually 
draped with gringos admiring the 18th-century church 
of Santa Prisea, and the buses hardly stop importing 
more. But though tourists may come and tourists go— 
on to Acapulco or back to Cuernavaca and Mexico 
City, the starred stops on every tripper’s route—there 
is still in the background of Taxco a tradition of trav- 


elers who do as they please. Cortez himself, who took 
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up silver-smelting around here as a sideline during 
the conquest, surely qualified as a wandering individ- 
ualist. A greedy one and no paragon, but an interest- 
ing adventurer, nonetheless. 

As of our own time, the man who put Taxco on the 
modern map was a restless young archeology buff 
who came to dig and revived the ancient Taxcan craft 
of silversmithing, and, incidentally, nurtured the town 
to a healthy economy. His name, William Spratling. 
And on the outskirts of Taxco, his silversmithy is 
combined with his archeological collection and_be- 
comes a rare treat for any thoughtful visitor to Taxco.

The profession of J. Garvin Mecking is 
““finding’”’—which means he is the kind 
of person decorators and collectors turn 
to when the search is on for that one 
perfect object. Collectors vary in their 
appraisal: He’s miracle man or prince of devils, de- 
pending on whether they're patrons or competitors 
in the hunt. But on this they agree: He is not only a 
born collector naturally endowed with a love of the 
chase; he’s a skilled, value-wise sleuth whose ranging 
of the world, its beauties and oddities, has qualified 
him as an expert judge of quality in many categories 
of the decorative arts. 

What you see on these four packed pages is not his 
showroom, as you might suspect, but his home in New 
York’s Greenwich Village, an 1809 boarding house 
which he has given the aura of a Mayerling or an 
antique French farm. Its furnishings are his own 
favorite collections put to imaginative, decorative, 
practical use. At first glance, these treasures may seem 
overwhelmingly profuse.

GIANT ON THE PODIUM 


The sole mission in the life of Otto Klemperer is 
to reveal the essence of music—to take the individual 
wills of the hundred-odd musicians under his control 
and bend them to play the score to achieve his inner 
vision. He succeeds because he has a tremendous force 
and personality, because he is a supreme individualist, 
because his dedication is total. It is the kind of dedica- 
tion possessed by few musicians in history. 


\bout six years ago, in Amsterdam, I attended an 


oreh il rehearsal at the Concertgebouw. This is 
the great concert hall in the old city, and its orchestra, 
the A lam Concertgebouw, is one of the musical 
joys of th ld. It was being conducted that morning 


by Otto Kle: r. who was in Holland for a series 


of festival concerts. 
Klemperer at that time was 76 years old and had 


gone through a series of physical mishaps that would

have felled a lesser man. But promptly at 9:30 a.m. 
he came from his dressing room, slowly made his way 
through the wings, and mounted the podium, on which 
was a large chair. A large chair was needed. Klem- 
perer is six feet, four inches tall, and must weigh 
between 240 and 250 pounds. He put his cane aside, 
sat, nodded curtly to the orchestra’s applause, and 
mumbled “Bruckner.” The orchestra put the music of 
Bruckner’s Sixth Symphony before them. 

He started the first movement. He brought his mas- 
sive fist into the air, looked around, brought it down, 
and the music began. At the first big crescendo, he 
forgot his disability. His massive body started to rise, 
and one could see that he wanted to become part of the 
sound. He gripped the railing with his left hand and 
got halfway to his feet, his clenched right fist shaking 


in time with the mighty cascade of sound he had

evoked. It was an awe-inspiring, memorable sight. 

Seated in the audience was an Englishman who 
was officially in charge of Klemperer’s phonograph 
records. 

“Typical,” he murmured, watching Klemperer. 
“The man would die for music.” And that is Otto 
Klemperer: A man who would die for music. 

For many reasons, Klemperer is unique. In an age 
of well-tailored virtuoso conductors, he stands out 
like a Michelangelo sculpture among Dresden figu- 
rines. Conductors today, especially in America, are 
highly conscious of their looks, their clothes, their 
ability to charm the ladies of symphony boards. 
Klemperer could not care less. He looks as though 
he had come rough-cast from a foundry; he gives 
scowls instead of smiles; and he has a temper that 


would send Bengal tigers running for shelter. He im-

patiently brushes everything aside but the music he 
is conducting. 

It is not that he is humorless. Indeed, he has a grim 
sense of humor, and stories about him have made the 
rounds of orchestral green rooms throughout the 
world.

“Good!” he says. The orchestra, astounded, breaks 
into applause. Klemperer had never before compli- 
mented anyone. “It was not that good,” Klemperer 
then growls. 

Another time, Klemperer was conducting another 
rehearsal. Oblivious to everything, he ran overtime. 
The players were anxious to break off. The conce) 
master looked meaningfully at Klemperer, and 
meaningfully at his watch. Then he looked

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ARCHITECT 


The room with sky and trees for a ceiling, walls of foliage, 
carpets of green, and the music of water is not new in the 
world. The ancient Chinese, Moors, and Greeks knew well 
the delights of outdoor living. But they might not be enjoyed 
in contemporary America were it not for the talent and 
insight of Thomas Church. 

In the early 1930's, when he first started practice in San 
Francisco, it was Church who developed ways to meet the 
challenge of the small irregular lots and steep hillsides of 
the area. His imaginative solutions—using asymmetrical 


plans, raised planting beds, seat walls, bridges, paving, 





and broad wood decks—established a whole new grammar 
of landscape design. The garden deck, now an American 
classic, is based upon an earlier institution. Church de- 
signed it “*. .. to serve the need of the old veranda, without 
darkening the living room.” He was also among the first 
to recognize the impact of the automobile on the design of 
eardens and houses, and to work its movement and storage 
eracefully into the landscape. 

The residential garden, in his eyes, has always been at 
one with the architecture. “A garden is an environment,” 
he says; “it’s part of the house. You see it through every 
window; it’s on the other side of every door.” As the mod- 
ern house evolved, with walls of glass and easy access to 
the out-of-doors, he realized that the land had become a 
livable extension of the house. Church fulfilled this new 
need for comfort and privacy with terraces and screening 
—now standards of their kind. He was one of the first to 
collaborate with leading architects of the area. 

In the 1940’s, to meet the problem of garden help, he 
created solutions that are used today in private and public 
vardens of every size and kind. “There came a time,” he 
says, “when it was easier to get a janitor than a gardener, 
and our gardens had to change. We're not rearranging the 
Greek landscape; we're trying to create new forms for the 
20th Century.” 

Church started the trend toward expanses of paving for 
easier upkeep. He brought asphalt, red rock, and pebbled 
concrete into the garden—often bordering a lawn in gentle 
curves keyed to the turning radius of the power mower. 
He created planting beds with strong architectural form so 
they would contribute to the design even when flowers we) 
out of bloom. As his old friend, Writer-Editor Walter D 
puts it: “Tommy has always had the courage to fi 


simple solutions.” (Continued on the n

The man himself 


In the field, his unvarying costume is a green corduroy 
jacket, safari-cloth trousers, and sturdy work boots. The 
farmer’s red bandana, always carried in a back pocket, 
is as likely to appear at a formal dinner party as on the job. 

A venerable leather briefcase, covered with travel 
stickers, always goes on trips. It contains pruning shears, 
folding saw, tape measure, pocket level, scale-rule, triangle, 
tracing paper, camera, extra cigarettes, and an assortment 
of colored pens. 

He’s of medium height and build, with sandy hair, bright 
blue eyes under brows in need of pruning, and a ruddy, 
weathered visage that shows the years of working out-of- 
doors. The mien is of relaxed and friendly candor, with 
penetrating overtones. The voice is resonant, the accent 
pure San Francisco, and his conversation reveals an un- 
erring ability to get directly to the point. He is, in all, an 
engaging blend of cosmopolite and Midwestern farmer. 

His equipment and appearance, like his gardens, reveal 
the empirical humanist. He believes we should live in an 


environment of established practicality and personal taste. 


First insight 


In the mid-twenties, when he was studying for a Master’s 
Degree in landscape architecture at Harvard, the theories 
of Frederick Law Olmsted dominated the field. The interest 
then was in the grand design, the axis, and the picturesque 
vista. Parks, roadways, and estates were the proper con- 
cern of the landscape architect. Church’s individualistic 
point of view began to develop when he met Fletcher Steele, 
then a leading practitioner in Boston. “It was from Steele,” 
he recalls, “that I learned you can take the wall around 
the tree—that the tree is more important than the axis. 
This was my first insight into what landscape architecture 
could become. From then on, for me, the Beaux Arts rules 
of symmetry were dead and gone.” 

The sign on the door at 402 Jackson Street, where he has 


been since 1932, says: “Thomas Church and Associates.” 








Many of the outstanding West Coast landscape architects, 
including Lawrence Halprin, Robert Royston, Douglas 
Baylis, Jack Stafford, and Casey Kawamoto, have come to 
his office to work and get their professional bearings. 

As Royston puts it: “I went to work with Church in 1938 
because I wanted to be with the man doing most in his field. 
He was a pioneer challenging the existing conditions at a 
time when nobody else was.” And from Doug Baylis: “The 
most important thing I learned is that the only gardens 
that count are those that get built, and Tommy builds gar- 
dens. He has fewer misfires than any landscape architect 
I know.” Tommy does, indeed, build gardens—more than 
2,000 to date. 

Church-designed gardens get built because, as Baylis 
puts it, “He always had this wonderful talent for relat- 
ing to the owner as well as to the challenge of the site and 
the budget, and sees to it that work is done both pleasantly 
and well.” With clients in the elegant confines of Hobe 
Sound, Bar Harbor, or Woodside; and with workmen in 
the nursery, brickyard, or on the job, Church is always the 
same—relaxed, humorous, interested, and interesting. And 


his well-earned air of confidence is pleasantly contagious. 


The value of experience 


He says that the analysis that comes in the first ten 
minutes on the site is almost always the right one. And he 
has learned not to fight it. The right solution “will be rest- 
ful and will seem, I hope, as though it all happened one 
day when no one was looking.” What doesn’t show, when 
he makes it seem so easy, is 40 years of concentrated 
experience. 

When he first appears on the job, after talking at length 
with the owners and walking around the site discussing their 
hopes and dreams, he may make some measurements to spot 
trees and determine grades. Then he’ll ask for a place to 
work, and in a half-hour or so will have a sketch that shows 
proposed solutions. 

Should lunch or cocktails follow the initial analysis 
and survey, the first sketches may be on a napkin or the 
back of an envelope. On one job, such a sketch was left 
with the client. Weeks later, when he had given up await- 
ing its return with the owner’s comment so he could proceed 
with the preliminary study, there came a letter saying the 
garden was completed, was wonderful, and would he kindly 


send a bill. (Continued on the next page)

He tells his clients there’s nothing too sacred about a tree 
or shrub, and that a little judicious pruning is usually a 
eood thing. He may saw off limbs to make sitting space 
under a tree, open the tree for the view beyond, or thin out 


a rhododendron for a tracery against a wall. 
The gardener, at home 


Flanking the steps of the Churches’ charming Victorian 
house in San Francisco are two Japanese boxwoods he 
planted 33 years ago when they were 18 inches high. When 
at home, he trims them a couple of times a week, and now 
they stand at 14 feet with “poodle cuts” that are minor 
masterpieces of topiary. As he walks through any garden, 
an errant leaf is picked, or the foliage stroked as one 
would pet a dog. 

On their twelve-acre “ranch” in the Santa Cruz Moun- 
tains, where at last count more than 21,000 bricks had been 
laid in walls, walks, and terraces, there’s always a project 
under way. His commitment to the landscape is total. 

Church has done work in almost every state, and in 
France, Cuba, Morocco, and Canada. When jobs are too 
far away for personal supervision, he goes to unusual 
lengths to guarantee the exceptional workmanship for which 
his gardens are noted. He consults at length with the con- 
tractor, explaining the problems, asking for comment, and 
checking the plant material. The contractor becomes a 


partner, to the benefit of all. 


How it all began 


At the University of California in 1922, Church was 
taking pre-law—law was a tradition in his family—when 
he took a “pipe course” in the History of Landscaping. 
He soon discovered that this must be his field. 

After taking an A.B. at California, he went to Harvard 
for a Master’s. He won the Sheldon Traveling Fellowship 
for study in Europe, returned to work in Florida, then 
to teach at Ohio State and the University of California. 
In 1930, before opening his office, he was in charge of 
design and construction of Pasatiempo Estates near Santa 
Cruz—still a fine example of community planning. 

His early designs were so strong and sensible and in such 
sharp contrast to other work at the time that a “Tommy 
Church Style” evolved. This may have limited his imitators 


but has not affected him. He continues to change with the 








times, as do few designers, and is doing gardens today 
that, except for their beauty and logic, could not be 
identified with his early work. 

Because he has done’ so much residential work, his con- 
tribution to the larger scene is not fully realized. Although 
some of the students today consider Church more of a 
historical than a contemporary influence, the facts do not 
support the contention. His current influence is less obvious 
in the context of the times but is of broader scope and will 


persist for generations. 


The larger scene 


Among his public projects are master plans for the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, and Stanford University. 
He is overall consultant for the Stanford campus (photo 
lower right) and is doing master plan studies for Harvey 
Mudd College, U. of C. at Santa Cruz, and Wascana Centre 
in Saskatchewan. He is on the architectural advisory com- 
mittee for the San Francisco Redevelopment Agency and 
will be on the jury for the St. Louis Mall. 

His awards include the Fine Arts Medal of the American 
Institute of Architects, the Gold Medal of the New York 
Architectural League, and an LLD from North Carolina 
State College. 

His humanistic approach is as valid for the largest 
projects as for a residential garden. A case in point is 
the General Motors Research Center near Detroit. On his 
way to the job with the architect, Kero Saarinen, they drove 
through a deep forest. Church said: “Suppose the Center 
was in these native woods instead of the cleared fields. We 
would carve out space for the buildings and leave every 
tree we could. So why not recreate the original forest 
around the buildings?” Saarinen agreed, and 40,000 trees 
were planted. Church says, “I'll never see the total effect, 
but my grandchildren will.” 

His concern for the future is no better stated than in his 
report to the Regents about the site for the University of 
California at Santa Cruz: “An architecture here.” he writes, 
“must grow out of the problems, restrictions, and potential- 
ities of the site. There must be sensitive collaboration be- 
tween the designer and this spectacular environment with 
the intent that neither shall impose unduly upon the other. 
It must be magnificent in conception, daring and forthright 


in its architecture—but gentle be the hand it lays upon 


the land.”

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ROMANEE-CONTI FROM BLOOMINGDALE’S. OTHER WINES FRO. §&

ROMANEE-CONTI Coveted for centuries by princes and 
by politicians, by kings and by their mistresses, 
the glamour of this tiny red-wine vineyard has 
cast a cruel shadow over her five lovely sisters. 

What’s in a name—especially if it be that of a glamor- 

ous beauty? The curiously un-Gallic name of this Bur- 

eundian vineyard, whose velvety, ruby-colored wines 
command such phenomenal prices on the markets of the 
world, bespeaks a long history of cupidity, ambition, and 
intrigue. Originally the site of a Roman camp (hence 

Romanée), later a hunting lodge of the wine-loving 

dukes of Burgundy, Romanée-Conti was, until compara- 

tively recent times, part of a far larger tract known as 

La Romanée. Unlike most of the great vineyards of 

France, which usually remain the property of a single 

family for generation upon generation, La Romanée, in 

the course of six centuries, has changed hands more 
than a dozen times, always at excessive prices. 

Perhaps its most dramatic transfer involved Madame 
de Pompadour, mistress of Louis XV. La Pompadour 
coveted the vineyard and made the grave mistake of say- 
ing so within earshot of her enemies at court. Conse- 
quently, it soon passed, by secret sale, to a minor minis- 
ter to the king, Monsieur Joly, who in turn tortured 
the favorite even more by selling it to another enemy, 
the Prince de Conti. During his brief tenure, Conti paid 
only passing attention to what is often called the most 
valuable acreage in France. His only contribution was to 
attach his name to what was reputedly the best section, 
thus perpetuating his identity for all time. 

Over the ensuing years, La Romanée has been sub- 
divided into six separate vineyards: La Tache (15 acres), 
Richebourg (19 acres), Romanée St.-Vivant (23 
acres), La Grande Rue (three acres), La Romanée (two 
acres), and Romanée-Conti itself (four acres). With a 
production of less than 7,000 cases annually (Romanée- 
Conti’s is just less than 500), it is no wonder that the 
supply is far short of the demand, or that the wine of 
Romanée-Conti itself often sells for $20 or more a 


bottle. Happily, a great part of the original acreage

is now safely in the hands of a syndicate known as the 
Société Civile de la Domaine de la Romanée-Conti. 
Though it still capitalizes on the wines of its famous 
vineyard, the Société is also responsible for bottles 
labeled La Tache, Richebourg, and Echézeaux (or 
Grands Echézeaux). These wines are fermented and aged 
in the same cellar as their famous sister, but are usually 
easier on the pocketbook. Though there are many who 
will wish to sample the prima donna (preferably in one 
of her best years: 1955, 1957, 1959, and 1961), it may 
be a considerable consolation and a financial relief to 
know that only a handful of experts claim to be able to 
spot the difference among the Romanée wines, and even 


they often admit to errors. 


MONTRACHET Sometimes called the “divine wine,” the 
Grande Dame of white Burgundies, proclaimed 
by Dumas so great it should be drunk only while 
kneeling with an uncovered head, she still lords 
it over her comely cousins, who are quite often 
of equal rank and nobility. 

Among the half-dozen or so Burgundy vineyards that 

experts over the years have regularly selected as pro- 

ducing “the greatest wine of Burgundy,” the little 18- 

acre white-wine vineyard of Le Montrachet in south- 

ern Burgundy unquestionably holds the record. Of 
this luscious (though dry), full-bodied, and highly 
individualistic wine—so egocentric in flavor that it has 
been called the “quintessence of the Chardonnay grape” 

—enough encomiums and flattering comparisons have 

been invented to fill a small volume. 

Except for the fact that vines were grown in the twin 
villages of Chassagne and Puligny during the 9th Cen- 
tury (there is no record as to whether the grapes were 
red, or white, or both), history reveals little about Le 
Montrachet, other than the origin of its name. The term 
began as two words, Mont Rachet, meaning “bald hill” 
or “bald mountain.” It is hardly a misnomer, for the 
entire Udte d’Or, in whose southern section (the Céte

“No, you don’t,” Breuer said, a bit sharply. 
“You never have to compromise.” The occa- 
sion was a symposium on the pros and cons 
of modern interior design. It was a listless af- 
fair, and Marcel Breuer. who is rather shy at 
formal, public gatherings was slightly ill at 
ease at the meeting. 

But now he perked up. A lamp manufac- 
turer had just said that he sometimes had to 
bend a little because “public taste” was al- 
ways so far behind him. “No, you don’t ever 
have to compromise,” Breuer repeated. “You 
can always switch to making bicycles!” 

This little episode of several years ago 
tells one or two things about Marcel Breuer 
—an architect. designer. and teacher who has 


been quite a bit ahead of public, as well as 


professional, taste over the past 40 years and 


longer. Throughout this remarkable career, 
Breuer has always had the courage of his 
convictions, and the courage of his taste. Both 
have been of a very high quality, and both 
continue to be. 

It has not always been easy for Breuer to 
stick to his guns. There were many years 
when sticking to his guns meant little or no 
work, little or no recognition. Today, this 
seems almost unbelievable, for Marcel Breuer 
is now one of the most sought-after architects 
on the international scene. After completing 
the UNESCO Headquarters in Paris in 1958. 
in collaboration with Nervi and Zehrfuss. he 
was commissioned to do more and more im- 
portant work: his new Whitney Museum in 
New York opened last fall: the large head-

Almost all of this impressive achievement 
is the work of the past 15 years. Until 1950, 
Breuer had completed only about a dozen 
private houses in Europe and in the United 
States, a couple of small apartment blocks in 
Switzerland, two or three little exhibitions, 
and a few interiors. He had also designed 
some furniture, entered a handful of compe- 
titions, and come up with a number of theo- 
retical projects for buildings and complexes 
of buildings. Breuer was, by that time, almost 
50 years old, and a good many critics were 
beginning to say, regretfully, that he had 


somehow missed the boat. 


Those who tended to write off Breuer in those 
days failed to recognize three qualities in his 
early work and in his own character that 
would eventually lead him to the kind of rec- 
ognition he enjoys today: 

First. the fact that, through the years from 
1920 to 1950, he had formulated and clari- 
fied, at Jeast on paper, many of the architec- 
tural concepts he was to employ in his later 
years. In short, when the opportunities arose, 
he was thoroughly prepared to tackle almost 
any problem, however large. 

Second, the fact that in the 1920's and 
1930’s Breuer had laid the foundation for 
much of what we today recognize as modern 
furniture design. In other words, the exceed- 
ingly avant chairs and tables of steel, alumi- 
num, plastics, bent and molded wood. which 


Breuer invented during those two decades,

cabinet workshop on the side. That was more 
like it, but—alas!—Breuer was singularly 
unskilled. “One day I tried to adjust the 
blade of a planer by hammering away at its 
edge,” Breuer recalls. “I was so embarrassed 
by the way I botched up that job, I just left 
and never went back.” 

Shortly after that little tragedy, a fellow 
Hungarian told Breuer of the new Bauhaus 
school in Weimar, Germany, then being or- 
ganized by the architect, Walter Gropius. 
Breuer packed up and left Vienna. He ar- 
rived at the Bauhaus late in 1920, to become 
a member of the “first generation” of Bau- 
haus students. 

That first generation was pretty much left 
to its own devices—the students really had to 
teach themselves. Gropius had managed, ini- 
tially, to attract several creative artists. like 
Feininger and Klee; but the concept of the 
Bauhaus school—to teach an approach to de- 
sign, not a style or,a dogma—this concept 
implied that any “curriculum” would have to 
be very flexible and would only evolve after 
some years of experimentation. 


Breuer thoroughly enjoyed this chance to

experiment. Before very long, he was fully 
occupied with furniture design and furniture- 
making, and, at the age of 22, he was ap- 
pointed Master of the Carpentry Shop. A year 
later he became head of the Furniture De- 
partment. By that time he was designing all 
the furniture that would go into the new Bau- 
haus buildings that Gropius was planning for 
the city of Dessau. He had been one of the 
first Bauhaus students and had become its 
youngest teacher; and though his preoccupa- 
tion was furniture, he saw furniture as an 
integral part of architecture. and he was al- 


ways, ultimately, concerned with the latter. 


Breuer’s earliest chairs and cabinets were 
made of wood, or of wood and fabric. But in 
1925 he developed an entirely new kind of 
chair, and with this one design decisively 
changed the development of modern furniture. 

The new design was born quite simply. 
When the Bauhaus moved to Dessau, Breuer 
decided to buy himself a bicycle. It was his 
first, and when he got it, he spent a long time 
looking it over, admiring its handsome 
frame, especially the elegantly curved, chro- 
mium-plated handlebars. And then he had an 
idea: “I thought—why not make furniture 
out of this tubular steel? I went to the bicycle 
manufacturer, who obviously thought | mus!

plated steel inside a home! Well, [| went 
ahead anyway.” His first chair of nickel- 
plated tubular steel is now known as _ the 
“Wassily Chair.” and it is being manufac- 
tured again in Italy. It is a marvelously com- 
plex framework of pipes—a sort of jungle- 
gym—between which are stretched seven 
pieces of tough canvas. It is quite as comfort- 
able as any overstuffed easy chair—but, be- 
ing virtually transparent. it doesn’t appear to 
occupy any space at all. 

The Wassily Chair was the first one in a 
whole series of tubular, — steel-supported 
pieces—stools. settees. chairs of every shape 
and type, tables. and cabinets. Some of these 
are still (or again) in production and are be- 
ing sold through elegant furniture stores: 
others are now part of our anonymous folk 
art. One of these chairs, the S-chair, or canti- 
levered-chair, designed in 1928, is so thor- 
oughly familiar to every inhabitant of any 
industrialized nation that he or she would 
probably be startled to hear that it had been 
“designed” by anyone at all. It has become 
the safety-pin of modern furniture. And 
there are other pieces that have since reap- 
peared. with insignificant variations, as the 
“designs” of latter-day creators.

seem to bother Breuer very much. He is a 
gentle, jolly man, who is happy that he did 
what he did in furniture design in the 20's 
and 30’s, but has since moved on to things 
that are. perhaps. more important to him. 
For despite the fact that his furniture of 
those two decades has done more to shape to- 
day’s interiors than the work of any other de- 
signer of the time, he was not really designing 
chairs at all. He was exploring basic prin- 
ciples in architecture, and chairs were easy. 


inexpensive objects with which to experiment. 


The principles were two. First. he would try to 
translate some of the notions of the Construc- 
tivist painters and sculptors into design. This 
meant creating objects in which different 
functions were expressed with different mate- 
rials and with different forms.

WHERE ONCE tae 
ALARM SOUNDED 


Fifty years ago its wood floors were trampled by the impatient hoofs of 
fire horses waiting to be off. Thirty years ago the WPA poured a concrete 
floor to support the heavier horseless fire trucks. Seven years ago, at 
a public auction, Mark Adams bought its magnificent spaces for $7,500. 
Today, with only a minimum of change, the solidly built firehouse is 
home, studio, and office for Mr. Adams, a painter who has worked exten- 
sively in stained glass as well as tapestry, and for his wife, who is the 
printmaker Beth Van Hoesen. 

Behind the original heavy copper doors, now protected by a vine- 
covered fence, is the 17-foot-high studio where Mr. Adams can work in 
full scale on his monumental designs, such as the 12’ by 12’ stained-glass 
window for St. Andrew’s Church in Saratoga, California.

For all their pride in the place they live, Texans will admit that 
Dallas is not a natural garden spot. But gardeners here have 
wrought miracles of beauty and color where it never was before.

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Then he all but waved the watch 
under Klemperer’s nose. Klem- 
perer became interested. “Is it 
going?” he asked. 

Today’s conducting is apt to be 
international in nature. Conduc- 
tors like Leonard Bernstein, Her- 
bert von Karajan, and Georg 
Solti, three of the most brilliant 
to emerge since World War II, 
are intellectuals who represent a 
cosmopolitan approach to music. 
There is nothing especially 
American. German, or Hungar- 
ian in their musical philosophy. 

But Klemperer is the German 
musician incarnate, and he is the 
last of the breed—the last living 
exponent of the great school of 
German conductors who had their 
roots in the turn of the 20th Cen- 
tury. Bruno Walter, Wilhelm 
Furtwangler, Erich Kleiber, and 
Felix Weingartner are gone. Only 
Klemperer remains. 

German musicians represent a 
kind of musical thought in which 
the musical essence is the thing. 
It is a school of high seriousness 
tinged with a metaphysical ap- 
proach. There is no room in this 
school for the wit and banter of 
a Thomas Beecham, the sensual- 
ity and emotion of a Serge Kous- 
sevitsky, the virtuosity and show- 
manship of a Leopold Stokowski. 
It is dedicated to one thing only: 
the selfless transmission of a mu- 
sical message. As the archetype 
of that 
conductor who is at the opposite 


school, Klemperer is a 


pole from virtuosity. His tempos 
are generally slow, his approach 
monolithic. He does not conduct 
music; he hews music, much as 
a sculptor chips granite to achieve 
his vision. 

In his ferocious dedication, he 
actually scares musicians. His is 
pure music-making, devoid of 
frills and superficial prettiness. 
Some people do not like it. They 
are made uncomfortable by this 


unflinching dedication, this re- 
fusal to compromise, this deter- 
mination to get at the heart of 
the music without putting on a 
show or entertaining the public. 
His talent from the beginning 
was recognized. This is true of 
all important musicians: they are 
so good, even when young, they 
tower over their contemporaries. 
The great composer - conductor 
Gustay Mahler had to hear 
Klemperer only once to make up 
his mind. “This young man is 
destined to be a great conductor.” 
From 1907 to 1924, Klemperer 
conducted in various German op- 
era houses. In 1927 he took 
charge of the Kroll Opera in 
Berlin, a house no longer in ex- 
istence. The Kroll Opera was 
formed in 1927 to be a supple- 
ment to the Berlin Staatsoper. It 
was intended for special and ex- 
perimental productions. 
Klemperer made an extraordi- 
nary impact at the Kroll with his 
ability to master the most 
plicated modern music at short 


com- 


notice. Those were exciting days 
Prokofiev 


was creating a storm in Russia 


for European music. 
and was startling the world with 
his new “Age of Steel’ music. 
Milhaud, in France, was compos- 
ing operas that were the height 
of dissonance. He was the expo- 
nent of polytonalism, in’ which 
two or more different keys are 
played together. 

Stravinsky, operating out of 
Paris, was creating the neoclassic 
school. Arnold Schoenberg had 
just, in the early 1920’s, worked 
out his twelve-tone system — a 
system that has swept the musi- 
cal world in the post-World War 
IL period. There was creative 
ferment everywhere, and Klemp- 
erer enthusiastically plunged into 
the milieu, preparing model per- 
formances of avant-garde musi- 
cal scores, battling the reaction-

thought good. 

He was, and is. the complete 
conductor. His technique is clear. 
his ear infallible, his knowledge 
of form and structure compre- 
hensive. He could take any score. 
no matter how complicated, and 
read it—away from the piano— 
as easily as the average person 
can read a newspaper, hearing 
in his inner ear exactly how the 
music would sound when the or- 
chestra would play it. He supple- 
mented his operatic work by 
conducting many symphonic con- 
certs, impressing musical Europe 
with his expanse of conception. 

In 1933 he had to flee Ger- 
many. He came to the United 
States, where he conducted the 
Pittsburgh and Los Angeles or- 
chestras and made guest appear- 
ances everywhere. After the war 
he returned to Europe, taking 
over the Budapest Opera and re- 
signing shortly afterward — be- 
cause the government would not 
give his musicians freedom to 
travel. In 1951 he took over the 
Philharmonia Orchestra in Lon- 
don. Walter Legge, the British 
recording executive, had formed 
this magnificent ensemble  pri- 
marily as an orchestra to make 
records. Legge invited Klemper- 
er for a series of discs. But it 
was not long before record-mak- 
ing was almost secondary. So 
great was Klemperer’s impact, so 
wide were word-of-mouth reports 
about this extraordinary figure. 
so great was the demand to see 
and hear him in the flesh, that 
suddenly the Philharmonia was 
giving public concerts directed 
by Klemperer. 

People discovered that Klemp- 
erer gave them something spe- 
cial. When he conducted, it was 
not merely a case of leading a 
concert. Audiences actually 
seemed to achieve some kind of 


- 
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religious communion. Only Furt- 
wangler, of all 20th-century con- 
ductors, had equal power to move 
an audience. There was some- 
thing in Klemperer’s absorption, 
in his direct hand-to-hand strug- 
gle with the musical essence, 
that transmitted 
believable power. 


And perhaps there was some

chair would be a very clear state- 
ment of this analytical process. 
The distinction - between - func- 
tions in a chair seemed to him 
equally applicable to the distinc- 
tion-between-functions in a build- 
ing. In his later houses, he would 
separate the daytime areas from 
the bedroom complex, join them 
in a tenuous, glassy link, and let 
the resulting composition declare 
itself in terms of function.

The best 
symbol of their method is the 
Egyptian pyramid—very broad at 
the bottom and narrowing to a 
point at the top. The new kind 
of structure possible today—the 
cantilever structure—in its most 
expressive form is hollow below 
and substantial on top—just the 
reverse of the pyramid. It repre- 
sents a new epoch in the history 
of man—the defeat of gravity.” 
This is a fine explanation of the 


years ago he me: 


Let me bring to bear 60 years of 
experience and apply them to the 
masterpieces. 

And that is what he does. This 
year he will be 82 years old, and 
he is conducting very little. A 
hip injury has kept him off the 
podium. But he will be back, as 
he has returned so many times 
before.

Today, the fact that a designer 
uses natural materials, naturally 
finished, hardly seems worthy of 
comment. But in the early decades 
of the so-called International Style, 
it was an article of faith that one 
must use only industrial materials 
and industrial forms. Breuer had 
never been dogmatic about such 
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things. In fact, his background— 
his youth in Hungary, and his 
travels around the Mediterranean 
in the early 1930’s—had opened 
his eyes to resources in other cul- 
tures and in other times. One day 
he shocked some young Swiss stu-

them that “there are many old

W HILE Breuer was designing his 
new furniture and building a few 
small structures in Germany, Eng- 
land, and Switzerland. he was also 
engaged in a continuous struggle 
to clarify, for himself, certain 
fundamental ideas about architec- 
ture and urban design. In Europe 
it has long been a tradition to se- 
lect architects for important com- 
missions by way of a competition, 
and this method has often given 
young men their first real break. 

Breuer entered several of these 
competitions, with varying degrees 
of success. Though none of his 
(Continued on the following page ) 
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competition entries was ever built, 
many of them were widely pub- 
lished and gained him a very con- 
siderable reputation among other 
architects. There were designs for 


theatres, hospitals, housing units, 


factories, prefabricated houses, 


expositions, and many other proj- 


ects that showed a rare clarity 
and a convincing and unaffected 
talent. And there was one project 


in 1936—a theoretical “Civic Cen- 
ter of the Future.” sponsored by 
a British trade association—which 
gave Breuer a chance to sum up 
a good many of his earlier archi- 
tectural investigations.

The care and pruning of this proud peacock, a rare specimen 
in the Rye, New York, garden of Mrs. Enid Haupt, has in- 
spired its owner to a study of the fascinating intricacies of 


topiary. This, formed when purchased, is about 50 years old. 


Topiary, which provides provoc- 
ative accents in Mrs. Enid Haupt’s 
garden, is the sculptural clipping 
of shrubbery into fanciful or 
architectural shapes. Most mod- 
ern eyes find it piquant novelty. a 
romantic reminder of earlier days. 
It embellished gardens of the 


Renaissance. but Roman villas 


knew it, and the Persians’ ex- 
otically shaped plane and citrus 
trees exhibited the skill. 

Skill is the key word. Topiary 
is to gardening what opera is to 
music—-an exercise in virtuosity. 


Leisure and manpower, dedica- 


tion and patience are prerequi- 
site. Thus, topiary qualifies as an 
excellent hobby for proficient 
gardeners who enjoy developing 
their expertise in the culture and 
pruning of shrubs. 

Classic shapes are globe heads. 
cones, spires, obelisks, and_ ani- 
mal forms such as peacocks, 
swans, and squirrels. But the im- 
aginative can indulge in_ their

APRIL IN MONTREAL: As April comes around again this 
year, the eyes of the adventurous all over the world are turning 
toward Montreal. Such is the fascination of EXPO 67 that mil- 
lions of people are converging on the city of the royal mountain 
—hby land and sea and air. 


A NAUTICAL APPROACH: If arriving at this international 
exhibition promises to be exciting. all the approaches to it will 
be exciting, too—especially those by sea, because Montreal has 
probably the most extraordinary port in the world, Those ap- 
proaching it must brave the Atlantic Ocean and then breast the 
currents of the mighty St. Lawrence for a thousand miles. 

One interesting arrival by sea will be the 19,860-ton S.S. 
Alexander Pushkin from Leningrad, celebrating the first anni- 
versary of the inauguration of USSR transatlantic passenger 
service. 

Other great ships to make the crossing, as they have done for 
many years, will be selected ones from the Cunard Line. Lady 
Tweedsmuir told me that she will be sailing from Scotland with 
a large party of guests for a visit to the Montreal exhibition. 
“We are going to bring one of our ships right up the St. Law- 
rence and have her there in the river, making it a real visit to 
the Exposition.” Lady Tweedsmuir may speak with authority 
about bringing a ship anywhere. since she is a member of the 
board of directors of Cunard, the first female member in its 
127-year-old history. 

Lady Tweedsmuir should feel as much at home in Canada as 
she does in her native Scotland. As wife of the second Baron 
Tweedsmuir, her father-in-law was Governor-General of Canada 
and also famous as the writer John Buchan. On a visit to Can- 
ada, the Tweedsmuirs climbed the 7,000-foot peak named for 
the first Baron Tweedsmuir and raised a cairn of stones to his 
memory. The Tweedsmuirs are also ardent birdwatchers and 
ornithologists. During the 20 years that Priscilla Tweedsmuir 
was a Member of Parliament, she participated in many inter- 
national conferences and was a member of the British delega- 
tion to the United Nations. But one bit of legislation close to 
her heart was the passage of the Protection of Birds Act. Lord 
Tweedsmuir sponsored the bill in the House of Lords, and Lady 
Tweedsmuir guided it through the House of Commons. 


A SMALL BOAT: The United States, too, will avail itself of 
an unusual waterfront setting at EXPO 67. We can expect a cer- 
tain amount of maritime trafic of an official as well as unofhcial 
nature. The Commissioner General of the U.S. Pavilion is a man 
who loves the sea. Stanley Tupper. former Congressman from 
Maine. is from Boothbay Harbor and has spent many years on 
the water. He and his wife Esther like to live informally. Their 
apartment in downtown Montreal is a modest one, and they plan 
to entertain principally at the U.S. Pavilion. The Ambassador 
predicts it will be beautiful and impressive and says he is more 
interested in having our visitors see our country’s great exhilfi- 
tion than in being entertained at various functions. He conceded, 
however, that there will be a 32-foot cruiser tied up at the Port 
Sainte Héléne Marina to afford a quiet place to relax with 
friends.

A LITTLE WINDOW: Pierre Dupuy. the Commissioner Gen- 
eral of EXPO 67, is known all over the world as a result of 40 
years in Canada’s diplomatic corps—a former ambassador to the 
Netherlands, to Italy, and to France. I found him very unas- 
suming for a man who is a fine writer and whom Winston 
Churchill valued so much as to. call him “my little window on 
the barricades.” 


\ LOT OF GRASS: When I first met Ambassador Dupuy in 
Montreal about a year ago, the Canadians even then were busy 
growing grass (one million square yards of turf) in Ontario and 
in Quebec, providing 300,000 cubic yards of top soil, 40,000 
cubic yards of peat moss. 8.000 trees, and 150,000 shrubs—all 
to be transplanted to the scene for the grand opening on April 


28th. 


DESIGNS FOR LIVING: The name Vera Maxwell means dif- 
ferent things to different people. To a large group of elegant 
women, it is the name of the fashion designer who creates the 
kinds of clothes they enjoy wearing. To Princess Grace and 
Prince Rainier of Monaco, it is the good friend who has been 
present at the baptisms of Caroline, Albert. and Stephanie. and 
who accompanies them on skiing trips to Gstaad. To Vera Max- 
well’s grandson, Douglas Alexander Maxwell, aged three and a 
half, it means “Thursday afternoons with Grandmother.” 

Vera Maxwell, whose parents were Viennese, says, “I like the 
European idea of seeing my grandson at a definite time each 
week.” So on Thursday afternoons, Master Douglas comes to 
call. It happens, too, that Thursday is the day that Mrs. Max- 
well is “at home” to a much larger circle of friends. and young 
Douglas is sometimes allowed to remain a ‘ew minutes to greet 
the early arrivals. The Thursday “at home” is an idea that Vera 
Maxwell had during the war. when she realized that servicemen 
had no place to go that seemed like home. 


I asked whether she had a long list of recipes, tested over this 
period of 20 years of consecutive Thursdays. “No,” she said, “I 
don't serve food unless a few old friends linger on. Then I just 
open the refrigerator and see what’s there. And that’s what they 
get. It’s all impromptu. I may fix lasagna. It takes only about 
15 minutes to cook the noodles, and [ keep prepared sauces 
and different kinds of cheeses on hand. so that they're easily 
added. Another thing I do is variations on Kaiserschmarrn.” 
(Kaiserschmarrn is made by simply combining a_ pancake 
batter with the desired filling—raisins—and frying a few min- 
utes in butter on each side. When golden brown, serve with a 


sprinkling of cinnamon and sugar.) 


MARTIN APPROACH: If mosquitoes have friends, they are 
most difident about coming forward and declaring their friend- 
ship. Among their nonfriends are the purple martins, exquisite 
little birds, beautiful to look at. lovely in flight, and great gar- 
deners. When in residence. they destroy 2.000 mosquitoes each 
day, regarding them as hors d'oeuvres. 

In Griggsville, Hlinois, is the Griggsville Wild Bird Society, 
devoted to the propagation of purple martins. William Murphy, 
the society’s secretary, says that even city dwellers may enjoy 
the protective company of purple martins if they have a garden 
or lawn area of at least 25 feet surrounding the birdhouse. 

[If the question is how to acquire purple martins as neigh- 
bors, the answer seems to be to provide attractive living condi- 
tions for them. It’s chaney. You put up a house ranging in price 
from a few dollars to over $100, and hope they'll come winging.

new rose is created. A cultural 
history of the rose and a_port- 
folio of color illustrations are 
rich bonuses. The book originally 
appeared in Danish. then was 
translated for English-speaking 
audiences, but still retains its 
European flavor. 

The Magic World of Roses 
by Matthew Bassity (Hearthside, 
$6.95) reveals the rose’s origin, 
its history, and its legends. Suc- 
cessful planning and caring of 
rose gardens with the various hy- 
brid teas, floribunda, climbers, 
and shrubs is explained in text 
and pictures. Information about 
creating new blooms, rose awards, 
judging and classifying roses, 
and American and European rose 
gardens to visit complete the pic- 
ture. 


Trees and shrubs 


Experts and interested laymen 
who want both a factual account 
of the world’s trees. plus a pic- 
torial gallery of their beauty will 


be interested in The Glory of the 
Tree by Dr. B. K. Boom and H., 
Kleijn (Doubleday, $12.95). Ac- 













cording to families and genera, 
the Dutch authors present in 
readable terms the structure, no- 
menclature, history, and practi- 
cal uses of the world’s trees. Al- 
most 200 color photographs are 
by G. D. Swanenburg de Veye 
who also did the photography 
for Mushrooms and Other Fungi, 
another book in the same series 
as The Glory of the Tree. 

Two new guides about the 
choosing and care of shrubs are 
now available. The more recent, 
Shrubs in Colour by A. G. L. 
Hellyer (Doubleday. $8.95) has 
watercolor and line drawings as 
illustrations. Although the book 
was written for British garden 
enthusiasts. the information con- 
tained in written and visual form 
is just as applicable to Ameri- 
can gardens. Inexperienced or 
novice gardeners will be more 
interested in this book than in 
Flowering Shrubs by — Isabel 
Zucker (Van Nostrand, $17.50), 
an authoritative, illustrated ref- 
erence book for professional and 
amateur horticulturists. The ma- 
jor section of the book is devoted 


to detailed descriptions of shrubs 
and small trees. Earlier chapters 
discuss the buying, uses, plant- 
ing, and caring of shrubs. 


Japanese gardening 


A magnificent 366-page volume 
with tipped-in color plates is The 
Art of Arranging Flowers: A 
Complete Guide to Japanese Ike- 
bana by Shozo Sato (Abrams, 
$25). Complete it is. since the 
author begins with tkebana in 
Japanese history, traces the vari- 
ous tkebana styles through the 
centuries, and discusses advanced 
ikebana. Chapters on the imagi- 
native use of equipment and ma- 
terials makes mastery of this 
Japanese art a possibility. Also 
included is a basic course in the 
moribana style. 

Japanese Garden and Floral 
Art by Mrs. Paul Kincaid 
(Hearthside, $6.95) treats of 
Japanese flower arrangement, 
landscape design, and dwarf-tree 
culture. As a way of introduc- 
tion, there is an opening chapter 
on Japanese esthetics and a clos- 


ing one on visiting Japan. Pho- 


tographs and line drawings il- 
lustrate various floral designs. 
Devotees of the ancient Japa- 
nese art of bonsai will learn 
much from Jerald P. Stowell’s 
book, Bonsai: Indoors. and Out 
(Van Nostrand, $4.95). Knowl- 
edge gathered over ten years of 
study and experience in the rais- 
ing of bonsai is shared by Mr. 
Stowell. He explains the art in 
terms of native American plant 
materials. The five basic Japanese 
styles and three variations of them 
are fully identified. Step-by-step 
drawings and a list for plants and 
equipment are included.—kK.F.

The band, born long ago to simple 
martial strains in the open air. is 
finally coming to musical maturity 
and sophistication on the concert 
stage. The new sounds of brass, 
woodwind, and percussion, which 
comprise the band as we mean it 
here, has been a long time coming, 
but it’s here to stay. 

There’s a whole new breed of 
young performers playing wind 
instruments in concert, from Car- 
negie Hall to the Los Angeles Col- 
iseum, with virtuosity undreamed 
of by the Sunday stalwarts who 
long ago played Sousa on the 
bandstand in the park. 

And because the musicians are 
so much better than ever before— 
for reasons we'll consider later— 
serious Composers are now. writ- 
ing new and exciting music for 
the concert band and wind en- 
semble. This, in turn, is attracting 
an enthusiastic new audience for 
“band music.” And the upward 
progression continues. Larger au- 
diences encourage new composi- 
tions and higher levels of musi- 
cianship. This new band music 
also reaches beyond the schools. 
There are many professional con- 
cert bands, and countless good 
wind ensembles at the community 
and professional level. There’s 
also new interest in recording this 
music, which includes not only 
the new compositions but the best 
of the 
Baroque and Renaissance times. 


wind-ensemble music of 
The records suggested on page 52 
will give you an idea of the qual- 
ity and scope of this musical phe- 
nomenon. 

The concert band usually has 
60 to 100 pieces and is essentially 
the same as the marching band on 
the football field, except that it 
sits down to play indoors and has 
a repertoire more suited to the 
concert hall.

They were an 
adjunct to the pomp and circum- 
stance of military and special 
court occasions. The music was 
more a part of the ceremony than 
an independent form. and too in- 
consequential for serious consid- 
eration by the best composers of 
the time. The image of the band 
as the source of simplistic sounds 
of strife and glory has. unfortu- 
nately, persisted to this day.

were beginning to congregate. 
Percussion, as a distinct family, 
was to evolve later, although ket- 
tledrums were used to assist trum- 
pets rhythmically. 

At about this time, the clarinet 
was perfected and had become a 
fully established member of the 
orchestra, which by then had also 
added flutes and oboes to the oth- 
er instruments—all in pairs. And 
all of these, of course, are part 
of the band today. 

When Wolfgang Amadeus Mo- 
zart, at the age of 22, first heard 
the sound of clarinets in the ex- 
cellent Mannheim Orchestra in 
Germany, he was deeply im- 
pressed. Here’s a portion of a let- 
ter to his father at the time: “Ah, 
if only we had clarinets too! You 
cannot imagine the glorious ef- 
fect of a symphony with flutes, 
oboes and clarinets. I shall have 
much that is new to tell the Arch- 
bishop at my first audience. and 
shall make some suggestions as 
well.” 


Enter, the wind ensemble 

Mozart’s enthusiasm and_ his 
genius in composing for wind in- 
struments led to the delightful 
early literature for the wind en- 
semble. His interest is nowhere 
more impressively shown than in 
his serenades, divertimenti, and 
cassations. In the mid-18th Cen- 
tury, no social function of impor- 
tance was complete without spe- 
cial music, and Mozart composed 
these little masterpieces for just 
such occasions. 

In his hands, the wind serenade 
was raised to a high level of artis- 
try. One of the best is his Sere- 
nade No. 10 in B-flat (see record 
list), which Mozart himself con- 
sidered to be one of his finest 
works. The beauty of this magnif- 
icent score must be heard to be 
believed. 

Were it not for the French Rev- 
olution, the wind serenade would 
probably have flourished as a mu- 
sical form. But with the dramatic 
overthrow of the Royal Court, 
this kind of social music was 
dealt a blow from which it is only 
now recovering. 

Its renewal, and the new de- 
velopment of the concert band, 
are the natural progression of the 
marching band, which was insti- 
tuted to take up time between 
halves of that growing school ac- 
tivity—the football game. The 
next upward step was the com- 
petitive high-school band contest. 
These competitions were vital in 


the growth of the school music 
programs. Ever since this pro- 
gram was established in the early 
30’s, there has been a continued 
improvement in the quality of 
performance on wind and percus- 


‘ sion instruments. What with band 


camps (the one at Interlochen, 
Michigan, is world-famous), and 
widespread scholastic interest in 
band music, the level of musician- 
ship has developed to a high de- 
gree. 

In colleges, universities, and 
schools of music throughout the 
country, standards of _ perfor- 
mance have improved so_ that 
many amateur musicians rank 
high by professional standards, 
and can literally play any music 
that’s put in front of them. 

The magnificent bands of the 
Universities of Michigan, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Northwestern, Oberlin 
College, Ithaca, and UCLA are 
but a few of the many that play 
consistently to the highest musi- 
cal standards. They play not only 
for football games and other oc- 
casions as a marching band, but 
also in concert on the campus and 
on tour where they play to com- 
pletely sold-out houses all across 
the country. 

A further refinement of band 
music is the wind ensemble. Pio- 
neered in 1952 by Dr. Frederick 
Fennell at the Eastman School of 
Music, the wind ensemble was es- 
tablished to perform the vast her- 
itage of wind-instrument litera- 
ture from the Renaissance to the 
present. Within its framework 
there may be a reed ensemble, 
brass ensemble, percussion en- 
semble, and many combinations 
of the three. Dr. Fennell, inciden- 
tally, has written the definitive 
history of wind instruments, Time 
and the Winds (Leblanc Publica- 
tions, Inc.), in case you'd like to 
pursue the subject further. 

This is the American culmina- 
tion of a long road of band music 
that started here about the time 
the young Mozart first become en- 
thralled with the Mannheim clari- 
nets. At this time, the Declaration 
of Independence had been signed 
for only two years. 


Roots of the band in America 

The first American bands were, 
naturally, patterned after the best 
European bands. The first service 
band, in 1798, was the United 
States Marine Band, which has 
performed continuously ever since. 

In the years following the es-

tablishment of the Marine Band, 
community bands began to spring 
up all over the country. America 
was flexing its new-found muscle 
and becoming aware of its poten- 
tial. Martial music was the ideal 
sound to stir the blood and ex- 
press the surge of patriotism. The 
band soon became more than it 
had ever been in Europe. It was 
the voice of freedom and was to 
be, for a while, the musical idiom 
of America. 

The first 


the hearts and excite the imagina- 


bandmaster to. stir 


tion of the American people was 
Patrick S. Gilmore (1829-1892). 
He was a fine musician and an 
impressive conductor with all the 
flair, showmanship, and bravura 
of a P.T. Barnum. For all this, 
however, the only music of any 
serious nature was from adapta- 
tions of the orchestral repertoire. 
All band programs of the time 
were overloaded with music of an 
innocuousness that no amount of 
sonic fury or splendor could hide. 


John Philip Sousa 


The year 1880, when Sousa was 
appointed leader of the U.S. Ma- 
rine Band, can be counted as the 
time when America’s band music 
began to come of age. His name 
and music spread throughout the 
world, and in 1892 he left the Ma- 
rine Band to organize his own 
group, and become the leading 
exponent of band music here and 
abroad. 

While traveling and conduct- 
wrote and 


ing, he popularized 


many of his famous marches, 


such as “Stars and Stripes For- 


ever, and “The Washington 
Post,” “El Capitan” along with 


dozens of others. 

In his march music, Sousa dis- 
played a genuine genius for beau- 
tiful melody, which in its origi- 
nality ranks with the best of mu- 
sical composition. It’s no wonder 
that his marches are as popular 
today as they were then. They are 
still the very foundation of the 
repertoire for every military, pro- 
fessional, and school band. 

For all his 
abroad, the 


popular success 
critics were some- 
times less than kind—Claude De- 
bussy, the composer, for example, 
who was a music critic at the 
time, had this to say: 

“At last! the King of American 
music is within our walls! That is 
to say that during a whole week 
Mr. J.P. Sousa and his band will 


reveal to us the beauties of Amer- 


ican music and how to use it in 
the best society. One must really 
be singularly gifted to conduct 
this music. Thus Mr. Sousa beats 
time in circles, or he shakes an 


imaginary salad, or sweeps up 


‘imaginary dust, or catches a but- 


terfly out of a contrabass tuba. 
American music may be the only 
kind that can find a rhythm for 
unspeakable cakewalks. If so, I 
confess that at present this ap- 
pears to be its sole claim to supe- 
riority over other music. ... Mr. 
Sousa is indisputably its king.” 
Despite such occasional dis- 


senters, Sousa’s colorful career 
has left an everlasting mark on 
the band music of the United 
States and, indeed, the world. He 
composed much other music as 
well, and was said to have ex- 
pressed dismay that he would be 
remembered only for the marches, 


which he did not consider the ul- 


, timate indication of his talent. 


After Sousa came such bands 
as those of Herbert L. Clarke and 
Arthur 
played with Sousa. Their names, 


Pryor, who formerly 
too, became household words. But 
these were the last bands of their 
kind, and with the twilight came 
the end of one of the most color- 
ful and flamboyant eras in Amer- 
ican musical history. 

It was the invention of the va- 
cuum tube, and the subsequent 
mass production of the radio, that 
ended the dominance of the band 
as public entertainment. The rise 
of jazz. which was to become the 
new American idiom, accelerated 
the decline of band music. 


The new resurgence 


As of today, the new resurgence 
of interest in band music is as 
much a part of our time as it was 
in the early days of the Republic. 
It's a natural expression of a 
changing time and worth our at- 
tention as such. 

The negative comment we so 
often hear about youth today does 
not apply to their interest in band 
music. Never before have there 
been so many fine performers at 
the high-school and college level. 
The school music programs have 
kindled a deep interest. There’s 
intense personal involvement on 
the part of young musicians that’s 
surprising even to the teachers 
who see it every day. 

And, as we have seen, one thing 
leads to another. The next genera- 
tion of musicians will be even bet-

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


By HELEN McCULLY 


I rhubarb the same thing as pieplant? Yes. Also known as 
wineplant (it was once used to make wine). Although we as 
sociate rhubarb with spring, it is actually available almost the 
year round, if not from the garden, from the hothouse. Stewed, 
it is very good. but it is really best in a pie (perhaps that’s why 
it was first called pieplant) because it holds its shape better. 
Unlike other vegetables (and it is a vegetable) such as beets, 
turnips, etc., the tops are not fit for human consumption. The 
leaf blades contain amounts of oxalic acid and oxalates, some- 
limes great enough to cause fatal poisoning. In the old days, 
picnickers sometimes used to wrap foods—butter and such—in 
rhubarb leaves—to keep them cold. In choosing fresh rhubarb, 
look for firm, crisp, tender, bright stalks. Note: Really young 


rhubarb has immature leaves. 


Is a chefs salad like a Caesar salad? No. Classically, a chef's 
salad is a combination of chicken, tongue or ham. and Swiss 
cheese, in equal proportions, cut in julienne, tossed in a vinai- 
grette dressing and served on greens. A Caesar salad (there are 
many variations) is essentially romaine, tossed in a_ bright 
dressing composed of mustard, lemon juice, Tabasco, olive oil. 
and drained anchovies, then sprinkled with grated Parmesan 
cheese. A coddled egg and croutons are then added. The bowl is 
prepared by being rubbed with salt and a split clove of garlic, 


which is then discarded. 


Hs do you make a watercress salad? Break off the sprigs. 
which should be 2 inches long, and discard the stalks. Make a 
good vinaigrette dressing (allow 1 tablespoon per person) and 
pour into the salad bowl. Just before serving. add the water- 
cress sprigs. Toss the salad at the table. Another way: Arrange 
the fresh sprigs in a salad bowl, without dressing. Give each 
person at the table small, individual bowls with a tablespoon 
or so of dressing in each bowl. The cress is then eaten by each 
person dipping the sprigs into his own little bowl of sauce. For 
the record, watercress, like parsley, makes a beautiful garnish 


on meats, fowl, ete. 


i hat is an anchovy’ A nice little member of the herring fam 
ily. about five inches long, that’s been around since the old Ro 
man days, and the best of which are still caught in the Mediter- 
ranean. Those available to us are always preserved in one way or 
another: salted, pickled. or packed in oil. The fillets come either 
flat or rolled around a caper. Anchovy paste and extract are also 
available. It’s a good idea to keep a can or so on your shelves 
for unexpected company at cocktail time. And the paste. used 
with a wise hand. can work small wonders with dull leftovers.

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W hat’s the difference between red flannel hash and corned beef 
hash? According to some authorities. the meat is different. Some 
say red flannel is made with ground chuck steak; others. with 
corned -beef. In any event, the addition of cocked beets to red 
flannel is really what differentiates the two. Either can be, and 


often is, served with a poached or fried egg on top. 


es do you peel a fresh pineapple? The quickest way is to cut 
the whole fruit in four or six wedges (depending on the size) 
by slicing through from top to bottom, leaving the plume at- 
tached—just cut right through it. Then take the meat off each 
wedge by running a sharp knife between rind and meat. Try not 
to come too close to the rind to avoid too many “eyes.” Cut into 
chunks. To serve the pineapple in wedges. proceed exactly the 
same way, leaving the meat in place on the rind, and the plume 
attached. 


i a compote the same thing as a macédoine? No. A compote 
is composed of fresh or dried fruit, or both, poached in hot 
syrup. (A compotier is a deep dish on a raised base, in which 
compotes of cold fruit are served.) In some instances, boiling 
syrup is poured directly over the fruit. Compotes are always 
served cold. A macédoine is a mixture of seasonal fresh fruits 
(essentially a fruit salad, as we understand it in America), 
diced, macerated in kirsch or maraschino, then chilled, some- 
times covered with fresh cream. 

There is also such a thing as a macédoine of vegetables. This 
may be a combination of vegetables. cooked separately. dressed 
with butter: cold, cooked vegetables. dressed with vinaigrette 
sauce or mayonnaise: hot, cooked vegetables dressed with 
cream; or cold, cooked vegetables in aspic with mayonnaise. @

APPLE CHARLOTTE 


An entertaining dessert 


By HELEN McCULLY 


Named after Charlotte, wife of 
George III of England, this ele- 
gant entremet is worthy of your 
most important dinner party. 
However, since it requires quite 
a bit of preparation and is best 
eaten the day it is made, we rec- 
ommend a simple main course. 


6 pounds all-purpose apples 

1 12-ounce jar apricot pre- 
serves 

Y pound (2 sticks) clari- 
fied butter* 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

3 tablespoons butter 

VY, cup dark rum 

Firm-textured white bread 
(about 14 or 15 slices) 


Peel, core, and slice the apples 
very thin. Cover just the bottom 
of a very large enameled kettle 
with water. Add apples and cook, 
covered, over very low heat, stir- 
ring occasionally with a wooden 
spatula, about 20 minutes or un- 
til tender. If you haven't a ket- 
tle large enough to accommodate 
all the apples, use two kettles. 

While apples cook, force the 
apricot preserves through a fine 
sieve; clarify the butter. When 
apples are tender, stir in half the 
puréed apricots, the sugar. the 
vanilla, the 3 tablespoons of but- 
ter, and half the rum. Bring mix- 
ture up to a boil, then cook, stir- 
ring constantly, for about 10 
minutes or until almost all the 
liquid has evaporated and you 
have a very thick paste. Take off 
the heat and set aside. 

Cut the crusts off the bread. 
Cut a square and 4 semicircles of 
bread to fit the bottom of a 6-cup 
charlotte mold exactly.** Sauté 
in 3 or 4 tablespoons of clarified 
butter until light gold. Fit into 
the bottom of the mold. 

Cut the remainder of the bread 


into 144-inch strips. dip into 
clarified butter and arrange, 
overlapping slightly, around the 
inside walls of the mold. [f any 
ends protrude above, trim them. 

Spoon the apple purée into the 
mold making it a dome about °4 
inch high in the center (this 
sinks as the charlotte cools). 
Cover with strips of bread dipped 
in clarified butter. Pour any re- 
maining butter over the ends of 
the bread around the edge of the 
mold. 

Set the mold in a large pan (to 
catch any drippings) and bake in 
the center of a preheated 425° 
oven for about 30 minutes or un- 
til the bread is golden brown. 
Take out of the oven and cool for 
30 minutes. Invert on a serving 
platter and allow to stand until 
the mold can be removed without 
collapsing the charlotte. Test by 
lifting the mold an inch or so. If 
the “walls” aren’t holding. lower 
the mold again. 

Meanwhile, combine the re- 
mainder of the apricot preserves 
and rum with two tablespoons of 
sugar in a saucepan. Bring to a 
boil, then cook until thick and 
sticky. Spoon over the charlotte, 
once it has been unmolded. 

Serve warm or at room temper- 
ature, with whipped cream _per- 
fumed with rum and sweetened to 
taste with sifted superfine sugar. 
Serves 8. 

“To clarify butter: Cut the 
butter into pieces and place in a 
saucepan over moderate heat. 
When the butter has melted, 
skim off the foam, strain the 
clear, yellow liquid through sev- 
eral layers of cheesecloth into a 
bowl. Discard the milk residue. 

**Lacking a traditional char- 
lotte mold, you can use any 6- 
cup, ovenproof, cylindrical mold

Take your choice—but 
take it! 

There’s only one mimosa-type 
tree that has a chance hereabouts 
—the Albizzia julibrissin. T was 
told if | could winter it over the 
first two or three years. T was in. 
I euess Pm in now. because my 
delightful albizzia is now ten feet 
high. Every spring. [have two or 
three weeks of misgiving as every- 
thing else around it leafs out and 
old Al just stands there. lifeless 
and leafless. And then, lone after 
everything else has said welcome 
lo spring. a tiny little green rash 
appears on the branches. and 
weve won again. 

The albizzia is not only for the 
fun of growing the thing, its a 
wonderful foil for neighboring 
trees with its fine locustlike 
fronds. dainty in their tracery. 
and the pink summer blossom is 
ravishing. Don’t try albizzia too 
old or too big. Nurse a little one 
and protect it with burlap or a 
lepee of heavy polyester plastic 
the first years. (Keeps out the 
wind, lets in the light.) 

Now to my fayorite—except 
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that they re all my favorites—the 
Franklin tree (Franklinia alata- 
maha, also called Gordonia alata- 
maha). This is a late-bloomer 
with a fascinating history. 

It seems before this country 
became a nation, back in 1770 or 
thereabouts. two men were riding 
horseback along the banks of the 
river, Alatamaha, the boundary be- 
tween Georgia and Florida. It 
was fall, and yet, to their utter 
amazement. they spotted a tree 
entirely covered with flowers 
bright as orange blossoms. 

They dug up two or three small 
ones and stuck them in their sad- 
dlebags. Weeks later. back in 
Washington, they planted the lit- 
tle trees. One lived. and the next 
autumn, according to schedule, 
it bloomed. Knowing Benjamin 
Franklin to be an avid gardener, 
they called him over to see. He 
Was enraptured. and the men gave 
him the lone tree. In fact. he was ° 
so enthusiastic that the next sum- 
mer he grubstaked the men to 
eo back and dig up some more. 
They returned to the Alatamaha, 
but to their puzzlement they never 





came upon another no one ever 
has. 

All the Franklin trees in the 
world are said to descend from 
Ben Franklin’s. Be sure to get 
one, if you want the thrill of a 
tree sporting lovely white blos- 
soms and yellow stamens in Oc- 
tober. The plant man says it 
keeps hardy in southern New 
Jersey and south. He should see 
my 15-footer in Bedford. All I 
did to deserve my eood fortune 
was to water it- well after the 
blooming period. For the first 
few winters [| burlapped it with 
a sort of a tepee (now it’s too big 


for such babying).

| His might be a good spot to 
explain that | don’t fuss too much 
about my displaced persons. If 
they want to cooperate. they do. | 
don’t light smudge pots or start 
giant fans. Basically, all I do is 
pick things that have half a 
chance; plant them carefully with 
good big holes and plenty of top 
soil and peat moss: water gen- 
erously, over the first summer at 
least; root-feed in spring with 
any 5-10-5 plus superphosphate to 
promote burgeoning: and protect 
with a burlap windbreak while 
small enough.

fraught with problems and wor- 
ries, don’t attempt them. That’s 
my advice. 


The very name “cedar of Leba- 
non” intrigued me. I was assured 
I was on safe ground—that a 90- 
foot specimen adorns an English 
park and that it’s the hardiest of 
the triumvirate, Deodar, Atlas, 
and Lebanon. What they didn't 
tell me was that it’s the hardest to 
transplant. Something about a 
long taproot, and rocks in the 
planting hole, and so on. All I 
can tell you is that I’ve tried it 
iwice and failed with it twice. 
And during that period, my 
Deodar cedar, the one [ was told 
was least hardy, has been thriv- 
ing and growing apace. Its blue- 
green, delicate foliage is a joy 
to behold. A hundred and_ sixty 
feet is its maximum height in 
native India. I’m not worried 
about its crowding its neighbors 
here. 


Se rOMeATA is a true beauty, 
one of the noblest of the ever- 
greens, to my way of thinking. 
My nurseryman thought they 
would do for us but might badly 
winter-burn. Little did he dream 
that today one specimen is 50 
feet high and the other, 40 feet, 


arving never equaled by anyone near Drexel’s price . 


and that the so-called winter- 
burn simply means a most attrac- 
tive bronzing of the awl-shape 
leaves. 

When the wind whips through 
the cryptomeria, the whorls  re- 
volve and rotate like verdant pin- 
wheels. Sensational! Get either of 
two species—C. japonica or C. 
lobbi: the sinensis is entirely too 
tender, even for me. 

I'm a buff for hollies. Fortu- 
nately, many are quite hardy. The 
American holly, Ilex opaca. is 
perfectly so; the Ilex pedunculosa 
will take 20 below. with its fas- 
cinating berries hanging down 
like tiny cherries: but the Enelish 
holly. Hex aquifolium, needs pro- 
tection. 

L planted my Burford holly in 
the lee of the house. and it’s 
purring. It’s a beauty. The non- 
spiny leaf is the darkest. richest, 
most polished green imaginable, 
and. unlike most other hollies, 
has the fortuitous ability to. re- 
produce like an oyster—without 
a mate. I'd have one. 

Let me see. now. What else is 
out of order? 

Shimmia Japonica. a low-grow- 
ing evergreen shrub, is lovely as 
part of foundation planting. It 


takes two to have berries, but the 


plant is so neat and takes so little 
space, its worth it. The berries 
are red but turn a rather unsight- 
ly orange when nipped—so give a 
bit of winter burlap protection 


to windward. 


I lost my fig tree after three 
winters and at least eight feet of 
growth. But now I know why. My 


Italian grocer, who knows about 


such things. said. “You didn’t 
bury it.” [ said, “What—bury a 
tree?” “Si,” said he. Evidently 


he bends the chap over on its 
side, cutting an outside root. or 
two if necessary, stakes it down, 
and mounds it over with soil. In 
the spring. when frost danger is 
over. he unmounds. and Mr. 
Ficus springs back to life. just 
as my tree roses do. Now Vm 
going to try again. Pm not. fin- 
ished at all and have many more 
projects in mind. 

The director of the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden tells me that the 
evergreen queen of the mag- 
nolias. Magnolia grandiflora. grew 
for over a century in Brooklyn, 
and that one 70-year-old specimen 
is gracing Prospect Park right 
now, blooming each summer and 
winter-burning each winter. They

I have one, six feet high, in my 
city apartment. and another in- 
side, in Bedford. Get ready, brave 
Norfolk, one of you goes out this 
spring. | have just the spot, warm- 
ish, near the oil burner outlet. | 
am not sanguine, although a 
ereat gardener friend tells me he 
managed with the even more ten- 
der A. araucana, the Monkey Puz 
zle tree, for two years.

The Donald Factors’ idea was to build a house designed to double 
as an informal art gallery and as a home for themselves and 
their two children. To this end they called in Architect Richard 
Langendorf and, very early in the planning. the decorator team 
of Bayan and Allan. On the surface, the premise was all fantasy 
and whimsy—a return to the mood and the manner of the 
30's, as evidenced in the Factors’ top-notch collection of pop and 
op and the lush simplicity of the custom furnishings. But beneath 
the lighthearted impression of a swinging Beverly Hills happen- 
ing is a solid architectural achievement—a_ clean-sculpted. 
highly disciplined exercise in cubism, a dignified family manor 


beautifully planned for the good life in Southern California. 


MAX ECKERT 


Folded white planes of plaster, terraced back from the street, give 
this house the abstract, monolithic look of a natural crystal for- 


mation. These pristine surfaces, enriched by their intrinsic geom- 


etry and warmed by the play of light and shadow, are an effectiv¢ 


backdrop for slender, swaying eucalyptus trees and the shrubs-in- 


tubs that. stand in wall recesses on the upper roof terrace, above.

Left, right, and below: Views of the 
Factors’ free wheeling living room, a com- 
plex of areas open and continuous, though 
clearly marked off in various fashions, so 
each becomes an entity of its own. 

Left: Especially pou erful in its visual im- 
pact ts the conversation grouping below the 
“Standard Oil” painting by Ed Ruscha: a 
quartet of big bold chairs, in snowy leath- 
er and chrome, placed squarely on a rug 
strongly patterned in vigorous primary col- 
ors. These chairs, designed by Architect 
Langendor}. Note that, massive as they are, 
they seem to have a float-y quality, due to 
the fact that their impressive bulk clears 
the floor and is given a sort of sleight-of- 
eye lightness by spaced leather strippings 
and by the slimness of the chrome supports. 
The big smash of red and green on the wall, 
an acrylic hanging by Craig Kauffman. 
Right: In the sunken area that has the el- 
liptical fireplace as its focus, a subdued 
color plan, with the wool shag rug and the 
linen velvet upholstery all of a tone, and the 
tables of dark oak topped by black Carrara 
marble. In sharp contrast, the stretch of 
hearth tiles, bright as the flames back of 
them. Invisibly useful in establishing the 
softened mood of this section, coated win- 
dow glass to temper the sun’s blaze. 
Below: View from the sunken area looking 
back to the quartet grouping establishes the 
space relation between the two. Upon the 
pedestal against the walls, a motorized sculp- 
ture by Jean Tinguely. Not shown: around 
the corner behind the fireplace, a music sec- 
tion where a grand piano stands with 
plenty of elbow room around it.

Right: A kitchen arranged and equipped to 
be a cook’s dream come true. This room, 
alone among all those in the Factors’ house, 
has no prankishness, no playfulness about 
it. Designed for efficiency, it keeps its mind 
on its work—and looks good at the same 
time. The background, quiet. Walls, count- 
er tops, and floor are quarry tile about the 
tone of natural pigskin. Supplementing the 
counters on the work island, another runs 
in front of a wide window and the louvered 
narrow ones flanking it. The upper cabinets 
are in easy reach, 

The floor plan: The strong sculptural 
quality of this house is the natural, three- 
dimensional outgrowth of the ordered logic 
of its floor plan. The pattern. of oft-re- 
peated squares, most of which function as 
storage closets or niches for the display

There is still a lot of living space left on our thronging planet, but 
desirable building sites in and around its dense urban areas are be- 
coming rare. Some of these are undiscovered treasure. their promise 
hidden by difficulty of access and terrain. their ultimate prizes of 
vista or seclusion—or both—overlaid with vegetation and sleeping 
challenge. Such a trove was uncovered by Mr. and Mrs. Donal L. Palmer 
amid a stand of Douglas firs on a Bellevue hillside, 20 minutes from 
Seattle’s center. Their horizon, seen through the trees. is a frieze 
of lake, forest, and snowy peaks. Matching their good fortune with 
the determination to enhance its value. they engaged a team of three 
—Architect Burr Richards, Landscape Architect William Teufel, and 
Interior Designer Allen Vance Salsbury—to help them turn their find 
into a rich, sylvan world of their own. Their house expresses the 
architectural ambience of the Northwest—which has undertones of 
Japanese influence—but mostly it looks like itself, bearing the stamp

of its own site-directed individuality. 


Left: From the moment of arrival at the in- 


vitingly mysterious outer entrance gate, 
the mood of quiet, yet exciting, retreat im- 
plied throughout this home is established. 
Opposite: The sheltered, welcoming entr) 
forecourt, where morning light is filtered 
through changing patterns of leafery and 
redwood grillwork, is a cool, green prelude 
to warm, golden interior spaces to come. 
Above: On the opposite side of the house, 
overlooking Mercer Island and a sail-flecked 
expanse of Lake Washington, a luxurious 
two-level wood [tving deck hovers above the 
treetops with a seemingly airborne sense 
of privacy. The hanging lantern here, as 
well as the one shown at the entry gate, 
were designed by the architect. The light- 
weight trellises, projecting as permanent 
awnings from the exterior walls on the sunny 
sides of the house, protect the full-length 
windows while translating direct sunlight 
into mobile dapplings of light and shadow. 
Below: Seen through the foliage from down- 
hill, the cedar-sided house hangs aloft and 
aloof in intriguing tsolation. The long 
timber post supporting the deck is mad 


from a log felled on the property when it 


was cleared to make way

for the house. 
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TIMBER TREEHOUSE, ORIENTAL SERENITY continued 
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The interiors: True to the nature of its 
materials, this house of wood is uniquely in- 
digenous to its wooded habitat. It is an origi- 
nal architectural statement, rather than an 
eclectic imitation of a Japanese teahouse, but 
it artfully suggests the spirit and the disci- 
plined serenity of Japanese architecture in 
the use and finish of its natural materials 
and in such subtle touches as the skillfully 
proportioned redwood grilles at the tops of 
the windows. 

Lower left and opposite: The pervasive 
glow that reflects from the soft, resawn 
surfaces of Western red cedar walls and 
ceilings in the twelve-foot-tall living room 
is a foil for the green-blue landscape with- 
out. The warm hues of reclaimed brick in 
the chimney, the molten cast of the pewter- 


surfaced brass fireplace hood, and the sun- 


struck surface of the carpeting all contribute 





to an effect of Arabian Nights opulence in 
this house of moderate cost. The window 
grilles are mounted inside the glass surfaces 
and can be removed easily for cleaning. 
Like the exterior treillage, they shade the 
glare of the sun but allow light to come 
through, softened and patterned. The trans- 
lucent blinds of delicate bamboo splits were 
custom-made in Japan. Full-length glass 
doors open out onto the deck, extending the 
already spacious living room. Sharing floor 
space with the stepped-down living room, 
but set apart from it by the chimney, is a 
skylighted alcove just large enough for let- 
ter-writing or a game of bridge. 

Top left: The dining room has a splendor 
of its own, from Persian rug to prismed 
Spanish chandelier. It is separated from the 
alcove by a four-step rise and a low storage 
counter; otherwise, the flow of visual space 
from the dining room, back across the alcove 
and through the living room, is unimpeded. 
Above: The kitchen, too, is bathed with a 
shimmering skylit glow that falls onto the 
surfaces of its birch-and-redwood cabinets 
and handmade floor tiles. The kitchen opens 


onto the deck for easy serving. MORE

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Above: The secluded master bedroom is lo- 
cated just off the entry but is buffered from 
it by a small, adjoining sewing-reading-sit- 
ling room, at right in photograph.

Like the setting for a precious stone. the enclosing walls of this house | 
hold at their center a jewel, the turquoise complex of pool and_ patio, I 
There. at the heart of the house, the boundless plain of Texas is reduced 
once more to human scale. And almost every room of the U-shape house 
turns walls of glass to this sheltered oasis. 

From the outside. the house. designed for the Walter Davis family, 
reveals little of itself. A small grove of trees screens the entrance from the 
street. Solid walls of Mexican brick stand against the canopied outer door. | 


Above the walls rise the separated roofs, their steep, seamed design 











reminiscent of the French mansard. The door itself, clearly a unique 





design, is massive and intricately carved, like some lavishly decorated 
shield. Beyond this door, a walkway flanked by two moatlike pools, each 
with a single jet of a fountain splashing welcome. 

Enter the house itself. A gallery stretches around the interior rooms. i 
Now the house opens out. unfolds. and reveals endless views of itself. The 
ceilings rise and fall in delightful surprise. And there, in the center, 
like the secret garden of an ancient mogul, is the hidden pool, the green - 


oasis. This. a voyage of discovery carefully plotted by the architect,

Opposite: A view of the living room show- 
ing the marvelous sense of space—open 
through and lifted overhead—achieved at the 
heart of the house. How was it done? Slid- 
ing glass doors leading to the patio spread 
sunlight through the room; vaulting panels 
of oak take the eye upward to clear white 
ceilings; a close harmony of color tones— 
warm butter yellow, topaz, and tangerine— 
blends the furnishings with the structure it- 
self. The sofas are custom made, covered in 
linen velvet. The rug is from Spain: the 
floors, Virginia greenstone. Over the fire- 
place, repeating the warm yellows, a paint- 
ing by Hiram Williams. 

Above: View from the dining room through 
the living room to the study. Columns of the 
same Mexican brick stand, deep in plants, 
as the only division between these three 
areas—each is separate. but the eye trav- 
els uninterrupted for more than 60 feet.

For many, even in this time of exciting innovation, the grace 
of an earlier America exerts a not-to-be-denied magic. The 
house on these eight pages is a superb example of those quiet 
pleasures enjoyed today. 

If Edward Mulford. original master of this East Hampton 
house, could come back to take a look at it. he would find its 
sturdy charm unchanged by the passage of a century and a half. 
On second glance he might bat an astounded but approving eye 
at the newfangled bathrooms. the magical kitchen. the modern 
heating system put in by Mr. and Mrs. James Monroe Perkins, 
the present owners and the first to be neither Mulford kin nor 
connected with the family’s shipbuilding firm. 

The Perkinses. however. approached the remodeling and re- 
furnishing with all the appreciation and affection that could be 
hoped for from direct descendants. plus the artistic expertise 
evidenced by their local enterprise. the Hampton Gallery. 
Despite its ownership, the house continues to be known as the 
Mulford-Baker house, so-called since 1841 when it passed to 


Captain Edward Mulford Baker, namesake and nephew. More

Top, left: Upstairs guestroom plotted for peace- 
ful prettiness. White walls, a sand-pale rug: 
dark furniture, dark floor. Blue-and-white toile 
de Jouy for the spread, the curtains, with the 
bedstead painted in one of the toile’s blues. 
Heightening trick that might be copied in any 
low-ceiling room: extending the curtains full- 
length, from ceiling to floor.

across Lake Michigan sits a strong, rugged example of the new 
geometrical architecture. For all its spare. simple structural 


grammar, it is a home of enormous comfort and warmth. It 
reveals its furnishings from the lake side with the candor of 
a doll’s house. You can readily see the uses of the rooms: 
bedroom, living room, dining room, kitchen, and playroom. 
Set squarely above this row of rooms are the children’s bed- 


rooms. roofed with saw-toothed gables, triangles repeating. A 


powerful silhouette to match a powerful view. 














Designed for a doctor’s family of six, this house has a con- 
temporary point of view that is clear and confident. Almost 
stark in its uncompromisingly gabled lines, it has, facing the 
lake, an entire wall of glass, giving each room its own vista of 
wind and wave. To offset the shifting scenes of nature, the 
architects, Binckley Associates, and the interior designer. 
Sheldon Gordon, evolved simple but strong settings which would 
not compete with the drama taking place outside. 

Seen from the lake side, opposite, blazing with light from 
its almost 80-foot expanse of window, the house seems to ride 
the bluff like a great ship against the night sky. Each room 
opens to veranda or balcony which, in addition to extending 
the usable space of each room, serve as outdoor corridors. 
Visually, they act as cohesive horizontal elements, tying the 
flat-roofed extensions at each end to the upward-reaching cen- 
ter section. The copper-sheathed folding-plate roof was used, 


say the architects, “to give interest and a sense of shelter to 


the second-floor bedrooms, as well as to decrease the apparent 
height of the building.”

A discussion by the distinguished critic EMILY GENAUER 


Until quite recently, one used to know—perhaps one should 
say to recognize—a work of art. It was there, on a wall or 
a pedestal. And while one might not be sure how good it 
was, or how long it would seem good (goodness being no 
more certainly built into art, made by man, than it is into 
man himself, made by God), it was clearly A Work of Art. 
An artist, that is, had made it, bringing all his training. his 
skill, his sensibility, his emotion, to projecting and contain- 
ing within its plainly defined limits his view of the world, 
his exploration of himself, his perception of new relation- 
ships between ideas and forms and materials, his assertion 
of power over inert matter. 

If it soothed. or it stirred, or its shapes and colors worked 
for one’s temperament or one’s home—and its price for 
one’s pocketbook—one might buy it and live with it. And 
that was that—and it still is. for a great many people, and 
a great many works in museums, galleries, studios, and 
homes all over America. 

To note this here is to follow the prescription of the late 
and distinguished art historian, Bernard Berenson, when he 
insisted, in the introduction to his book Aesthetics and His- 
tory that every art writer must state very clearly, “at the 
outset,” whether he is “thinking from the point of view of 
the producer of the work of art, or of its consumer.” 

Obviously I am thinking here of the point of view of the 
art “consumer.” Only I’m not at all certain the two could 
ever have been separated as sharply as Mr. Berenson implied. 


And I’m certain that they cannot be, right now. 


For instance. there are artists today—many of them very 
good—whose aim is deliberately to erase from their works 
all signs of their training, skill, and sensibility. to deny men- 
tal and manual disciplines, and to make their works rather 
a celebration of spontaneity and improvisation. (If they are 
successful, it is. I insist, because their training. skill. and 
sensitivity have been so deeply ingrained they cannot be 
inoperative.) 

There are other artists, also good, who think their intuitive 
emotional responses to the facts of the physical world and 
the tensions of their inner world are their private affair. 
Their concern in their work is only with mental and manual 
disciplines. Their conceptual approach is so circumscribed 
that it hangs on no more than a line, a pattern, a shape, 
repeated with small variations in work after work. Their 


manual discipline is so austere they attempt to remove from 





Miss Genauer, art critic on The New York World Journal Trib- 
une, was recently appointed by President Johnson to the Na- 
tional Council of the Humanities, the only journalist so honored. 
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their final efforts even the shaping marks of their hands; 
indeed, one vanguard group, loosely called ““minimists,” turn 
over their “conceptions” to a shop or factory. in order to 
guarantee that there will be nothing distractingly “hand- 
made” in their execution. 

How shall Mr. Berenson’s “consumer,” confronted by this 
denial—on the part of artists of great seriousness—of all 
he has been taught to value, come to terms with the new art? 
And should he bother? 

The second question should be tackled first, I think. He 
is bothering. Never has interest in new art forms been great- 
er than it is today. Never has the public responded so quick- 
ly to the exhibition of these forms in museums strung across 
the country. Yet galleries in New York are uneasy these 
days because while the public. including collectors, attends 
in greater numbers than ever, many are apparently unmoved 
to buy the works they find so exciting. Visitors are relating 
to art’s energy. its dynamism, its character as theatrical 
spectacle. The public has become more audience than con- 
sumer. The developing relationship is most often between 
viewer and _ artist-as-personality, not between viewer and 
work-of-art-as-part-of-his-habitat. 

And here I come to the point on which I disagree with Mr. 
Berenson. Knowing the point of view of the producer of a 
work of art can lead the consumer directly to his personal 


involvement with it. 


Perhaps the first thing for him to know is that many 
artists today, especially young ones, don’t envision their 
works as complete, self-contained entities synthesizing even 
their transient image of the seen or the unseen world. These 
artists—they do not include all artists. by any means, but 
rather the ones whose art is most apt to trouble us—don’t 
paint a landscape or still life or figure or even an abstrac- 
tion, which can be hung comfortably over a fireplace or sofa 
and viewed as a window opening on a private dream, a mem- 
ory. or a sensual experience which the observer is invited 
to share. They don’t carve or mode} sculptures that can com- 
fortably be set in whatever harmonious space is available. 
rather like an electric bulb plugged into the nearest outlet, 
there to give off warmth. light, and energy. 

There is. plainly. a fascinating paradox in the relationship 
between artists and their world today. As the chaos and ihe 
irrationality of nations, the vulgarity of commercialism, the 
sheer filth of polluted air and waterways increase, certain 
artists are seeking a detachment from the whole scene, a 
coolth without which the artists find it impossible to create 
art objects with any pretense to meaning. Traditionally they 
would seek escape in recollections, reveries, or imagination. 
Or they would protest, in a voice that might, in a day before 
the air was filled with the sound of bombs, be heard and 
make a difference. 

In a sense they still do. They surrender to improvisation 
or caprice, making “toys” with bits of debris picked up off 
a junk pile, while they tell us something about our time of 
galloping obsolescence. Or they content themselves with tech- 
nical experiment. Or, fascinated or frightened by the techno!

The shimmer, blaze, and dazzle of a tree in full 
flower speaks, in its season, for itself. But even when 
the blossoms are gone, the tree remains in all its leafy 
glory. Some, like the crab apple and hawthorn, have 
handsome fruit following the flowers. Some, like the 
sourwood and Washington thorn, have spectacular 
foliage in the fall. And there are those, like the dog- 
wood, that have all three—marvelous flowers, fruit, 
and fall color. 

And, of course, every flowering tree can be counted 
on for the bounty of cool summer shade, and the 
striking sculpture of bare branches in the winter. 
A delightful exception, in its winter form, is Magnolia 
grandiflora, which holds its shining leaves the year 
around. 

No matter where you plant them, trees in flower 
will dominate the scene. To dramatize the impact, 
place them where they stand against the open sky. Put 
them, if you can, to the east or west, where they are 
viewed against the sun as it rises or sets. Every flower 
will assume a halo. The tree will glow as if lighted 
from within. For the best effect, choose the trees on 
which the flowers appear before the leaves—such as 
the cherry, redbud, and dogwood. 

A flowering tree, if planted to be seen through a 
window, will brighten the whole room, and, on the 
street, will do the same for a neighborhood. There’s 
nothing in a garden that gives such generous reward 
for so little attention. Few, indeed, are the flowers 
that need be planted only once and increase in number 
every year. 

Because it gives so much, asks so little, and has 
beauty that increases with the years, a flowering tree 
is a wonderful plant to give. Its a matchless living 
symbol for occasions to remember. 

There are flowering trees for every climate, and 
with bloom in every season from early spring until 
frost. On page 218 is a list of 20 of the best all-around 
flowering trees in approximate order of bloom. On 
the following pages, some are shown at the height 


of their splendor. 





The crape myrtle (Lagerstroemia indica), glory 
of Southern gardens, simply overwhelms itself 
with color from late summer to early fall. Besides 
this watermelon red. there are shell pinks, laven- 
ders, and whites.

A NEW ROLE 
TO PLAY 


The days of the plain ceiling may be numbered. In 
the last decade as much has happened to ceilings as 
has happened to the design of houses. Not only do 
ceilings look different, but they’re playing a relatively 
unaccustomed role in home comfort. 

A ceiling can absorb the throb of folk rock, send 
_down a blanket of heat, transmit light to almost any 
intensity, deliver cool, dehumidified, electrostatically 
cleaned air (or a Bartok concerto). provide a 
thermal barrier. Though not likely, it’s conceivable 
that a ceiling could perform all of these functions 
simultaneously. 

Perhaps even more important, ceilings have joined 
floors and walls as a decorative surface. Oddly enough, 
its as if we all suddenly discovered that a ceiling 
belongs to a room; that it, too, ean show texture, color, 
and pattern; that it, too, can influence the mood and 
setting ina room. Illustrated in various forms on these 
four pages are several examples of the latest turn 
of events: 

Suspended systems: As do many innovations in 
home building, suspended ceilings became popular 
originally in commercial use. And it was in that highly

Coffee 





Garlic is always excellent with roast 
lamb but is left out in this particular in- 
stance, since the potatoes are delicately 
flavored with fresh garlic and one should 
not, correctly, serve one flavor on top of 
itself. Also, the fact that the potatoes were 
rich with cream and cheese precluded a 
creamy dessert. Hence the tarts, bright with 
lemon. Fresh green beans, always delicious 
with lamb, added some much needed color 
to the dinner plate. For this menu we sug- 
gest a good dry red wine, such as a Beau- 
jolais or a Bordeaux.

Roast Leg of Lamb 


5- to 6-pound leg of lamb 
Butter or salad oil 

Salt : 
Freshly ground pepper 
Watercress 


Brush the meat with butter or oil. Place 
the lamb on a rack in a roasting pan and 
place in a preheated 450° oven for 15 to 
20 minutes, basting every 5 minutes. Re- 
duce heat to 350° and continue roasting 
for 1 to 1144 hours (150° on the meat ther- 
mometer) for medium-rare; for well-done, 
14% to 1% hours (160° on the meat ther- 
mometer ). 

Place on a hot serving platter, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, and allow the meat 
to rest for 20 minutes or so before carv- 
ing. Garnish with a bouquet of watercress 
or parsley. 

Make certain your dinner plates are 
very hot. as lamb cools quite quickly. 
Serves 8 to 10.

Jean-Claude Szurdak’s* 
Potatoes Dauphinois 


2 cups milk 

1 stick (144 pound) butter 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

3 pounds (about 4) large baking potatoes 
6 cloves garlic, peeled 

1 cup heavy cream 

Freshly grated Swiss cheese 


Combine the milk, butter, salt, and pep- 
per in a large, heavy saucepan and bring 
up to a boil slowly. Peel the potatoes. wash 
and dry thoroughly. Do not soak in water 
or you will lose the starch the dish needs. 
Slice fairly thin, dropping the slices in the 
hot milk as you work, so the potatoes won’t 
discolor. When all the potatoes have been 
added, add the garlic and cream. Bring up 
to a boil slowly a second time and simmer 
for about 15 minutes or until the potatoes 
feel about half-done when tested with the 
point of a small sharp knife. Pour the po-

tatoes into a well-buttered fireproof baking 
dish that can go to the table.

Lemon Butter Tarts 


114 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

1% cup butter 

l egg yolk 


3 tablespoons ice water 


Sift flour, sugar, and salt together. Then 
work in the butter with a pastry blender 
or two knives until the mixture is mealy. 
Beat up the egg yolk with the water and 
work into flour until the pastry holds to- 
gether. Chill. 

This amount of pastry will fill 15 to 20 
tart pans, depending on the size. Any un- 
cooked pastry will freeze perfectly. 

To make tarts, roll out pastry on lightly 
floured board and line the tart pans neat- 
ly. Prick the bottoms with a fork to pre 
vent the pastry from buckling. Bake in a 
preheated 350° oven for about 20 minutes 
or until pastry is golden.

AMERICAN 
COCKTAIL 


When anthropologists of some future time come to examine 
the American culture, the Cocktail Hour will certainly be 
one of the tribal rituals given close attention. Its influence 
is all-pervasive. Recently a pediatrician prescribed medicine 
for a five-year-old. to be taken four times a day. Asked if he 
knew when to take the medicine, the child answered: “Break- 
fast. lunch, Martini time, and dinner.” 

Apocryphal or not, the point is that the story could be 
true. The Cocktail Hour is, for many adults, a sacrosanct 
time, and children have come to recognize it. Whether the 
hour is still Martini time, though, is another question and 
one, among others, that this report hopes to answer. 

Much has happened to the cocktail hour—and to Amer- 
ican drinking habits in general—in the past 20 years. Things 
were simple in the old days—or so it seems now. Cocktails 
meant, except in rare cases, Martinis or Manhattans. There 
were, of course, Whiskey Sours, Daiquiris, Old Fashioneds, 
and others, but unless hosts made a point of serving them, 
guests were more or less expected to stick to basics. High- 
balls and “hard” drinking were usually reserved for after 
dinner, though stubborn holdouts would be grudgingly ac- 
commodated if they asked for special service. 

Now all this has changed. There are new liquors unheard 
of ten years ago, new combinations of old liquors, and new 
ways of serving the old standbys. The changes began grad- 
ually but are coming with a rush now. This year will see 


even greater shifts in the popularity of certain drinks. Why

has all this come about, and what does it mean for the hostess 
concerned with offering her guests what they like? 

The revolution may have begun soon after World War I. 
but it got its biggest push with the discovery of vodka about 
1950. Here was a liquor which, because it had no strong 
flavor of its own, mixed easily and well with all kinds of 
fruit juices and other good-to-taste ingredients. It was a 
natural for beginning drinkers. who no longer had to go 
through a period of “acquiring” a taste. And as the popula- 
tion explosion hits the drinking ages (3.260.000 Americans 
will reach 21 this year), the trend to these smooth-tasting 
drinks can be expected to accelerate. Vodka has already 
caught up with gin in popularity and is expected this year 
to surpass Scotch. 

How are people drinking vodka? With every juice and 
mixer imaginable, or without anything, on the rocks. At the 
cocktail hour, the most popular is probably the Vodka 
Martini, though the Screwdriver (with orange juice) is seen 
in more places at all times of the day (it’s the big drink at 
brunch). The Bloody Mary, first of the tomato-juice drinks, 
is still a favorite and has spawned a new family: the Maria, 
with tequila; the Danish Mary, with aquavit: the Bloody 
Betty, with Dubonnet, and others. 

All the old standbys have been added to the vodka reper- 
toire, by simple substitution of liquors: the Vodka Gimlet, 
the Vodka Collins, the Vodka Sour. Vodka and tonic, etc. 
Of the many exotic vodka drinks introduced in the past few 
years, two have achieved enough status to suggest they will 
be here for some time: the Bullshot, a soothing mix of vodka 
and bouillon (which led to the new Bloody Bullshot—see 
recipe), and the Mule, a years-ago drink brought up to date 
by mixing 7-Up and lime juice with vodka. 

Once vodka had broken down the barriers of traditional 
drinking habits, other new tastes have quickly followed. 
Tequila, unknown ten years ago except to visitors in Mexico, 
is suddenly quite the fashion, but apparently with a flavor 
appeal that will make it a permanent part of the cocktail 
spectrum. The big tequila drink is the Margarita (made with 
orange liqueur and lime juice), but tequila is also used as a 
replacement in the Bloody Mary, as mentioned. and in the 
Screwdriver and the Old Fashioned. Few Americans take 
tequila in its classic form: straight, after a lick of salt from 
the back of the hand, with a slice of lemon. 

Stranger still to classic cocktail drinkers is the introduc- 
tion of cordials into various mixes. But there is no denying 
their popularity. The Black Russian is an example. It is made 
with vodka and coffee liqueur, served on the rocks. To turn 
it into a White Russian, add a little cream, or substitute 
white créme de cacao for the coffee liqueur. Another cordial- 
based drink is the Rusty Nail, which combines Drambuie, a 
Scotch-based liqueur, with Scotch itself, mixed half and half 


and served on the rocks. 








For rum drinkers, the standard has always been the Dai- 
quiri, but a new drink has moved in from the South Seas: 
the Mai-Tai. A complex arrangement of lime juice, Orgeat, 
Curacao. and rum, it is most easily made at home with a 
prepared mix, to which rum is added. The vogue for experi- 
menting has also brought on the Rum Old Fashioned and 
the Rum Sour. 

Another popular, and different, approach to the cocktail 
hour has been brought back from abroad by thousands of 
traveling Americans: the apéritif. These flavored wines are 
drunk in two ways—straight. usually on the rocks, or mixed 
with each other to blend the flavors. Perhaps the favorite 
is the simplest: sweet and dry vermouth, mixed half and half 
on the rocks, with a twist of lemon. Two other popular 


drinks are based on the Italian apéritif, Campari: the Ameri- 


cano and the Negroni. For a full report on the range and - 


interest of apéritifs, see House BEAUTIFUL’s story, “A Parti- 
san View of Apéritifs.” in the November, 1966 issue. 

Before bringing a new drink home, many persons try them 
out in bars and restaurants. This is only good sense. It costs 
very little to sample a drink this way. Besides the drink itself 
will be properly mixed. giving you a fair first-time test. 
Many of the new drinks do pass the test and are finding their 
way into the home. 

One proof is the phenomenal increase in the use of pre- 
mixed. bottled cocktails. Years ago no proud host would 
consider serving a bottled cocktail. It would have reflected 
on his talent at the bar, and, perhaps a more grievous sin, it 
would probably not have suited the tastes of his guests. The 
quality of the premixed cocktail today has changed all that. 
Many persons have been introduced to the premixed cocktail 
on planes. discovering how good it can be. 

The convenience of the bottled cocktail cannot be under- 
estimated. For persons in their 20’s, brought up on the multi- 
tude of premixed and packaged foods, there seems little 
reason not to make life as easy at the bar as it now is at the 
range. If they are at all unsure of a recipe or doubtful of 
their mixing ability, the work has all been done. Even for 
veteran hosts. the bottled cocktails, which now include as 
many as 14 different types, take the trouble out of offering 
some of the new drinks. It is significant that the greatest 
increase in the use of these prepared drinks is in the more 
exotic and difficult-to-make cocktails. rather than the standard 
Martinis or Manhattans. 

Another approach to the problem of the hard-to-make 
cocktail is the bottled mix, to which only liquor need be 
added. Since these mixes are nonalcoholic, they are easily 
available in food stores on a regular shopping trip. Here 
again, convenience has proved itself the key to popularity. 
There are now really good mixes for the Daiquiri, the Mai- 
Tai, the Bloody Mary, the Sour, the Bullshot, the Screw- 


driver, and many others.

How has the great American Martini withstood the assault 
of these newcomers? Despite their success. the Martini is 
still without question the favorite American cocktail. It is the 
standard against which all the others are compared; it is the 
one to which drinkers return after flirtations with the attrac- 
tive newcomers. 

Has it changed? Yes, in many ways. It is sometimes made 
with vodka, though as yet not as often as with gin. The pro- 
portions of liquor to vermouth seem to be stabilizing at 5 
or 6 to 1, instead of the outlandish figures that were the 
vogue some years ago. The once popular Gibson is going 
out of style. The kind of gin used is far more important 
now than it has ever been. Imported gin, primarily from 
Great Britain, seems to have found a soft spot with American 
Martini drinkers. They are specifying these brands in bars 
and buying them to serve at home. In the past 15 years con- 
sumption of imported gin has gone up from 60,000 cases to 
over a million. It is partly a matter of being “in.” but 
partly. too, a change in taste, since there are subtle dif- 
ferences in gin flavor. 

So the cocktail hour is still, for many. Martini time. 
For others, it is time to try the new. But for all, it is a time 


for quiet pleasure at the end of a day.

HABITAT 


... as it was in the beginning 


L lively account of how we furnished the first Ameri- 


can interiors, taken from a new book by Ishbel Ross 


Karly American homes, lacking the importations and the 
work of native craftsmen that later enriched them, were hol- 
low shells until the settlers overcame the forces of nature, 
established themselves in comfort, and furnished their barren 
rooms. The battle for survival long preceded the drive for 
comfort and ultimate luxury that characterizes the American 
home today. It took time and infinite effort to create set- 
tings with furnishings beyond the primary needs of life. 
The polish was slowly applied as a second generation of 
children born to the pioneers asserted themselves with the 
buoyancy of youth and laid the foundation for the great 
assortment of styles cherished by Americans in the last three 
centuries. 

Household possessions were so sparse at first that family 
life focused around enormous fireplaces. The first 17th- 
century houses, built with the native woods by yeomen used 
to farming and handling simple tools, consisted of a single 
room with a chimney at one end. The next step involved a 
second chimney at the other end, and finally one great cen- 
tral chimney became the heart of the home. 

While the men coped with a primitive world outdoors, the 
women by degrees beautified their houses with their spinning 
and weaving. But at first they slept on straw pallets before 


the fire. warmed by deerskin, and they rose each day to face

ica, to be published in the fall by Thomas Y. Crowell Company. 
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a world devoid of the barest necessities. It was 1640 before 
a family of substance could boast of blankets. rugs. stools 
and chairs. andirons and spoons. Often whole families drank 
from one bowl and ate from one trencher: cream was 
skimmed with wide clam shells, and gourds served as bowls, 
dippers. and bottles. They ate with their fingers and pocket 
knives and mopped up with napkins. 

Their varied inheritance soon asserted itself in the furnish- 
ings they devised for their houses. They had brought a few 
simple tools, as well as a wealth of memory and association, 
which soon served them in putting together their homes and 
in meeting everyday needs. The British colonists in New 
England, Virginia. and Maryland. the Dutch who settled 
along the Hudson, and the Swedes who made the Delaware 
their base dug deep roots that flowered with the growth of 
the Republic. Once they had broken land, coped with the 
Indians, built simple houses, and strengthened themselves 
with the produce of land and sea, they set about creating 
a new civilization, instinctive and derivative at first. with 
much that was imported, but acquiring in time a patina of 


its own—the American way of life. 
From craftsmen, the earliest decorations 


As towns and villages took form, craftsmen and artists 
sprang up like magic to copy, to create. to beautify, to adapt. 
There were joiners and coopers. wheelwrights and car- 
penters, butchers, tanners, shoemakers, and blacksmiths. 
These men stood next in importance to the farmers and mer- 
chants who were building up the communities. Soon they 
were designing carved brackets and nail-studded doors; mak- 
ing weather vanes, grave or gay, like the grasshopper over 
Boston’s Faneuil Hall; turning out American pottery, crudely 
shaped but beautifully colored: and copying the elegant 
1Sth-century furniture of Thomas Chippendale, George Hep- 
plewhite, and Thomas Sheraton. 

When the eagle was adopted in 1782 for the great seal of 
the United States, it was pounced on as the motif for all 
manner of decorations—carved, painted, engraved, embroi- 
dered, or stencilled on such trivial items as butter molds and 
such major pieces of furniture as highboys, mirrors, and 
beds. The carvers, coppersmiths. iron and tinplate workers 
flourished as they designed tin chandeliers, devised eerie 
headstones decorated with skeletons, or fashioned urns and 
plaster figures for garden walks. They made sturdy furni- 
ture, hammered plain silverware, often from coin, fused their 
own glass, forged tools, and built carriages. They had black 
walnut and white pine for furniture, cedar for shingles, and 
sturdy oak to build their houses. Many of the early trenchers 
were made of poplar, and they had bottles and drinking cups 
of wood before pewter came into general use. Buffed to the 
sheen of silver, pewter soon became the pride of every house- 
wife who owned it and the favorite gift for brides. In Dutch 
households the pewter plates and earthenware were neatly 
arranged in open cupboards. 

Philadelphia was the fountainhead for the skilled crafts- 
men. They fostered an American look, though drawing 
inspiration from English design books. The Newport cabinet- 
makers avoided fads and stuck to earlier designs. They 
favored the classical shell, the fluted column, and Chinese 








fretwork. Craftsmen soon penetrated all the growing centers, 
but the less skilled simplified the designs characteristic of 
Philadelphia and Newport. Shells became fans. rosettes 
dwindled to pinwheels. Leather- and stone-cutting flourished 
in New England. Charleston turned out china and pottery, a 
craft that soon developed everywhere. since china was scarce- 
ly known in America before the Revolution. and earthenware 
of Spanish platters served for general usage. 

The homely word cupboard began to be heard around 
1647, and it took many forms, but meanwhile the chest had 
been firmly established as the receptacle for personal belong- 
ings, and it became an ornamental as well as a useful article 
of furniture. The Dutch chose to paint their chests, cup- 
boards, and mirrors with bright colors. Many were carved 
and paneled, with molding and pendant drops. The Connecti- 
cut chests had sunflowers and tulips. Brides cherished dowry 
chests, often done in polychrome. Witty sayings and _his- 
torical allusions were sometimes buried in the fruit and 
flowers, the parrots and thistles of the painted chests. When 
one drawer was added, the chest of drawers came to life, 
to be followed by highboys and recessed shell cupboards. 
Built-in cupboards with latticed glass doors were often in- 
stalled at the recessed windows, or there were wide window 
seats under the arch. Corner fireplaces lined with gay Dutch 
tiles gave added interest to the informal room. 

The scalloped open cupboard was distinctly American in 
origin, and captains’ wives from New England who sailed the 
seven seas with their husbands brought home Chinese por- 
celain and lacquer, as well as British glass and silver, to 
display on its open shelves. After 1810 the pure Colonial 
style was freely mixed with imports from the Orient as well 
as from Europe. Gorgeous fabrics came from India and 
China, brilliant with foliage and exotic birds. Wainscotted 
rooms were hung with tapestries or Spanish leather. Suits 
of armor and coats of mail brightened dark, small rooms in 


early Jamestown. 
The cabinetmakers arrive 


Cabinetmakers came from England during the 18th Century 
and set up in business in the larger centers. By using the 
abundant white pine, they were able to undercut imported 
pieces. Their work furnished many of the early houses, for 
journeymen cabinetmakers traveled west and south with 
carts, taking orders. But among them a few cabinetmakers 
of distinction emerged. The most remarkable was Duncan 
Phyfe (1768-1854) who, in his New York workshop, made 
furniture that survives today, notable for its delicate carvings 
of acanthus leaves and the lyre, its subtle varnish, charac- 
teristic dog paws, and the Grecian curve of chairs and sofas 
designed originally for Greek Revival houses. Phyfe used 
only choice woods and studied contemporary taste. He 
worked in Regency style, and late in life concentrated on 
decorative Empire pieces. At one time he employed a hun- 
dred workmen. In his own era, American householders could 
buy his sofas for $122, his chairs for $22, and a pair of card 
tables for $140. 

Some of the early beds were imposing objects, standing 
well off the floor to allow for the trundle bed to be rolled 
beneath them. Twin beds under one canopy had curtains

designed to keep out the “unhealthy” night air. Long before 


woven wire mattresses came into use, around 1870, wool, 
feathers, sea moss, paper shavings, straw, and hair were 
used to stuff mattresses. Featherbeds brought warmth and 
comfort. however unhygienic, and the Dutch liked to shut 
themselves up in a curtained alcove bedstead closely re- 
sembling a closet. New Englanders preferred the bedstead 
that they could hook to the wall with a network of rope, 
making way in the daytime for the spinning wheel, the wool 


winder, and the cradle. 
For sitting and dining 


Only slightly less important than the bed were the trestles, 
stools, and benches that preceded chairs and tables. The 
earliest dining tables were long, narrow boards, often only 
three feet wide, supported on trestles. They were frequently 
made from the packing boxes and chests coming in with 
stores from England. But late in the 17th Century, dining, 
serving, and tea tables supplanted the trestle, and in many 
homes fine linen and lace took the place of the early table- 
cloths made of Osnaburg. holland, or huckaback. The tip- 
top table with pie-crust edge soon added grace to innumer- 
able rooms. The writing table—a bureau that had evolved 
originally from the wall desks of the monks—carried the 
Renaissance influence into many American homes. From this 
came the commode, a dominating piece of furniture in the 
bedroom of every home, converted into a washstand with a 
marble top. 

By the end of the 18th Century, highboys, lowboys, desks, 
chairs, cupboards, and assorted tables, many with scrolled 
pediments, pilaster treatment, or carved relief, were part 
of the more substantial American home. John Adams, visit- 
ing his friend Nick Boylston’s home in 1766, was struck by 
the elegant dinner, the Turkish carpets, the marble tables, 
rich beds with crimson damask curtains and counterpanes, 
painted hangings, and spacious garden—“the most magnifi- 
cent I have ever seen.” 

The Bostonian’s love of books was reflected in the glass- 
fronted library bookcases derived from Chippendale, and 
the need for study surfaces resulted in the large library tables 
that abounded all through the Victorian era. Chippendale 
built a bookcase with library steps folded inside it, during 
the era when everything had to be enclosed. But many 
years earlier Benjamin Franklin had put a stepladder with 
hinges underneath his fautewil, and he liked to show his 
visitors how he forked down books from the upper shelves 
with calipers at the end of a pole. 

But nowhere was there greater variety than in chairs, and 
here the native American cabinetmaker made a solid reputa- 
tion of his own. His chair backs were sturdier than those 
of the Sheraton and Hepplewhite style. Simplicity was the 
main characteristic of native furniture, like the American 
Shaker pieces, which were practical, well-built, and devoid 
of ornamentation. In fact, imagination was first brought 
to bear on simple carpentry through creation of good chairs. 
From the day when public attention was drawn to Lord De! 
ware’s green velvet seat in Jamestown Church, consi 
efforts were made to provide comfortable resting pla

At first chairs were reserved for the master of the house 
or the honored guest, while lesser mortals used settles, stools, 
or benches. They were sturdy before they were graceful; 
the first or “wainscot chairs,” were of solid oak with square 
backs, occasionally carved or paneled. Thin cushions covered 
with damask added a touch of ease as time went on. 

The next variation was an oak chair with a high back and 
cane seat, cane having come into fashion during the reign 
of Charles I. Next came the slat-back chair, usually with 
a leather seat, followed by the rush-bottom Windsor chair, 
which was named for George III. Before the Revolution, it 
was more popular in America than it was in England, and 
it sold in quantity. Easy chairs appeared early in the 18th 
Century, and the winged fireside chair with shell-carved 
knee and deep cushions had the place of honor. It was often 
upholstered with the Turkish or Irish stitch, and the colors 
were usually red or green. The early Dutch chairs, fore- 
runners of the Queen Anne and Chippendale styles, had a 
provincial charm of their own, with Spanish feet and rush 
seats. The Dutch, above all other settlers, paid attention 
to warmth and physical well-being, with their warming pans 
filled with hot coals, their huge painted kases and kaleido- 
scopic tiles spreading color in all directions. The claw and 
hall feet of the bowlegged Dutch chair led to their being 
known as “crowfoot” or “eaglesfoot” chairs. 

Between 1720 and 1750 the delicate Queen Anne chairs 
were turned out by native cabinetmakers. with the cabriole 
leg and slippered feet of Danish origin. By this time the 
classic Chippendale, Sheraton, and Hepplewhite styles were 
affecting all manner of household furnishings, including 
chairs. The native craftsmen became successful imitators, 
and soon a great hodgepodge of chairs was scattered around 
the American home, some of local production, like the Brew- 
ster and Carver chairs. 

The rocking chair became more or less a national symbol 
when President Kennedy took office, but it has been part of 
\merican life since the 1770’s, when slat-backed chairs were 
first converted into rockers. They made an early appearance 


in Philadelphia, and Benjamin Franklin has been credited 


» with their invention, but the point has never been proved. 


Since nearly all the earliest models had been converted, 
they were strongly suggestive of cradles. Then Lambert 
Hitchcock, noted for the excellence of his chairs, turned 
out stencilled rockers that were cheap and sold well early 
in the 19th Century. A variety of models soon flooded the 
inarket, until the rocking chair became a symbol of simple 
family life in America. In buying her furniture, a bride 
thought first of the family bed, then of a rocker for the 
parlor. The “rocking settee,” a combined bench and cradle 
that enabled a mother to rock, knit, and read. was a popular 
novelty for a time. 

The brightly painted Windsor rocking chairs, with comb- 
backs and stencilled vines and garlands, were short and 
bumpy in their motion. Longer_rockers were tried, to give a 


more satisfying swing. The tall, straight models without 
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arms were soon abandoned in favor of the fiddlebacks of 
New England and the Dutch rockers with upright stiles and 
block-turned front legs. The cabinetmakers of New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont made chairs with wider spindles than the 
Windsor type, and some were of bamboo, tulip, ash, or maple. 
At no time in its history did the rocking chair add grace or 
style to the surrounding décor, but the better examples were 
well adjusted to the human frame. and their soporific quality 
soothed several generations before the automobile whipped 
up the craze for speed. 

Even in the modern décor, the landscaped and Chinese 
wallpaper of an earlier era may rest harmoniously. They 
are among the most interesting reminders of Colonial days, 
when they adorned the drawing rooms and dining rooms of 
town and country houses. The Chinese and flowered wall- 
papers accented the Chippendale furniture turned out by 
Philadelphia cabinetmakers. The Oriental trade had brought 
this influence to bear on furniture, porcelain, and the wall- 
paper that came in scrolls on rollers. Glazed English wall- 
paper, with exotic birds painted separately and applied to 
verdant backgrounds, enlivened somber rooms. and Italian 
landscapes done on sepia paper, with classic ruins in the 


background, adorned many a formal dining room. 
The paint colors 


Although white paint is usually associated with the Colo- 
nial scene, it was not used to any extent before the 19th 
Century. Pearl and cream were applied to the dining room 
and parlor of the Governor’s Palace at Williamsburg in 
1727, but the “bluish or lead color” used at Yale College 
in 1738 was more characteristic of the period. Painters used 
a wide range of colors. but the New Englanders leaned to 
yellow ocher and a crimson made from red lead mixed with 
lamp black. Prussian blue and Spanish brown, Venetian red 
and a dull green appropriately known as verdigris were 
widely used before the Revolution. But years earlier the 
pioneer women had dyed their homespun with the color 
squeezed from roots and herbs—brown from butternut hulls, 
reds from ground madder root. yellow from onion skins. 
beige from sumac. 

In the more sophisticated age, ceilings had tinted plaster 
or papier maché finish, and staircases had elaborately turned 
balusters. Fluted pilasters were intrinsic decoration in many 
homes. The sunflower design was common on stairways and 
hallways, particularly in Philadelphia. Walls were often 
hung with damask, velvet, or satin, and rooms were named 
after the color of their hangings rather than that of their 
paint. Curtains and valances were heavily lined and fell in 
rich folds with the lambrequin finish, or they were of calico. 
lightly strung from rings on a rod. Fringes, ropes, and swags 
abounded even down to the 20th Century. Calico, chintz, 
and copperplate linen were the popular fabrics in 1765, and 
history was repeating itself when the yellow satin and red 
brocatelle of the romantic past came to life again in the 
1960’s. A dash of Victorian plush was revived by smart 
hostesses who had tried everything else. They even trafficked 
in horsehair, the sepulchral upholstery that first made its 
appearance in the early 19th Century as “flowered horsehair” 


and “fancy haircloth.” ©

great chefs were imported to cater 
to a clientele of princes and po- 
tentates. But this back-to-nature 
social hegira is only one facet of 
the museum. A modest typical 
hotel is shown. The life and ac- 
tivities of early lumbermen, ice- 
makers, guides, hermits, and art- 
ists are documented. A gallery is 
hung with Adirondack art. The 
one-room cabin of artist Gustave 
Wiegand is restored, “done” with 
furniture concoctions ala mode in 
the woods—a_ bark-shaggy birch 
bed, a cabinet mosaicked in twigs. 

Appropriate to this land of 
lakes, an international history of 
the boat is traced in one building 
of the museum. culminating in a 
display of the Adirondack guide 
boat. now a rarity, but a hand- 
some, cleverly balanced craft 
made like jewelry.

Sprinkle the gelatin over 1 cup of 
cold water to soften: dissolve the 
instant coffee in 1% cup cold water. 
Combine the yolks. coffee, Y cup 
of sugar, and the salt in the top 
of a double boiler. Place over 
boiling water and cook, stirring 
constantly. until the mixture has 
thickened. Take off the heat and 
stir in the gelatin and vanilla. Set 
aside and cool. 

Beat the egg whites until they 
hold a soft shape. Add the re- 
maining sugar gradually and con- 
tinue beating until the whites hold 
firm, shiny peaks when the beater 
is held straight up. 

Beat the heavy cream until it 
holds a shape, fold into the egg 


whites carefully, then stir in the 
coffee mixture. 

Pour into a l-quart soufflé dish 
and chill until firm. Serves 6 to 8.

Cover generously with cold water 
and bring up to a boil over moder- 
ate heat. Simmer for 10 minutes, 
skimming constantly to remove 
any scum. Drain and wash under 
cold water quickly. Dry both the 
meat and bones thoroughly. Rinse 
out and dry the casserole. 

Melt enough butter to cover the 
bottom of the casserole with a 
good film. When hot, sauté the 
veal cubes (don’t crowd the pan) 
over a moderate heat until light- 
ly brown. Add the bones and just 
enough of the broth to cover the 
meat. No more. Add the thyme, 
bay leaf, shallots, plenty of nut- 
meg, salt, and pepper to taste. 
Bring up to a boil, cover, and 
simmer over a low heat for about 
1 hour or until the meat is al- 
most tender when pierced with 
point of a sharp knife. Mean- 
while, combine the ground veal 
and pork with the bread crumbs, 
egg, salt, and a generous season- 
ing of nutmeg. Shape into very 
tiny balls about the size of a wal- 
nut. Melt some butter in a heavy 
fry pan, add the meat balls (don’t 
crowd them) and sauté until they 
have taken on a little color. Add 
to the stew. Toss the mushrooms 
in the juice of half a lemon; add 
them to the stew. 

Work together 4 tablespoons 
of butter with the flour to make 
a beurre manie. Drop into the 
stew in tiny balls, stirring until 
well mixed; simmer, stirring, un- 
til broth has thickened. 

The blanquette can be prepared 
to this point early in the day and 
reheated over a very low fire. Do 
not cook further. 

Just before serving, spoon a 
little of the hot broth into the 
beaten eggs, then stir the mixture 
into the stew. Heat, but do not 
bring it to a boil or the sauce 
will curdle. Take off the heat and 
stir in the remaining lemon juice. 

Serve in a heated tureen with 
a sprinkling of parsley. Serves 4 
to 6. 


Cognac Cream 


1 stick (14 pound) sweet 
butter 

2 cups sifted confectioners’

It is inviting, when the entrée 
is cold, accompanied by cold vege-

Double Consommé, flavored with 
Sherry, prepares the palate for the 
Apricot Glazed Ham and the Po- 
tato Salad dressed with Mustard 
Mayonnaise. Bite-size biscuits 
with sweet butter are a pleasant 
change from some of the more 
ubiquitous breads. Since this is 
not an extraordinarily rich meal, 
the rich Dacquoise is an _ ele- 
gant finale. Because of their fra- 
grant bouquet, a white wine such 
as a Rhine or a Moselle would be 
our choice. 


Baked Ham With Apricot Glaze 


Place the ham in a roasting 
pan, fat side up, in a preheated 
300° oven and roast, uncovered, 
without basting. Allow about 20 
minutes per pound cooking time. 
If your ham is very large (over 15 
pounds) allow about 16 minutes 
per pound. At the end of the cook- 
ing time, take the ham out of the 
oven and remove any rind. Then 
score the fat by cutting it in long 
diagonal slashes in one direction, 
then crossing these cuts with di- 
agonal slashes going in the oppo- 
site direction. Push whole cloves 
in the diamond patterns. 

Heat a 12-ounce jar of apricot 
jam, then push through a sieve. 
Spoon the jam all over the fat sur- 
face of the ham and return the 
ham to the oven for about 30 
minutes or until the glaze has set. 

Place on your handsomest plat- 
ter, with parsley garnish; and 
serve at room temperature.

Allow it to steep until the 
broth is cold. 

To clear the broth: Combine 
the cold broth with egg whites 
in a heavy saucepan. place over 
a moderate heat, and bring up 
to a boil, beating constantly with 
a wire whip. When the broth 


reaches a boil, the egg whites 





will have formed a crust on top 
and little geysers of the liquid 
will bubble up through the crust. 
Reduce the heat to the lowest 
possible point and put an as- 
bestos pad under the saucepan. 
Allow the broth to stand for 15 
minutes, Take off the heat and 
strain through a fine sieve, lined 
with damp cheesecloth, into a 
bowl. Make sure the sieve is 
well above the liquid. Cool and 
perfume with Grand Marnier. 
About 1 tablespoon or slightly 
better.

—and they are very real and 
ever present factors in our vis- 
ible world. 


ere isn’t an altogether new 
phenomenon. Almost a_half-cen- 
tury ago there was founded in 
Germany—by Walter 
Gropius, then a young architect 


Weimar, 


and now a world-celebrated one— 
a school of art called Bauhaus. 
[ts principle was that man’s cre- 
ative force finds its highest ex- 
pression not in the individual iso- 
lated work of art, but in a col- 
lective expression of the  struc- 
tural and decorative arts. 

The Bauhaus influence on ar- 
chitecture and industrial design 
was strong. But it was also so 
strict, so disciplined, so doctrin- 
aire. that in time, as its products 
took on a dated, period look, it 
waned. 

One may debate the Bauhaus 
belief that better than the efforts 
of minor talents claiming to be 
artists are the joint efforts of 


creative craftsmen. The fact re- 
Bauhaus, until its 
1933, Hitler’s

The fissures or perforations in 
the tile face definitely absorb 
noise. This action would make it 
much easier, for example, to 
hear a friend speaking to you in 
a normal voice during a crowded 
and highly vocal cocktail party.

Textured paint, applied to ei- 
ther plaster or drywall ceilings, 
turns a smooth surface into one 
that is pebbly, stippled, or spat- 
tered.

is simply mixed with 
water before application. Enough 
powder to make a gallon of 
paint costs in the neighborhood 
of $5. Colors include white. off 
white and several pastels. A coat 
of textured paint does wonders 
covering up minor cracks, stains, 
and imperfections in a ceiling. 
Wallpaper a ceiling? Well, of 
course. Used judiciously, a pa- 
pered ceiling can enrich the dé- 
cor of more than a few spaces 
in your home—a_too-functional 
kitchen or bath, for example. A 
bare stairwell ceiling, perhaps, 
or an ugly closet. No special pa- 
pers or adhesives are required 


for a ceiling application, al- 


though you’d be wise to choose 


a yinyl-surfaced paper for an 


area subjected to a great deal of 
moisture—directly over a show- 
er, for instance. 

Vinyl-surfaced wallboard serves 
the same purpose as wallpaper 
on a ceiling, but eliminates the 
papering step. Of course, the 
range of patterns and colors is

current spectrum of wallpaper 
designs. But it includes a sur- 
prisingly large number, some of 
them textured, many simulating 
popular wood grains. The panels 
can be nailed to joists or an ex- 
isting ceiling. Some manufactur- 
ers also recommend applying the 
boards with an adhesive. Nearly 
every producer of gypsum board 
makes vinyl-surfaced wallboard. 


Wood paneling 


Paneling is an old-timer on 
ceilings. It lends a formal, rather 
regal air to a room, although it 
can also be quite dramatic (wit- 
ness the photograph on page 188). 
The good news about paneling 
today—for any surface—is the 
flexibility that new materials of- 
fer you. Between plywood and 
hardboard panelings, just about 
every decorative wood in the 
world is represented, either in 
reproduction or in true veneers. 
And the prices spread from a low 
20 cents a square foot to over $1 
a square foot, less installation. 
In addition, you can still buy 
many solid wood panelings. All 
these materials are applicable 
for new or remodeling work.

De chefs always use freshly ground black pepper? No. Profes- 
sional chefs are purists about this and always use finely ground 
white pepper, known as the table grind, in any dish where the 
pepper might show.

This is 
much easier than before these wonderful bags, when you had no 
choice but to place the food in a container that rarely accom- 
modated the food’s shape. It’s advisable to set the bag in a pan 
so that, should there be any leakage. the marinade will drip into 


it. For this we recommend the double-wall quilted bags.

}} hat is a turkey roll? Boneless turkey meat. made into a roll 
in such a way that slices provide both white and dark meat in 
natural proportions. The roasts. as they are sometimes called, 
are marketed in ltwo- to ten-pound sizes and should be thawed. 
before roasting. in the refrigerator (it will take one to two 
days) or under running cold water in the original wrapper. 
Remove the wrapper to cook, leaving the string on the bird. 
To roast: Rub with salt and pepper, place in a pan on a rack in 
a preheated 350° oven, brush with melted butter. Roast, basting 
occasionally with melted butter, until a meat thermometer in- 
serted in the center registers 170° or 175°. A five- to seven- 


pound roast will take from 3 to 31% hours. 


yy hen are mangoes in season? In May, June, and July (their 
peak months), and in August. Native to tropical Asia, they 
are now raised in Florida and imported from Mexico and the 
West Indies. A delicious fruit. the flavor is not unlike a combi- 
nation of apricot and pineapple. To serve. peel them as you 
would a banana, or halve them. remove the stone, and eat with 
a spoon, Select fruit that is solid and not too soft to the touch 
for the best quality. The green mango is an important ingredient 
in chutney.

i hats the difference between fresh white and yellow sweet 
corn? From a nutrition standpoint, the Fresh Fruit and Vegeta- 
ble Association tells us, white isn’t in the same league with yel- 
low. In a national popularity contest, yellow would win hands 
down. However, there are many people who prefer white. finding 
it more tender and sweet. The corn season has been stretched to 
the point where it is available virtually all year, although it is 
not in good supply from October through March. 


Wrat is “shoe peg” corn? Quoting from Burpee’s catalog, 
“Very sweet, pure-white kernels with tender skin that is a gen- 
eral favorite for home gardens. canning, and freezing.” Popu- 
larly known as “shoe peg” because of the appearance of the dry 
grains, which are thin and narrow, ily is, happily, available in 
cans and is delicious. 


I hat is the meaning of Argenteuil in cooking? Argenteuil is 
the name of a district northwest of Paris. famous for asparagus. 
Thus the many dishes designated as Argenteuil are made or 


garnished with asparagus in one form or another. 


i hat are beefsteak tomatoes? They are, surprisingly, nol a 
special variety at all, but simply extremely large tomatoes. Best 


used for slicing. 


Waa does a la provencale mean? A dish made with tomatoes 
and garlic. sometimes with garlic alone. It often includes olive 
oil. which is native to Provence—a part of France famous for its 


culinary specialties in which garlic plays a major role. 


elles: do you line a cake pan? Grease the bottom and walls thor- 
oughly with butter or vegetable shortening (if it’s a tube pan, 
be sure to grease the tube). Place the pan on a sheet of wax 
paper and mark the shape with a pencil, then cut out with scis- 
sors. Place paper in the bottom, then grease well. In some in- 
stances. the sides of the pan must be lined, too. To line the sides 
of a tube pan, take a length of wax paper about 13 inches long,

cut in two lengthwise, then cut the two pieces the same width 
as the depth of the pan (use a ruler to measure). Fit into the 
greased pan, allowing the ends to overlap slightly, then grease 
very thoroughly. To line the sides of a loaf or similar straight- 
sided pan, cut lengths to fit each side exactly, the same width as 
the depth of the pan. Fit, then grease thoroughly. If brown pa- 
per is called for, follow same directions. 


What utensils should not go into the dishwasher? Very few. 
The extremely hot water is hard on antique or hand-painted 
china; rubber and wood will quickly lose their new look: heat- 
resistant hard plastics are safe. but soft ones get distorted: cer- 
tain colored aluminums with special finishes are apt to fade: 
some aluminum may discolor, although its working ability is not 
affected; pots and pans with attached wooden handles should 
be washed by hand. and—important—so should fine knives or 
silverware with separate, attached handles, as well as china that 
has been repaired. 


tt it true that high humidity affects cooking? Yes. very often. 


Recipes calling for egg whites—such as meringues or frostings 
—and, particularly, brown sugar. Pastry. especially a very rich 
one, can also act up in hot weather. Best to avoid these when 
the weather is against you. 


What is the difference between “boil” and a “rolling boil?” 
Boil means, of course. when liquid has reached 212° on the 
thermometer at sea level. At this point, bubbles constantly rise 
to the surface and break. However, as you will see from study- 
ing recipes, many specify slow, medium, or fast boils. The 
slowest of all is even below simmer, when there is only the 
barest movement on the surface of the liquid (the French call 
this frémir—*to shiver”). To bring to a rolling boil means to 
allow the mixture to cook at the fastest boil possible, to speed 
up evaporation. 


What is raclette? From racler, to grate. it is a Swiss cheese 
fondue, a specialty of the canton of Valais. The cheese ‘s 
melted by holding it in front of an open fire, and the softened 
part is scraped off as it melts. Traditionally, the scrapings are 
served hot with potatoes. accompanied by a dry white wine. A 
small portable electric raclette stove is now imported into this 
country; this greatly simplifies the preparation of this interest- 
ing dish.

People, Places, Pleasures 


By DUNCAN MacDONALD 


Widely known for her daily interview program on New York’s 
WOXR, Miss MacDonald is an acute observer of the many 
worlds of esthetics, entertainment, travel, and the home 


GREEN AREAS SHRINK: Spring and summer can scarcely 
be mentioned without a thought of Joseph Wood Krutch, the 
distinguished naturalist and author, because he has staked out 
an imposing claim as a prophet of the sunny seasons, For many 
years he has been a close and affectionate observer of the peren- 
nial rebirth. In recent years, his point of observation has been 
Tucson, Arizona. 

In any conversation with Mr. Krutch, there seems to be an 
undertone of fleeing the city to go in search of nature in retreat, 
as he himself did in leaving New York to live in Connecticut, 
thence in Arizona. Before there were astronauts, he spoke of the 
possibility of getting aboard a space platform and seeing from 
there the green areas of the earth growing smaller year after 
year. He speaks in poetic terms about such a presumably utili- 
tarian matter as the survival of the human race. 

In his autobiography, More Lives Than One, he covers his 
former years in New York as a drama critic and his new life 
in Tucson, where he and his wife Marcelle have lived since 1952. 
He describes their home as a modest one, with an unobstructed 
view of the 9.000-foot Catalina Mountains ten miles away. Here 
the desert is a fascinating subject for his study, and one of his 
chief interests is the Arizona-Sonora Desert Museum, of which 
he is a trustee. 

In The Gardener's World, Mr. Krutch gives glimpses of 
gardens, and of what men have said about their gardens, from 
ancient times to the present. He points out that many of our 
familiar flowers have been in cultivation since very early times: 
the violet, the carnation, the daffodil. “Many of the methods 
used have also changed little. Pliny gives usable directions for 
grafting ... ‘The Georgics’ of the poet Virgil (1st Century B.c.) 
were intended to be sound both practically and poetically.” 

Joseph Wood Krutch accepts Voltaire’s conclusion: “We must 
tend our gardens.” He tends his philosophically at his desk but 
also with his trowel in the soil, which is just what Voltaire had 


in mind. 


CONTINENTAL LINK: If the creation of delectable food 
often comes about through an intimate relationship between 
garden and kitchen, so it is with George Lang—he is both 
gardener and cook. The Langs’ estate, “Harmony Hill,” at Pawl- 
ing, New York, embraces enough acreage for a considerable 
garden and an extensive kitchen. 

George has a special interest in cooking, having served his 
apprenticeship as a chef in France, Italy, and our own country 
before becoming an executive in restaurant management. 

The name Lang |= Hungarian, and like all Magyars, George 
has a particularly a‘‘ectionate feeling for friends and tends to 
gather them about |\im. After buying the house in Pawling, 
he acquired two adjacent tracts of land, and shortly persuaded 
his good friend, Janos Starker. the cellist, to build within a 
neighborly distance. Lured into similar neighborliness was

Amerigo Tot, the Hungarian-Italian sculptor, who is creating the 
Kennedy Memorial in Rome. 

The house at Harmony Hill dates back to 1796 and was oc- 
cupied during the Civil War period by the original owner's 
grandson, who was a surgeon in the Union Army. Living har- 
moniously in the house almost two centuries after its construc- 
tion are George and his wife Doe Lang—she is an actress of 
considerable gifts. 

The folk art of a dozen different counties of Hungary provides 
the design theme for a guestroom, and a warm atmosphere is 
created in the upstairs hallway by covering the walls with 
hundreds of photographs of family and friends, all taken. when 
they were children. 

The Langs’ small estate has an 18th-century wine cellar, an 
apple orchard, a large plot for vegetables, and an herb garden. 
One Lang specialty: tarragon liqueur made from tarragon 
leaves. 

Lang, the gardener: “Herbs are better coming from poor soil. 
The flavor is stronger. It’s a mistake to use fertilizer. Not all 
herbs need much sun, certainly not basil.” 

Lang, the chef: “Nasturtium is very special for salads, the 
seeds pickled in vinegar, the leaves chopped up and mixed in, 
the blossoms for decoration.” 

Thus speaks Squire Lang: gardener, chef, and gourmet. 


CONTINENTAL TILT: Neil Morgan wrote a book called 
Westward Tilt, and we tilt our attention toward the “old beach 
house” on a cliff at the highest point in La Jolla, California. 
Two hundred feet above the Pacific, the house and his studio 
nearby face one of the paths on the cliffs but are set back 
on the second tier so that neither is visible from the street. 

The title Westward Tilt was plucked like a plum from the 
pudding of Frank Lloyd Wright, who once said that the entire 
North American continent was tilted to the West, and anything 
and everything loose was slipping down the slope into California. 

From his writing vantage point in San Diego, Neil has had the 
opportunity of catching and appraising all that is slipping in 
and slipping out. His syndicated column, “Assignment West,” 
has received two important journalism awards. His new book is 
The Pacific States. 

When not writing, there are squash and snorkeling with 
daughter Jill and wife Judith, who is also a writer. 

As for the “barbecue” culture, Neil says it is a thing of the 
past. “We like to get out the crystal and the china and the 
sterling and enjoy a good meal with our fine California wines,” 
he says. “We usually entertain once a week with a small dinner 
party—never more than six or eight—since we like to talk. 

“The conversation turns usually to an idea that someone wants 
to share. It might be a lawyer with an absorbing case, It might 
be an editor, a businessman, or someone from the university— 
people who are intensely involved and have a great feeling 
about the problems they are dealing with. There is very little 
‘polite conversation. ” 

As a North Carolinian who made the westward trek to San 
Diego 20 years ago, Neil Morgan says: “I ihink we have a really 
vibrant society emerging on the West Coast that is perhaps to 





America what the East Coast once was to Europe—a place to 
begin again. a place to avoid past failings, and to try to do bet- 
ter. For many of us who have moved to the West, there is a 
feeling almost of emancipation in passing over the Rockies, be- 
cause here the mood is, why not? Give it a try! In this open, 
restless society a person has a chance to be himself, or to find 
himself, if he doesn’t know who he is—which is, after all, the 
heart of life.”

PLANT 
A CROOKED TREE 


An expert on more conventional gardening writes with 


affection of some whimsical and offbeat plantings 


By ELSIE LOUISE SCULTHORP 


We’re so conditioned to straight 
tree trunks that it may be star- 
tling to suggest planting a tree 
for its irregular shape. But if 
you'd enjoy an unusual and 
charming effect, a _ pleasingly 
asymmetrical tree may enhance 
some spot in your garden where a 
straight trunk would be common- 
place and uninteresting. Like peo- 
ple, a tree is more appealing and 
lovable when it isn’t perfect—a 
few faults, if they can be termed 
that, merely add to its interest. 
We need only study pictures of 
Japanese gardens to realize how 
much unusual beauty we have 
been missing because of our pre- 
dilection for straight trunks and 
symmetrical shapes. It has never 
even occurred to us to plant any 
other kind or, once planted, to de- 
liberately change a tree’s shape. 
We completely overlook, either 
through habit or lack of imagina- 
tion, the distinctive and decora- 
tive effect we might obtain with a 
nonconformist tree. Of course, 
the training and pruning of trees 
in Japan is a special, highly de- 


veloped and ancient art, but we 


can have fun with it on a small 
scale, even if we’re not experts. 

Perhaps you already have a 
small tree or a shrub which needs 
only pruning to develop an inter- 
esting shape. Most gardens have 
overgrown and perhaps neglected 
woody plants that would reveal, 
with pruning, good form and per- 
haps great beauty. Go into your 
garden and walk around looking 
at your plants with a newly crit- 
ical eye. You may have a hidden 
treasure. 

Or perhaps you can find a tree 
that has been relegated to the 
back row in the nursery because 
it is uneven or ill-proportioned. 
You may well buy the tree at a 
lower price, though from your 
new point of view, it will be more 
valuable. 

Or you might look for young 
trees or shrubs, in transplantable 
sizes, in your local woods, fields, 
and seashore areas. (Keep to 
areas in which it is permissible 
to dig.) If you find something that 
looks promising, consider it from 
all sides. Could it be pruned to

Williamsburg. dated August 30, 1798, between owner St. George 
Tucker and painter Jeremiah Satterwhite. See the Tucker house 


and others in “Color Discovery in Williamsburg.” page 167. 


Agreement Relating to the 
Painting of the 
St. George Tucker House 


The said Jeremiah Satterwhite agrees & undertakes to paint the 
Outside of the dwelling house, & part of the inside, together with 
the Kitchen & Dairy, belonging to the said St George Tucker in 
the City of Williamsburg, as herein after mentioned. & in the most 
compleat, & workmanlike manner; taking Care never to paint but in 
dry Weather, nor at any time when the part to be painted is not 
perfectly dry.—The tops of the House, Kitchen & dairy are to be 
painted with Fish-oil mixt in the paint, the oil to be well boiled 
Linseed Oil, but if it should not be sufficiently boiled, it is to be 
boiled to a proper Consistency. Every part that is to be painted 
is to have two good Coats well laid on, in the best Manner. St 
George Tucker hath provided about 240-pounds of best white Lead: 
half an hundred weight of Spanish brown; and the like Quantity 
of yellow Ochre, all ground in oil, and about sixteen Gallons of 
boiled Linseed Oil; he is further to provide as much fish-oil as 
will be sufficient to paint the roofs, & sheds. as hereafter mentioned. 
He has also provided eleven bottles of Spirits of Turpentine, and 
a sufficient Quantity of Tar, and the said Satterwhite agrees to 
keep an exact Account of the Quantity of each of these Articles 
that he may expend in painting the House. The said Satterwhite 
is to find his own Brushes and a pot to boil the oil, and paint. 
St George Tucker wiil provide ladders, & furnish every necessary 
Assistance to him. 

The top of the House, the roof of the Shed. and of the covered 
Way are to be painted with Spanish brown, somewhat enlivened, 
if necessary, with red Lead, or other proper paint. 

The sides of the House, and of the covered way, & the Ends of 
the house are to be painted a pure White. The outer doors a choco- 
late colour—the brick underpinning and the other parts of the 
house below the floor of a dark brick Colour, nearly approaching to 
a Chocolate colour. The Chair boards, picture slips, Windows, & 
other parts of the front & back passage (except the doors & door 
Cases, which are to be of Chocolate Colour) are to be of a pale 
Stone colour, or straw Colour. The two small side passages of a 
Mahogany Colour, except the part leading in the dining room, which 
is to be of a stone colour—The platform for the Steps, in front of 
the house, when finished, is also to be painted of a light stone 
colour. 

The top of the Kitchen, and of the shed leading from the Cellar 
to the Kitchen yard, are to be painted with Spanish brown, mixed 
with Tar, & fish oil, & well boiled together. The sides of the 
Kitchen of yellow Ochre, with a very small mixture of White Lead: 
the window frames & Sashes of straw-colour, or white: the sliders 
to the windows in Imitation of the Sashes. 

When the work is compleated St George Tucker agrees to pay 
fifty dollars for the same... .

FOR 
READING 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


The insistent demand to read 
more and faster—and with less 
fatigue—can't be met without 
good light. Good lighting begins 
with a good lamp. When you shop, 
if you understand what makes one 
lamp give better light than an- 
other, you can then choose for 
both beauty and performance. 

The brightness of a_ reading 
light isn’t of the most importance. 
but it’s what many people think 
of first. Keep the following in 
mind as a simple guide: A single 
100-watt incandescent bulb is not 
enough. No matter what the read- 
ing task, you need a minimum of 
120 watts. or the light of two 60- 
watt bulbs. Even 300 watts is not 
necessarily excessive. 

Don’t worry about overdoing 
the amount of light. You are more 
likely to sin by not having enough 
light than by having too much. The

ages of sunlight -sees best by 
bright light.

lighting ordinarily used at home. 
Contrast is the villain 


It is most important to avoid a 
pool of light shining on your page 
with the rest of the room in dark- 
ness. The eye can accommodate 
to very bright light or very dim 
light. But it can’t do both at the 
same time. If a reading light is 
more than three or four times 
brighter than its surroundings, 
the eye is under strain. 

You can’t escape seeing the 
background when you read. It is 
part of the visual field whether 
youre conscious of it or not. 
When a book is on your lap, you 
see it against the floor. When it’s 
on a desk, you see the desk top 
and the wall in front of you. Oc- 


casionally, too, you look up from

what you are reading. If the en- 
tire visual field isn’t 4% to 14 as 
well lighted as your page, you're 
putting a needless burden on your 
eyes. 

The fill-in lighting needed for 
this balance can be provided by 
ceiling fixtures, lighted valances. 
wall brackets, and/or the open 
tops of lamps. Light-color walls 
and furnishings reflect more light 
and thus become secondary light 
sources. Dark surfaces absorb 
light and increase contrast. Keep 
this in mind when decorating any 
area where reading will be an im- 
portant activity. Or arrange a 
reading corner where the balance 
can be controlled independent 
of the larger area of the room. 

It's not hard to achieve a bal- 
ance when the reader is seated 
at a desk that faces a wall. If the 
desk top is a dark wood, a paste! 
blotter can make it acceptably re- 
flective. If the wall is a dark tone, 
a light-key picture or tackboard 


can cover it. 
The perfect lamp 


Lamps can help reduce con- 
trast. A good reading lamp will 
throw 60 percent of its light down, 
but will also throw light upward 
and outward. Lamps designed 
primarily to be decorative often 
throw only 40 percent down. The 
shape of the shade does it. Get- 
ting a shade with a larger bottom 
opening may be all that is re- 
quired to improve the amount and 
spread of down light. A bottom 
diameter of 16” is considered 
minimum for a table-lamp shade. 

The position of the light bulb 
inside the shade also affects the 
amount of down light. If the 
socket or sockets are in the low- 
est part of the shade, more light 
will go down. Putting a shade 
riser under the finial is often all 
that is required to raise the shade 
and bring the bulbs to a corre- 
spondingly lower position. You 
can buy risers at many dime 
stores and most lamp shops. In- 
creasing shade diameter at the 
bottom from 14” to 16” and low- 
ering the bulb can nearly double 
the light. 

Many lamps have the bulb 
centered in the shade so it will 
be evenly illumined. If lowering 
the bulb creates an imbalance, a 
bulb can be added higher up to 
even it out. The traditional single 
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ieket, base-down lamp is not best. 
doesn’t give the spread or even- 
oss of light that two or three 


ilbs can give. 
hade problems and answers 


You don’t want to be able to 
ok down into a lamp or up in- 
de its shade. When a shade ts 
tallow, a diffuser both above and 
elow the bulbs can obscure this 
iew. Diffusing discs to fit’ any 
yle of lamps are available al 
imp shops. They cut the inten- 
ity of light by about 20 percent, 
a larger bulb may be needed. 
Avoid low-squat and tall-narrow 
hades. They don’t offer good 
ght spread. The same is true of 
ullets, goosenecks, and pole- 
ights. They are almost never good 
or reading. In addition to lim- 
ted light spread, and opaque, 
ontrasty shades, they have poor 
lifusion. Assign them to such 


ses as spotlighting pictures, 
jlants, or decorative objects. 


Light-colored shades have max- 


mum light transmission, but they 


wren’t always best. A shade should 
jlend with the wall in color and 
strong 


rightness to prevent a 


‘ontrast. Avoid opaque shades. 
They will create a dark area on 
the wall. They also have a strong 
cutoff at the shade edge between 
light and dark. 


Lighting a chair 


Whether you light a chair with 
a table lamp. floor lamp, wall 
lamp, or a lamp suspended from 
the ceiling, the bottom of its 
shade should be at or above eye 
level. The standard seated adult 
Bye level is 40” to 42”. 

A lamp beside you should be 
about 20” away from what you 
are reading, and about 16” back. 
When the lamp is behind you 
(placed near either corner of the 
chair), it is usually necessary to 
have its shade at 47” so you wont 
have to hit your head when you sit 
down.

To make 


it is necessary to pair table and 
lamp. If the total is a few inches 
short, you may be able to make 
up the difference by setting the 
lamp on a decorative block. The 
distance of the light from what 
you are reading is critical.

Lighting a desk 


\ desk against a wall is good. It 
vets light diffused from the wall, 
and it’s easy to bring the entire 
wall area to the right light level 
without regard to the rest of the 
room. A desk set in a corner gets 
light diffused from two walls. If 
either or both walls have win- 
dows, shades should be lowered. 
Unshaded windows don’t reflect 
light. 

Standard desks are 30” high. 
The eye level of a seated adult is 
about 14” above the desk top. The 
bottom of the lampshade should 
be at this height. [f it’s more than 
2” above eye level, there is likely 
to be a view up into the lamp. 

\ desk lamp should have a 
dense but not opaque shade. It 
should be placed 12” to 15” from 
the front edge of the desk and a 
minimum of 15” to the left of the 
work area for the right-handed, 
to the right for the left-handed. 
If one of your eyes is weaker than 
the other, you can favor it by put- 
ting the lamp closer to it. Best 
are two lamps on 30” centers. 
They take care of all factors. If 
they are of the pin-up or wall 
type. they won't take desk space. 
Each should have a 100-watt bulb. 
If vou have a single Jamp, it 
should have 250 watts. 

Lighting for a desk can hang 
from the ceiling or be on an ad- 
justable swing-arm or pantograph 
extension. [ it’s a pull-down type, 
the bottom of its shade must come 
down low enough so the bright 
inside of the shade is not seen. 
The advantage of a pull-down 
light is that you can put it up 
out of the way when not in use. 
You can also vary the intensity of 
the light by how close you pull it 
down to what you are reading. If 
you use a floor lamp at a desk, 
it should be 10” to 12” back from 
the. edge and about 15” to the 


side of what you are reading. 


Reading in bed 


If your point in reading is to 
fall asleep, you don’t want good 
light. Bright, contrasty light or 
dim, inadequate light will tire 
your eyes and make you sleepy. 
If you really want to read, the 
important thing to avoid is con- 
trast. Almost any good bedside 
lamp or lighting requires supple-

mentary lighting to reduce con- 
trast. Use a shade that throws 
good upward and outward light 
as well as one with good down- 
ward spread. 

[If the lamp is at the side of 
the bed, the bottom of its shade 
should be about 20” above the 
mattress level and the bulb cen- 
tered about 22” back from your 
reading. If the light is mounted 
on the wall behind the bed, it 
should be about 30” above the 
mattress level. This distance as- 
sumes you are sufhciently propped 
up so that your eyes are about 
20” above the mattress, and that 
you'll be holding your reading at 
a 45-degree-angle tilt. A suspended 
fixture should have its shade in 
the same position as a table lamp. 

[f there are twin beds, you need 
two fixtures. Sharing a fixture is 
not satisfactory. [Lf the ceiling fix- 
ture is a pull-down type, it can be 
centered 20” to your right or left 
and pulled down to eye level. If 
you have a fluorescent wall fix- 
ture, use a 33” tube for a single 
or twin bed; 48” for a double: o1

At the piano or organ 


Piano and organ lighting. 
properly done, require two lamps 
or fixtures. [f the light is all on 
one side, there is a moment ol 
adjustment and nonvision when 
the eyes travel from the lighter to 
the darker side of the music. The 
best kind of floor lamp is a dou- 
ble swing-arm type, its shade 47” 
above the floor, and open 10” at 
top, 16” at bottom. It should be 
about 13” in front of the lower 
edge of the music rack and about 
22” to left or right (or both) of 
the keyboard center. 

Ceiling lights are the least con- 
spicuous. Two can be placed so 
that light crosses and illuminates 
the score and keyboard uniform- 
ly. Or use an adjustable fixture 


(surface or recessed) with a 150- 


watt PAR flood bulb, centered 
24” in front of the music rack and 
tilted toward it. 


The case for high intensity 


In the past few years many 
miniature low-voltage lamps have 
come on the market. They use 


automobile bulbs as light source. 


They are sold for use in reading, 
sewing, and hobbies. These lamps 
give about half the light of a 
100-watt bulb, but because they 
are set close to the work and have 
a small spread, they offer an in- 
tensely bright light. 

While these lamps do not sat- 
isfy the recommendations of light 
engineers, they are immensely 
popular and are widely used for 
reading. The only conclusion is 
that they satisfy certain human 
needs not considered by a purely 
light-engineering approach. 

A pool of brightness in a sea 
of dark may not make it easy for 
the eyes, but it may make it 
easier for some people to concen- 
trate by shutting out the sur- 
roundings and their distractions. 
Light focuses on the reading and 
nothing else. For students—and 
for those reading in bed—these 
lights minimize disturbing others 
who may be in the room and who 
don’t want light. Also, eyes vary 
in their demands, just as indi- 
viduals vary in their ability to in- 
terpret what is seen, and_ the 
bright, concentrated light of a 
high-intensity lamp conceivably 
may help some people to see bet- 
ter (or be more relaxed). 

High-intensity lamps do have 
valuable uses (other than for 
reading) in any household, so 
with no investment risk, you can 
do a little experimenting on your 
own to see if they can help you 
develop lighting for reading that 
satisfies you more than conven- 
tional methods. Some people use 
high-intensity lamps as an aux- 


iliary to standard reading lights. @

Color, literal and figurative, awaits you everywhere. Here is a personal, preferential listing of some 


of the brightest sights that can meet the traveler's eye in the great kaleidoscope of color called the world 





Color, like beauty, is in the eye of the beholder 
a highly personal preference. Observation persuades 
us, however, that the whole world loves a sunset and 
will go to considerable inconvenience to behold the 
most famous of them. Probably sunset at the Grand 
Canyon wins hands down as the most awe-inspiring 
and flamboyant. Mexican productions (see above) 
run a pretty close second. 

Our own favorites are farther afield and subtler. 
In Japan, on Ago Bay where pearls are cultivated in 
picturesque glamour, the sun sets a memorable pale- 
lemon silver, silhouetting the pearl rafts in curious 
black geometry, streaking the quiet bay with a light 
that is almost phosphorescent—a sight guaranteed to 


lure all tourists away from their Martinis in the 


Kashikojima Hotel bar and out onto the balcony to 
marvel. This is the quintessence of color experience 
in one of Japan’s most colorful regions. This is a 
neighborhood touched with mystery, with every tree 
and rock full of meaning, because it is the birthplace 
of nature-attuned Shintoism.

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COLORS 
WE 
HEAR 


The concept that “sound is color made audible, 
and color is sound made visible” 

has inspired countless efforts to translate 

sound and color into each other 


By RICHARD FREED 


When Sergei Prokofiev conducted the first performance of 
his Scythian Suite in 1916, what shocked the audience in St. 
Petersburg’s Maryinsky Theatre most of all was the 24- 
year-old composer's audacious use of raw, brilliant orchestral 
colors. As Stravinsky had done in The Rite of Spring three 
years earlier, Prokofiev used a huge orchestra to paint primi- 
tive scenes in stark. blaring tones—a far cry from the dis- 
creet pastels of the classical era. or even the voluptuous hues 
of Mahler and Strauss. With eight horns, five trumpets, an 
augmented percussion section, and extra woodwinds, he 
piled color upon color as a painter might do with a palette 
knife. At the end of the suite, the blazing yellow of the risen 
sun came streaming into the ear with the immediacy of one 
of Van Gogh’s Provencal fields, throwing shimmering white 
sparks (by means of a hammered cymbal) and intensifying 
into the almost blinding impact of the real thing. 

These are some of the colors we hear. Though Prokofiev's 
particular use of them in the Scythian Suite shocked that 
early audience. and though the new colors Wagner intro- 
duced in Tristan und Isolde had brought a major revolution 
in music, no one has ever objected to the basic idea of music’s 
being colorful, in any context. Just as we speak of painting 
in terms of loud or soft or muted tones, we refer to bright 
or hazy, warm or cool colors in music. The very word timbre, 
which Webster defines dryly as “the quality of tones dis- 
tinguishing voices or instruments,” is rendered in German 
as Klangfarbe—literally, “‘sound-color”—and in all lan- 
guages we speak of Ravel’s “orchestral palette” and refer to 
Stravinsky’s Petrushka as a “kaleidoscopic” score. 

Music, after all, has always been the most color-conscious 
of the arts. In fact, it might be said that the first abstract 


painting was done in sound, centuries before the idea mate- 


rialized on canvas. Many of the great organ works of Bach 
and, before him, Buxtehude, would surely fall into such a 
category, exploring the tonal spectrum for stunning coloristic 
effects and achieving them brilliantly, despite such bland 
titles as Prelude and Fugue or Passacaglia and Fugue. In our 
own time. the contemporary American composer Meyer 
Kupferman has been quoted (in the annotation accompany- 
ing a recent Serenus record of his music) as having this to 
say about his Divertimento for Orchestra: 

“My main objective in the Divertimento was to explore 
color in a great variety of forms—quickly shifting instru- 
mental colors, the byplay of rhythmic patterns, active 
splashes of color in the orchestrations. changing hues caused 
by sudden alterations in tempi or the size of the ensemble.” 

There is an “impressionist school” in tone-painting. too, 
and, like its visual counterpart. it is associated mainly with 
French names. Debussy’s famous Afternoon of a Faun may 
not conjure up an actual picture of the scene described in 
Mallarmé’s poem, but the work rarely fails to evoke a vivid 
color-impression in the mind of the listener (who may be 
totally unacquainted with Mallarmé). Various shades of 
green—tfrom the lush opulence of tropical foliage to the 
blanched, steamy shadow of the color of sunbaked grass— 
seem to fill this music for most listeners, though others hear 


it in terms of iridescent blue, rose. or purple. 
Pointillism in music 


So many post-Webern composers seem to have adapied the 


painting technique of Seurat to music, consciously or un- 


consciously, that Seurat’s word pointillisme has been used to 


describe their style in which isolated, disjointed tones add 
up to a musical whole. Like its visual counterpart. such 
music requires a certain perspective on the part of the 
receptor; while it may not stimulate as direct an emotional 
response as the more traditional styles, it has a vast emo- 
tional potential of its own, once it is approached with the 
proper understanding. 

What we generally have in mind when we speak of “color- 
ful” music is nothing quite so involved with philosophy or 
emotion, but simply the direct and obvious sparkle of a score 
all aglitter with the brilliant rhythms and tones that make 
up the sonic spectrum. The colors we perceive by the ear in 
most cases reflect those we might perceive by the eye. as in 
Debussy’s Nuages (“Clouds”), which the composer himself 
described as “fading away in gray tones tinged with white.” 
But there is also music that seeks to depict specific colors in 
sound, just as some compositions are intended to tell stories 
or paint pictures. Such musical representations of colors 
themselves are generally in a poetic or mystical context. 

Hans Sachs, the very real 15th-century cobbler-poet- 
musician celebrated in Wagner's Die Meistersinger von 


Niirnberg, affixed such labels as (Continued on page 193)

Historically speaking. the paint industry is in the midst of

revolution. A generation ago, few people would have con- 
sidered painting a wood surface. inside or outside, with any- 
thing but a linseed-oil-based product. And most of our 
parents can probably remember seeing whitewash used. But 
to the younger set. water-and-lime mix (which figured in 
a Tom Sawyer episode. you'll recall) has meaning only as a 
colloquialism, Although linseed-oi! products still account for 
about 40 percent of the paints sold, they are declining each 
year.

What’s happeni Plastics are happening. Plastic resins 
stirred into newer solutions are the base for a range of paints 
and finishes that perform in ways undreamed of three de- 
cades ago. 

Who would have thought. for example. that you could 
coat a wall with a liquid that produces a surface nearly as 
impervious as—and looking like—a hard. baked-on enamel ? 
(That's the catalyzed epoxy group.) Or paint that all but 
eliminates blistering on exterior siding (the latex family). 
Even the thought of thinning paint and cleaning brushes with 
water retains a certain amount of novelty. 

These changes in paints have occurred so rapidly it’s not 


always easy for the paint contractor to keep up. much less 


for you and me. Words such as “vinyl.” “acrylic.” “ure- 
thane.” “alkyd.” and “epoxy” pop up on labels more. fre- 
quently all the ime. To clarify the picture, this report will 
look at each generic type separately; then discuss what 


paints are best applied to typical house surfaces—outside

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and inside: and conclude with answers to questions often 


asked by owners faced with the prospect of painting. 


Latex paints 


Variously called “rubber-base” or “water-base” paints 
when they first were introduced in 1946 on a large scale. 
latex paints have been gaining popularity, at a remarkably 
swilt clip. Biggest reason is the fact that they mix in water. 
are thinned with water, and, after the surface is coated, 
brushes and rollers can be cleaned with water. In addition. 
because wet lap marks on the wall blend into one another as 
they dry, the amateur painter finds it easy to turn out a 
smooth, professional-looking painted surface. Although some 
are advertised as odorless, latex paints do have an odor, but 
its not objectionable to most people and it fades quickly. 


Latex is a word that covers several varieties of paint ve- 





hicles—the liquid that binds the paint pigment. Included are 
styrene-butadienes (Sherwin-Williams Kemtone. for exam- 
ple): acrylics (Martin Senour’s Acrylic-Latex) ; polyvinyl 
acetates (Dutch Boy Latex) and PVA-acrylics (Benjamin 
Moore’s Moorgard). Since these are reputable companies, and 
they are. for the present at least. committed to certain types. 
how can you best select the generic variety your home 
needs? Depend on recognizable brand names, national or 
local. A paint chemist might be concerned with minor dif- 
ferences between, say, a PVA and an acrylic. but it’s highly 
unlikely you would be able to distinguish one type from an- 
other if the labels were stripped from the cans. 

There are, however. differences between the latex paints. 
Interior and exterior types. for example. There are flat latex 
paints recommended only for inside walls. There are exterior 
mixtures designated specifically for concrete and masonry. 


Be sure to choose the right paint for the right surface. 


Recent developments 


Newcomer on the scene this year is a gloss (but not high- 
gloss) latex enamel for interior trim. The paint will flow 
over and adhere easily to any wood surface, whether it is 
uncoated or previously coated, even with an alkyd- or oil- 
base paint. The new paint, made by a half-dozen of the 
largest companies. carries all the advantages of other latex 
paints. but has the qualities of a soft-glowing enamel. 

Not as new, but still a surprise to many homeowners, are 
the exterior latex paints. Added to the values already men- 
tioned about latex. these paints deliver another important 
plus. They permit porous siding such as wood or concrete 
masonry to “breathe.” That is. the latex paint penetrates. 
but does not clog or seal the surface. As a result, normal 
household moisture can escape through the siding and 
doesn't disturb the paint film. You probably know. that 


moisture 





not necessarily poor paint—is the cause of paint 
blisters in conventional coatings. This happens because oil 


paints do normally seal the siding (Continued on page 190)

LLIAMSBURG 


By MARION GOUGH 


There’s always something new under the hollies and crepe 
myrtles of Colonial Williamsburg, because this impressive 
restoration of Virginia’s 18th-century capital owes its lively 
validity to continuous research. In the scent of box and mag- 
nolias, the visitor is almost sure that George Washington is 
still supping at Christiana Campbell’s or that Patrick Henry 
is holding forth in the House of Burgesses. But not a nail 
is driven or a curtain hung without recourse to the re- 
searchers’ findings. Let them unearth one more fact, and the 
restorers are right on hand to change whatever must be 
changed to bring the past to life. 

The latest disclosure has to do with color—and it has al- 
ready put a new tint on the face of Williamsburg houses 
and may well change the looks of modern painted houses. 
Out of the archives comes word that those trim and tidy 
houses were awash with color—this, when they have always 
been assumed to be primarily white. 

The source for this is a painting agreement made by St. 
George Tucker, the eminent 18th-century jurist who had as 
sharp an eye for color as he had a head for the law. Be- 


low, you see his handsome wing-spread house as it appears 


in its present modest white coat. Look above. and see. il 
colored as he ordered it in his precise, no-nonsense agree- 
ment of 1798. which we quote on page 42. 

With this lively scheme as a clue, Williamsburg archi- 
tects went to work on other old houses. scraping through 
layers of latter-day paints until they reached the original. 
They've proved that color was definitely “in” on the outside 
of old Williamsburg, and a pretty sophisticated palette it 
was, based on the earthy pigments of the time. They found 
a spectrum of shadowy ochres. from bisque to gold to tan, 
tints of clay and stone from palest putty gray to deep slate 
blue. robust ferrous reds. and browns bland as creamed col- 
fee or deep as dark sable. Rare was the one-color house. See 
in the ten newly painted restored houses on the next four 
pages how colors were played against each other in siding, 
trim, shutters. cornices. contrasted with a subtlety that, in 
modern terms, is smartness. 

Further news. Thirty-three colors from the 18th-century 
Colonial Williamsburg palette have been developed in a 
group of modern house paints. For more about this and 


for the color schemes used for each house, see page 203.

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Archibald Blair House, a sunny sight on 


Market Square, néwly and authentically 
painted as its early owner might have or- 
dered it. The house itself, typical of the 
eenerous and subtle color usage of the old 
days, is the palest green, like a young birch 
leaf in sunshine, with columns and_ blinds 
of dusty gold, the trim an ever so slightly 
deeper gold-tan, the porch deck and _ step- 


treads a serviceable taupe. The surprising 


brown-red door might in the old days have 
been colored with red lead tinged with the 
romantically named pigment, Spanish brown. 
In the detail of the entry and shutters, above, 
you can discern the minute, perfectionist 
differences in tint and tone which, when the 
house is looked at as a whole, seem to en- 


velop the building in a pleasing aura of 





spring sunshine. 


Bracken House, twin-chimneyed in red- 
earth brick which was probably made from 
the clay on its site, has a paint scheme more 
subtle than its crisp look might suggest. 
Body of the house is a pale biscuit ivory, 
the trim is a slate gray, almost blue, shut- 
ters and door are warm, deep brown—al- 
together a look of smartness that many a 
modern glass-walled house could emulate. 
| As with all of these colorful exteriors, the 
depth and highlight of color change with 
the light and the seasons. Shown as it is in 
autumn, when the paper mulberry trees are 
bare, this house seems shadowed in mauve: 
in summertime light, colors look warmer.

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Chowning’s Tavern, where modern-day 


travelers, like thei 18th-century forebears, 
may avail themselves of hearty country 
food, ‘“sallad,” “Chowning’s good bread,” 
and ale, and in clement weather pleasure 
themselves under a scuppernong grape ar- 
bor, called for a six-color paint palette. Un- 
der its cedar shake roof, the house and its 
dormers and window mullions are white, but 
refer to the detail of a door, above, to see 
how several colors are used to clarify its 
veometric pattern: panels of tobacco brown, 
outlined in tan-gold molding, braced with 
stiles of black-brown. Shutters repeat the 
combination of black-brown and tan-gold. 
Doorsill is the frequently used taupe. The

James Geddy House, once the dwelling: 
cum-shop of Williamsburg’s most eminent 
silversmith, introduces the modern eye to a 
remarkable blue-green, so seldom seen that 
it’s brand-new. Contrasted to it, trim, blinds, 
pillars, and sheltered siding of the house are 
painted in an unexpected pale olive-green 
eray. accented in doors and mullions with a 
brown-red reminiscent of old New England 
barns. a subtle pick-up of the red that tints 
the 18th-century brick of its chimneys. The 
old silver shop occupied the part of the 
house where you see the bow window and 
the sloping door. To the rear, a nostalgic 
earden of boxwood is open to the public. 


Complete color schemes for all these Wil- 


liamsburg houses are given on page 203. 
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Ludwell’s Tenement, left, an early tene- 


ment still called by the era’s quaint name, 
is a transition in paint from. straw-gold 
siding to gray-gold blinds to biscuit dor- 
mers, sash, and under-porch siding, with 
cornices, posts, and trim in sage green. 
Pitt-Dixon House, opposite left, its fore- 
sighted fire ladder at rest on its roof, is 
painted with same straw-gold, contrasted 
with a deeper gray-green, which also out- 
lines the striking caramel brown of the door 
panels. Ivory on cornices and dormers 
makes the house seem higher, larger. 

Draper House, opposite right, is a smart, 
ereen-tinged gray, trimmed in white with 
shutters and door in a green that is almost 
brown. Of 33 authentic Williamsburg house 


paints, there are seven grays, ten greens. 


Brush-Everard House, left, famed for its 
*“18th-century gentleman’s library” and early 
Southern American furniture, now adds to 
its attractions a paint scheme of gold 
trimmed with white and biscuit, and a 
ereen door, dark and glossy as its back-gar- 
den boxwood trees, Williamsburg’s oldest. 
Nicolson Shop, opposite left, where a tailor 
plied his needle downstairs, lived upstairs, 
contrasts a sophisticated taupe trim = and 
white mullions against deep henna red. 
HlolUs Storehouse, opposite right, dis- 
tinguished by the Colonial grocer’s trade 
sign of three sugar loaves, is the same 
green-shadowed gray as the Draper House, 


but doors and shutters are a black-green.

GOOD BERRYING AHEAD 


What you should know 
about buying and 


caring for fresh berries 


Most berries — including strawberries. 
blackberries. red currants. blueberries. 


and raspberries—are sold in pint boxes. 
Gooseberries are the exception. They are 
always sold in quarts. Because raspberries 
are so very fragile. they may be packed 
in half pints. depending on the grower. 
In summer. local strawberries may be 


packed in quart boxes. Despite the box 





size. its always wise—especially when 
preserving. canning. or freezing—to mea- 


sure berries in a measuring cup. Berries 
should be used as soon as possible after 
purchase. They should be refrigerated for 
keeping. but taste best at room tempera- 
ture. All berries should be washed under 
tepid running water just before using. 
then hulled. if necessary, and patted dry 
ou paper towels. Always lift from the 
colander or container rather than dump- 
ing them out. so as not to pick up any of 
the grit that has been washed off. 

Strawberries, when fresh. have a good. 
clear red color, with bright green caps 
attached. and are free of any moisture. 
Small. misshapen berries are usually of 


poor texture and frequently have small.

hard. green spots. If the container is 
stained, it means the berries are leaking 
and mould is probably developing. If you 
can withstand the stern eye of the grocer, 
turn the box out to see what’s going on 
underneath. 

Raspberries are picked ripe. are ex- 
tremely perishable. and should be used 
as soon as possible after they come from 
the market. Fresh raspberries should be 
very bright-colored. solid. and plump. 
without caps and without any signs of 
moisture. Overripe berries are dull in 
color and sometimes “leaky.” These. plus 
mould. are sure signs of old age. indicat- 
ing they are not fit for your table. 
Blackberries are. for all practical pur- 
poses. considered the same berry as dew- 
berries. the dark-red loganberries. and the 
wine-colored youngberries. In buying any 
of these berries. choose large berries 
rather than small, with bright color. If on 
turning the box over—and you should— 
you find evidence of staining. it indicates 
crushed, leaking fruit and probably mil- 
dew. Avoid these. 

Blueberries, when fresh. are plump. uni- 
form in size, and clean (free of trash). 
Depending on the variety. they may have 
a “bloom”—a natural, waxy. protective 
coating. Avoid those that are dull, lifeless. 
and shriveled.

Red currants are in season so short a 
time, they are hardly here before they’re 
gone—from about the 4th of July until 
the 24th. Most. if not all, red currants 
come from nearby gardens. They are not 
available at all in some states. since they 
carry a blight for white pine trees. and 
state laws prohibit their being planted. 
Fresh berries are bright-colored and firm. 
If any of the berries are soft and breaking 
away from the stem. the fruit is too 
mature. If necessary to store (make it 
brief). spread them on shallow trays and 
refrigerate. The berries. washed in cool 
water. stripped from the stems. then 
crushed and mixed with superfine sugar. 
weight for weight. can be frozen most 
successfully. 

Gooseberries are believed by some to 
bear that name because they are fre- 
quently served with goose. It is more 
likely that “gooseberry” is a corruption 
of the Dutch name. kruisbes. which means 
“cross-berry.” Gooseberries are in the 
market in June and July only, and chances 
are they come from nearby gardens. Like 
red currants, they too carry the white pin: 
blight. so they cannot be grown in states 
where this tree is important. In buy! 
gooseberries, look for bright, firm

in any other type of coffee pot. 

The proper proportion of coflee 
to water is critical. A coflee mea- 
sure, or two level measuring table- 
spoons, of coffee should be used 
for each six ounces of water. If 
you skimp, you will not get good 
coffee. Always start with fresh 
cold water. Hot water has a ten- 
dency to be flat and stale. 

The steeping time is another 
crucial factor in making coffee. 
Definite standards have been set 
up for nonautomatic equipment. 

An automatic coffeemaker regu- 
lates its own brewing time, but if

Wash and drain the blueberries. 
Combine in a saucepan with / 
cup of the sugar, *4 cup cold 
water, and the lemon juice.

Now comes the only tricky 
part. You need to strain off all 
the juice from the fruit through 
several layers of cheesecloth. So 
you will have to devise some way 
to hold the fruit in the cheese- 
cloth above a large bowl so that 
it can drip—a little judicious 
squeezing is allowed to extract 
the maximum amount of juice. 
Once all the juice has been ex- 
tracted, measure it into a sauce- 
pan (discard the pulp), and for 
each cup strawberry juice, add 1 
cup sugar. Cook over a moderate 
heat. stirring until the sugar is 
dissolved and the syrup comes to 
a boil. Allow to boil 2 minutes 
exactly. Skim off all the froth. 





Pour the hot syrup into hot, ster- 
ilized jars or bottles. Seal se- 
curely, 

This should make about 3 cups 
delicious syrup, but the amount 
will depend on the ripeness and 
juiciness of the fruit, Recipe can 
be doubled or tripled with equal- 
ly good results. 

Use as a sauce over ice cream, 
vanilla pudding, custards, rice, 
pudding, bread pudding, cereals; 
as a flavoring for milk shakes and 
ice-cream sodas; or just as a re- | 
freshing drink made with crushed 
ice and carbonated water. 


Strawberry Syrup Ice Cream

Alkyd paints 

Alkyd resin enamels have be- 
come highly popular since their 
introduction some ten years ago. 
The simple. First. 
the alkyds dry faster. Most are 
dry enough to touch within an

hour or two, and dust-free after 
two to six hours. Second, the al- 
kyds have proved to be more re- 
sistant to yellowing. Third—and

Hiding power of the alkyds (that 
is, the ability of paint to mask 
small imperfections) is every bit 
as good, if not better, than the 
linseed-oil paints. You'll also see 
a good many comments on alkyd

tively. Some typical applications 
would include recoating a worn 
laundry tub, the walls and floor 
-of a metal shower stall, basement 
walls, the sides and bottom of a 
concrete swimming pool (expen- 
sive in this case, but very eflec- 
tive) or, with a nonslip additive, 
concrete floors in a garage, base- 
ment, or on a patio. 

Two-stage epoxies are ayail- 
able in a limited number of col- 
ors, but most companies now pro- 
vide tints for shading off the ba- 
sic color range. Two-stage refers 
to the method of application. To 
coat a wall, you mix an equal 
portion of can “A” and can “B.” 
The first can contains the epoxy 
resins in solution, and the sec- 
ond holds an activator or cata- 
lyzer. Once mixed, the two com- 
pounds begin a chemical action 
that doesn’t stop until the coat- 


ing is solid. You will have one to 
four hours of working time for 
application. After that the coat- 
ing becomes solid in the mixing 
can, and you'll never budge it. 
You can also charge off the 
brush. Cleaning it is more trou- 
ble than buying a new one. 

Catalyzed epoxies will adhere 
to just about any clean surface 
known, and when these paints 
were first introduced, strong 
claims were made for their use 
on bathroom tile and_ fixtures. 
But the problem was—and_ still 
is—this: Epoxies stick only to 
a glazed surface if that surface 
approaches chemical cleanliness. 
In the long run, it’s generally 
easier to have new fixtures or 
new tile installed. 

Applied outside your home and 
exposed to weather, catalyzed 
epoxies lose their gloss, chalk 
more readily than other paints, 
and tend to lose color stability. 
Yet, these characteristics do not 
impair the paint’s — protective 
qualities. The cost for two-stage 
epoxies remains at roughly three 
to four times the price of a 
quality exterior latex. The figure 
for a one-can. ready-mixed epoxy 
is not noticeably more than the 
cost of an alkyd enamel. 


Urethane paints 

Your chances olf finding ure- 
thane paints on dealer shelves is 
about fifty-fifty. Urethane varn- 
ishes, yes. Many of the major 
producers of varnish now make 
and distribute urethane varnishes 
through retail outlets. But only a 
handful of makers are packaging 
urethane paints for home use 
(it’s been used industrially for 
some years). [f you locate it at 
all, youll probably find urethane 
paint under marine finishes. It’s 
about one-third more expensive 
than oil-based marine paints, but 
is also about twice as durable. 
Use only the solvent recom- 
mended by the manufacturer to 
thin the paint and clean brushes. 


Other plastics 


What’s been mentioned so far 
is a fair picture of the paints 
available to you. But industry al- 
ready is using newer finishes, and 
judging from the path latex 
paints and epoxies have taken, it 
wont be long before new coat- 
ings appear on dealers’ shelves. 
In fact, one is quite close to that 
stage now. It’s a coating that de- 
pends heavily on polyester resins. 
It performs in much the same 


way as epoxy finishes, but seems 


191 
to overcome some of the epoxy 
flaws. 


Typical interior surfaces 

Here are some suggestions for 
painting successfully. 

Plaster or plasterboard: Watex 
paints are excellent. Alkyd enam- 
els are fine, especially if you pre- 
fer a semi-gloss or high-gloss fin- 
ish. (Incidentally, a high-gloss 
alkyd is perfect for any surface 
exposed to moisture—in a bath 
or kitchen, for example.) Oil 
paints cover very well, but aren't 
as easy to apply over a large 
surface. 

Woodwork: Alkyd

enamels excellent, but again, not 
as simple to apply: new latex 
semi-gloss enamel goes on easily. 

Metal (ornamental iron, radi- 
ators, exposed structural steel, 
door frames, ete.): Over a 
cleaned, primed surface on new 
work, or a clean surface on old, 
a rust-preventative paint, or a 
good alkyd are excellent; epox- 
ies are great; latex is good; and 
oil paints are also good. Over 
heated metal, a thin coat of al- 
kyd is considered best.

cellent, particularly in a_base- 
ment where dampness is an oc- 
casional problem. Epoxies are 
excellent, although slippery on 
concrete floors unless a_ slip-re- 
sistant additive is included. Al- 
kyds good but need a primer as 
a rule over old work. 

Plywood, hardboard: Treat un- 
finished plywood with a water- 
repellent, and bare hardboard 
with a primer, before painting. 
Finish up with any of the paints 
mentioned generally. 


Typical exterior surfaces 

Wood trim: Exterior alkyds 
very good; oil paints just as 
good; latex covers superbly but 
provides little gloss. 

Wood siding: Latex paints ex- 
cellent, as described above. Al- 
kyd enamels very good, as are 
linseed-oil paints (The Williams- 
burg paints developed by Mar- 
tin-Senour, illustrated on pages 
167 to 171, are paints produced 
with a new oil-solid system). For 
rough-sawn and textured wood 
siding, solid-color or semi-trans- 
parent-color stains are superb 
and quite handsome. 

Masonry, concrete, brick: La- 
tex paints are ideal; alkyd and 
oil enamels fair, usually need a 
primer over an existing coat; 
epoxies give excellent protection, 
but lose gloss, as noted above: 
color stains highly recommended 
—provide a chalk-free, nonpeel- 
ing coat that holds up very well. 

Metal (aluminum or steel sid- 
ing, exposed structural steel, gal- 
vanized gutters and downspouts, 
copper or terne metal flashing, 
etc.) : Over a clean, once-coated 
or primed surface, alkyds very 
good; latex paints fine: oils 
good; epoxies excellent protec- 
tion. Footnote: A silicone-modi- 
fied alkyd paint has been devel- 
oped by Montgomery Ward ex- 
pressly for aluminum siding. 

Other surfaces: You can put 
plywood, hardboard, and ashes- 
tos materials into the same cate- 
gory as wood. As for the new, 
solid vinyl materials, makers rec- 
ommend painting with a_ latex, 
when needed. You can also use a 
latex over canvas or fiber glass, 
or buy formulations (basically 
latex systems) specifically — la- 
beled for these materials. And if 
you must paint natural stone, in- 
clude it in the masonry category. 


General suggestions 
No matter what paint you buy, 
for whatever purpose, spend the 
money to get a quality product. 


Even though a contractor does 
the work for you, you have the 
right to select the brand and 
type. Since the cost of the paint 
is rarely more than 20 to 30 per- 
cent of a painting contract, it 
makes economic sense to buy the 
best. Moreover, while you could 
safely save money buying 2”-by- 
4” lumber for a stud wall in a 
#3 grade instead of #1 grade, 
the odds are that if you buy 
cheap paint, youll be asking for 
trouble. 

The same thing would be true 
for a cheap stain. Loss of color, 
excessive chalking, and poor hid- 
ing power are some of the faults 
that turn up in low-cost finishes, 
although not necessarily all at 
once, nor in all inexpensive 
products. 

Good preparation of the sur- 
face is as important as it’s ever 
been, particularly when you con- 
tract for or do any repainting. 
Despite the many advances in 
paint technology, no manufactur- 
er has yet produced a finish that 
will successfully adhere to a dirty 
or imperfect surface. 


Special problems 


Many of the letters we receive 
at House BrAutiruL are from 
people puzzled over specific paint 
problems. Below are answers to a 
few of these questions. 

Is it all right to paint over 
wallpaper? The best approach is 
to remove the paper. Even if the 
wallpaper looks sound and tight, 
it could very well begin to peel 
a year or so after the painting 
has been completed. Removing 
painted paper from a wall is 
considerably more difficult’ than 
stripping it before paint is ap- 
plied. 

Can an acoustical tile ceiling 
be painted? If the decorative 
qualities of the tile are more im- 
portant to you than sound dead- 
ening, paint the tile any way you 
wish. But to retain the tile’s 
acoustical value, apply a_ thin 
coat of flat latex paint. 

How can a radiator or heat ris- 
er be painted successfully? All 
flaking or blistered paint must be 
removed. Bare metal and_ the 
ridges of paint need burnishing 
with steel wool. Give the bare 
surfaces a thin coat of metal 
primer, Once this is dry. you can 
apply a thin coat of flat alkyd or 
latex paint. Keep the heat off 
until the paint is completely dry. 
Never use an aluminum paint, 
since it may reflect heat away 
from the room.

BOXING THE COMPASS: Echoing Robert Louis Stevenson 
and our more contemporary poet who parodied him (Samuel 
Hoffenstein with his Poems In Praise Of Practically Nothing), 
this June is surely full of a number of things: Here, we have 
Alaska and a centennial exhibition; there. we have Scotland 
with a festival and a clan chieftain; here, Biltmore and the Van- 
derbilts; and there, Gladys Brooks of New York, Boston, Paris, 
and Bridgewater, Connecticut. 


POINT NORTH-NORTHWEST: “North to the Future” is 
the theme for Alaska’s Centennial, opening May 27th, the date 
of the United States purchase of the territory from Russia. 

A design of possible architectural significance will be seen in 
the Federal Building Exhibition—a_ barrel-shape house. Con- 
ceived initially by the Arctic Health Research Center as one of 
several aimed at solving Alaska’s special housing problems, the 
new version was executed by Yang-Gardner Associates of New 
York. George Gardner tells us it is based very much on the con- 
struction of a barrel (although 26 feet in diameter): “vertical 
staves, hoops under tension containing the vertical members.” 

Standing on stilts, virtually airtight, staunch during storms, 
shedding snow, it has two bedrooms and costs, without kitchen 
and plumbing, three or four thousand dollars. One immediately 
thinks of its use as a “second” house in the other 49 states. 


POINT SOUTH: June surely feels very much at home in 
Asheville, North Carolina, home of our great novelist, Thomas 
Wolfe (Look Homeward Angel, You Can’t Go Home Again, Of 
Time and the River), and certainly at “Biltmore,” perhaps the 
most magnificent and most extravagantly furnished house in 
America. 

Biltmore takes its name remotely from Holland and more 
immediately from George W. Vanderbilt, grandson of the Com- 
modore, Cornelius. If, as is said, the grandson aspired to the dis- 
tinction of building the finest country home in America, he just 
may have succeeded. He approached his objective with intelli- 
gence, taste, and a great deal of money—all three comprising a 
rare conjunction, 


POINT CONJUNCTIVE: A similarly rare conjunction oc- 
curred when George Vanderbilt found two unusual personalities 
to share his dream: Richard Morris Hunt and Frederick Law 
Olmsted. Hunt was one of the greatest architects in America, 
and Olmsted was the greatest landscape architect. That he was 
happy with the results of their labors is perhaps indicated by 
the fact that he had their portraits painted by John Singer 


Sargent. They hold a commanding position in the main entrance 
hall. 


POINT DEFINITION: For many good reasons—climate pos- 
Mr. Vanderbilt chose Asheville as the site 
of what he wished to be his masterpiece. In 1888, he purchased 
125.000 acres of beautiful countryside, worked with Hunt and 
Olmsted on the general plan, and then roamed the world search-

wegian oak; the library paneled in walnut; a Wedgwood fire- 
place; furnishings of Cardinal Richelieu; a chess table and 
chessmen that belonged to Napoleon Bonaparte. 


POINT NORTHEAST: The Isle of Barra off the northwest 
coast of Scotland became known for the first time to many 
Americans when Compton MacKenzie wrote a novel about it, 
Whisky Galore—better known under the movie title, Tight Lit- 
tle Island. 

Barra, about eight miles long and three miles wide, is the 
seat of the ancient Clan MacNeil, and became a stunning 
reality to one American, Robert Lister MacNeil. of Marlboro, 
Vermont, when he learned he was its 45th chief. The little is- 
land, with its 11th-century Kisimul Castle in ruins, was fortu- 
nate in acquiring a chief who happened to be an architect of 
distinction. Most Americans undertaking the remodeling of an 
ancestral home would not encounter the problems of The Mac- 
Neil, as the Scots call him. It has taken almost 20 summers to 
complete the work: removing earth and stone and debris, re- 
building and restoring the castle to its original splendor. 

MacNeil and his Lady spend half the year in Vermont and 
half on Barra, Each year about 1,000 MacNeils fly to Barra from 
the mainland or take the ten-hour voyage by sea to the Outer 
Hebrides. 


EDINBURGH FESTIVAL: As for Compton MacKenzie. 
having drawn worldwide attention to the small island. he seems 
to continue his interest in matters of diminutive scale. His book 
for small children, Litt/e Cat Lost, has just been published here. 
Sir Compton has a small vice, too, that many may envy. When 
we met at the Edinburgh Festival several years ago, he told me 
how he organized his day at his home, 31 Drummond Place—in 
bed until noon, receiving visitors all the while. 

Certainly Festival time gives him an opportunity to receive 
distinguished visitors from all over the world. This great-festival 
takes place August 20th to September 9th. 


POINT CENTER: Infrequently we find a confluence of names 
such as Samuel Eliot Morison, Carl Sandburg, Archibald Mac- 
Leish, Francis Biddle. Norman Cousins. Elizabeth Ames, Mark 
Van Doren, and others of similar distinction. How could anyone 
or anything bring such gifted persons together? The memory of 
Van Wyck Brooks brought them together in the mutual wish 
to create a memorial for him. 

His friends have accomplished this in the construction of a 
wing to the library in the delightful Connecticut community of 
Bridgewater, the home of the noted literary critic during his 
later years. Here is an accurate reproduction of his study with 
the original books and furnishings, the place where many of his 
important works were written. 

In talking to Gladys Brooks about the plans that were con- 
sidered, she said her husband had been fond of the idea of the 
lyceum of Emerson’s day—"little centers in different towns 
where the blacksmith and the carpenter could go and listen to 
lectures on botany or mineralogy or philosophy. We hope that 
the Bridgewater library will be a model and perhaps an in- 
spiration for other such centers across the country.” 

Gladys Brooks, an author in her own right, says that she 
wrote her latest book, If Strangers Meet: A Memory of My Life 
with Van Wyck Brooks, in the new study, feeling his books 
around her and “happy to think his study would continue to be 


there holding his spirit.”

Wren is the cherry season? Part of May, all of June, and all 
of July, and that’s it until next summer. Both sweet and sour 
are available, though you may find it dificult to track down 
the sour ones—the best ones for preserving and for pies—except 
locally. But they are always available canned. Sweet cherries 
are extremely delicate, and do not store well. In choosing them, 
look for fresh, firm, well-matured fruit that is not leaky or 
sticky. The best test is the taste test when you can determine 
juiciness and flavor. Good color is important, Walk right by 
them if there is any sign of decay, if the fruit is light in color, 
or hard, small, and dry. Plan to eat up those you buy the day 
you buy them, 


Wivere do those little black, wrinkled olives come from? Most 
varieties come from Spain (considered the best), and a few 
from Greece and Italy. By the way, they are not all little—the 
sizes vary——but they all have small pits. Unlike American and 
Spanish olives, they have a good, sharp bite. They are usually 
available by the pound in fancy delicatessens or stores special- 
izing in foreign foods. 

Mrs. Selva Unal of Istanbul tells us that in Turkey they al- 
ways wash the brine off these olives, cover them with olive oil, 
tuck in a few slices of lemon, and allow them to stand for a day 
or two, Although eaten at other times, they are customarily 
served for breakfast with a good, sturdy bread and fresh white 
cheese. The Greek cheese, available in stores specializing in 
Greek foods, is a satisfactory substitute, Mrs. Unal says. 


Wrat is boula-boula? \t’s a combination of cream of pea soup 
and green turtle consommé, with a garnish of whipped cream.

SEVEN MYaHs 
OF 
REMODELING 


How to separate fact from fiction 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL 


Like rumors unintentionally started. myths about remodel- 
ing usually germinate as misunderstandings and grow 
through hearsay. Some myths cling to certain phases of 
remodeling with remarkable tenacity. perhaps because we 
infrequently become involved in remodeling. Seven of them 
are aired, and clarified below. You may be sophisticated 
enough to recognize them all as myths. Yet, if you are doubt- 
ful about only one or two, you could be blocking your way 
unnecessarily to an addition or renovation that would make 
your life much more enjoyable. 

Check them below, one by one, and see what your myth/ 


fact quotient really is. 


Myth #1: Don’t remodel unless you feel you can recover 
your investment when you sell the house. 

Fact: Its a mistake to use investment value as a guide 
for all remodeling. 

No doubt you've heard of or know a family who has “over- 
built” their house: that is. added wings, rooms, and frills 
until the property was valued at half again the average of 
other homes in the neighborhood. “He'll never get his money 
out.” is the typical comment among neighbors. 

Doesn't it seem strange to you that these neighbors seldom 
think about the satisfaction and enjoyment derived from 
living in a so-called overbuilt house? Is it really important 
that an owner get back every penny invested in, say, a green- 
house attached to one wing? Or is it more sensible to regard 
the greenhouse as an investment in contentment? And if no 
buyer will pay a premium for your house because of the 
swimming pool in the backyard. does that mean the many 
hours of fun for your family and friends are valueless? 

It’s true that there is a time when additions like a pool 
or greenhouse are unrealistic. That time comes when you're 
ready to sell your home. In a slow market, particularly, some 
owners get the notion that a trim-looking new addition will 
induce prospects to buy. Even a fresh coat of paint may be 
a waste of money. Your house might sell just as quickly with- 
out it. For expert advice on what to add and what not to add, 
ask the realtor you’ve engaged to handle the property. 

But if you like your home, and genuinely love year-round 
gardening. or are intent on teaching your children to swim, 
then it’s foolish to judge the greenhouse or pool purely on 
economic terms. 

In fact, there’s a common-sense way to measure the wis- 
dom of any remodeling. Begin by asking yourself three ques- 
tions: (1) Do you enjoy living in the neighborhood? (2) Is 
your home convenient enough to shopping areas, schools, and

church? (3) Are you satisfied with the commutation between 
your home and work? 

If the answers are yes, then the raison d’étre for re- 
modeling should be your needs and desires. View the cost as 
an investment in good living. If your answers are no, by all 
means compute the remodeling first on economic terms, be- 


cause it’s fairly obvious you’re going to move soon. 


Myth #2: There's seldom more than one way to carry out 
a particular remodeling. 

Fact: There are many ways, of course, and it’s quite likely 
you're aware of this. Yet. oddly enough. there are a surpris- 
ing number of homeowners who somehow develop a fixed 
idea about adding space, 

For example, one family in suburban Detroit needed an 
extra bedroom and bath for an aging parent who had come 
to stay with them. They knew that if the space were added to 
the existing bedroom wing. the lines of the house would 
suffer. But they resigned themselves to it “for Mother’s sake” 
and even received a bid on the work from a local contractor. 

Fortunately, they had the good sense to ask a second con- 
tractor for a bid. After a quick tour of the property and 
an explanation by the owner of their reasons for remodeling, 
the number-two man said: “I think I can solve the problem 
more easily by turning your detached garage into a bedroom 
and bath, and connecting it with a breezeway to the kitchen. 
This will leave the architecture of your home undisturbed, 
and give your mother what amounts to a private apartment. 
Then, for not much more money, I'll rebuild a garage.” 

The family was delighted with the idea and signed up then 
and there. It simply hadn’t occurred to them that the garage 
could be turned into living space. What the contractor didn’t 
tell them was that there were easily a dozen more ways to 
add a bedroom and bath. Some were more expensive than 
others. Some were more feasible from a construction stand- 
point. An experienced contractor can select the best method— 
right for your needs, your house, and your budget. So can 


an architect, which brings up the next myth. 


Myth #3: No architect will consider designing a residen- 
tial remodeling. 

Fact: There are architects—a few. anyway—who specialize 
in residential remodeling. Another group, some of them quite 
successful, will take time off now and then to handle the 
design of a major renovation. A third, and quite large slice 
of the architectural profession, is willing to design remodel- 
ings of all sizes and prices—assignments they manage to 
sandwich into their regular schedule of commercial and in- 
dustrial work. If what you need is counsel. you'll find many 
architects will work on the basis of an hourly rate. 

It’s true you may not find your man on the first try. Some 
architects turn down all residential work. and more than 
some refuse residential remodeling: This explains how 
the myth began. But persist. Seek out some of the younger

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architects. Ask your friends for recommendations. In some 
areas—New York City, for example—the local chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects will give you a hand 
finding the right person. 

Since remodeling is never as cut-and-dried as new con- 
struction, the fee for an architect’s services is generally 
higher. Computed as a percentage of the contract price, the 
cost ranges from a low of ten to a high of about 18 percent. 
Just as other architectural*work is priced, the lowest rates 


apply to the most costly remodelings. 


Myth #4: Never buy an older house you know you'll have 
to remodel. 

Fact: A family in Missouri bought a house three-quarters 
burned to the ground. A Connecticut couple purchased 
rattly barn passed over for 50 years. Burned house and barn 


were turned into lovely residences. 


Missourians were aided by a designer-builder. and an archi- 
tect worked out the barn changes for the Connecticut couple. ) 

But these examples are clearly exceptions. How does the 
myth stand up when applied to a relatively sound residence 
in need of repair or updating? Should you buy and remodel 
it? Yes, if the house is in a stable neighborhood. In fact, 
you may catch a real bargain this way. The house that’s 
slightly run-down outside and contains a 1935 kitchen is 
almost surely going to sell for less than a similar but up- 
to-date house. Buy it; freshen it with new paint and a 
modern kitchen, and you may wind up with a home valued 
at more than the going rate for a comparable house in the 
same neighborhood. 

On the other hand, if the run-down house you find is in 
a slightly dog-eared neighborhood, or one that is a healthy 
distance from schools, shopping areas, and churches, you'd 


do well to think twice before buying and remodeling. 


Costly? On a cold cash basis, yes. But in both cases, Determining the status of a neighborhood isn’t always 
location, landscape, and lines of the structure overruled so easy, especially if you’re looking for a home in an un- 
conventional economic prudence.

Assuming you locate a house that you want to buy and 
remodel, your next concern will probably be financing. How 
will the lender react to backing both the purchase and the 
remodeling? In most cases, quite favorably. A mortgage 
can be drawn up to cover the entire transaction. 

lor example, suppose you locate a house listed at $30.000 
on which you know you can get a mortgage of $20,000. To 
improve the structure as you want it, you'll need to spend an 
additional $6,000. After listening to your plan, the lender 
will reappraise the house as if the improvement had been 
completed. On the basis of the new appraisal, it’s quite con- 
ceivable that you could secure a $26,000 mortgage, which 
would leave your down payment unchanged. Generally the 
lender would put the extra $6,000 in escrow until the remodel- 
ing was finished. 

Are there some houses you should not buy and remodel? 
Yes. One was mentioned above—the ailing house in a de- 
clining neighborhood. Another very doubtful buy is the 
house with serious structural flaws—extensive termite dam- 


age, for example, or foundations weakened by water seepage. 


Myth #5: We can’t afford it. 

Fact: Seven out of ten people who believe they can’t 
carry the expense of remodeling, can. Their credit ratings 
are good, and the mixture of income and current indebtedness 
allows room for payments on a remodeling loan. How did 
their attitudes come about? More than for any other reason, 
because they failed to explore every source of money. This 
really isn’t too surprising. You’d have to be an old hand at 
remodeling to know all the sources. There are quite a few: 

Conventional home-improvement loans are offered by 
nearly all lending institutions. They resemble personal loans, 
but have higher limits. For example, commercial banks 
generally will permit you to borrow up to $5,000 and allow 
you five years to pay it back. Interest across the nation 
currently ranges between 4.5 and eight petcent, discounted 
(or about nine to 16 percent simple annual interest). Banks 
almost universally include life insurance on the declining 
balance of the loan. The insurance would pay off the balance 
of the loan if the borrower were suddenly to die. 

Shop around, and you may find interest rates slightly 
lower on remodeling loans offered by federal or state savings 
and loan associations, or by savings banks. This is canceled 
out to some extent by the fact that savings institutions, 
reacting to the “tight” money market in 1966 and early 1967, 
have been reluctant to give home-improvement loans. 

But the picture is improving, and where they are available, 
loans from federally chartered associations have a top limit 
of $5,000, a repayment period that may run to eight years, 
and rates that generally fall within the range of 4.5 to six

State associations are limited by law 
in most states to a ceiling of $3,500, a five-year repayment 
period,’ and interest of five percent. Savings banks (now 
flourishing in 18 states) have terms competitive with federal 
savings and loan associations. 

FHA-insured Title | home-improvement loans remain one 
of the least expensive sources for loans up to $3.500, the 
government-regulated limit. You can spread payments over 
five years. Interest is fixed at five percent, discounted, 
on the first $2,500; and four percent, discounted, on the 
balance. 

Action on these loans is still governed by the individual 
lender, and you may discover that your bank passes by the 
FHA plan to promote its own loan program. On the other 
hand, a number of remodeling contractors are placing Title 
I loans. They often deal through brokers who, in turn, seek 
out lenders willing to accept FHA-insured loans. 

Collateral loans are less costly than conventional home- 
improvement loans. You pledge assets—securities, jewelry. 
property—with a valuation in excess of the loan amount. 
and the lender normally will grant you a deduction of from 
one-half to one percent on the interest rate. The size of 
the loan and the repayment period are usually the same as 
for conventional loans. 

Refinancing your mortgage is a feasible way to raise a 
sum over $5,000. The money comes from the equity you’ve 
built up in your home. To illustrate: Suppose the original 
purchase price for your home was $26,000 on which you 
obtained a mortgage of $20,000. Over the years, you’ve 
reduced the principal to $9,000. During the same period, 
the value of your home has increased to about $30,000. 
Now you have decided to add a dining-room wing, for which 
the contractor has given you a final estimate of $8,000. 

Assuming your credit is satisfactory, you would meet 
very few obstacles taking out a new mortgage for $17,000. 
With it you would gain in cash the $8,000 difference be- 
tween old and new mortgage. Because the monthly payments 
remain relatively low, this is one of the more painless 
ways to get the remodeling money you need. You must 
expect to pay closing costs again for the new mortgage. 
although not as much as you did originally. 

Closing costs will be considerably less if you (1) are 
lucky enough to have a mortgage with an open-end clause, 
and (2) are able to exercise your option. The lender must 
approve the reopening of your mortgage, and he may not if 
he believes the interest is too far below today’s rates. 

Borrowing on life insurance is low cost enough. As a rule, 
insurance companies will permit you to borrow an amount 
one premium payment short of the policy’s cash surrender 
value. The rate is rarely more than five percent simple 
interest, and many companies allow you to pay the loan back 
at your leisure. However, human nature being what it is, 
this is rather a strain on one’s will power. The temptation 


to cancel the policy is strong. (Continued on page 48)

Selling common stock turns up cash easily enough, but also 
eliminates a part of your hedge against inflation. And these 
are still inflationary times. Cashing in bonds or savings 
makes more sense, provided you don’t seriously deplete your 
cushion for emergencies or your base for retirement. 

Borrowing from friends or relatives may work out for you. 
It’s well for you to know, though, that family-service group 
studies show that misunderstandings over borrowed money 
are one of the leading causes for family rifts. A contract 
often helps both borrower and lender. A letter stating the 


terms simply and signed by both parties is all that’s required. 


Myth #6: As a group, remodeling contractors aren't to be 
trusted, 

Fact: Nothing could be further from the truth. Any con- 
tractor who is established in a community simply is not going 
to jeopardize his reputation by pulling off a shady trans- 
action. The stories about remodeling cheats refer to itiner- 
ants—gypsy salesmen who wander from town to town. There 
arent many of them any more. At most, they represent one 
or two percent of all remodelers. It would be a shame if 
their actions colored your attitude toward local home- 
improvement contractors. 

This isn’t to say there aren’t the usual quality differences: 
superior, merely good, and run-of-the-mill contractors. By 
all means, seek out the man you believe will do the best 
work, exactly the same way you'd select a builder or an 
architect. Ask him for recommendations. Check out one or 
two of the remodelings he has completed. See if any of your 
friends know him. And do get at least two bids on the work, 


if for no other reason than to have a fresh viewpoint. 


Myth #7: I'll do it myself. lt shouldn't take long, and 
[ll save money. 

Fact: The rule of thumb, even for owners who are more 
than ordinarily capable, is: Double your own estimate of the 
time it will take, and be content if you finish by then. 
Remodeling, unlike new construction. always contains an 
element of the unexpected. The simplest job can become 
complicated overnight. For example, painting the walls in one 
room shouldn’t take more than a day—unless crumbling 
plaster needs fortifying first, or old wallpaper refuses to 
come off, or you find that the wood trim and sills around 
windows have to be replaced. Then the task stretches on and 
on and on. 

As for saving money. you might. The worst you could do 
is mangle the project so badly a contractor would have 
to undo the damage you did before proceeding correctly. 
That would increase the cost, of course. Less unusual is the 
job started by an owner and finished by a professional. Some- 
times money is saved. Sometimes not. There’s another element 
to consider, even if you do save cash. That’s your time. It has 
real value and ought to be measured against the savings. 


You might use the same time more profitably in other ways. ®

The ideal garden, that recurrent dream of 
every gardener, begins with flowers, fair and 
fragrant in their well-kept beds. As the dream- 
er’s fancy soars, the color quickens, the scent 
erows sweeter, but more than flowers fill the 
lovely place. Green hedges may grow and trees 
leaf out, fountains may tinkle and birds may 
sing, and then—the piquant note that brings 
this fancy to perfection—there are butterflies 
dancing among the flowers. They are a gar- 
den’s final flourish of delight. 

Many such garden dreams can come to pass, 
butterflies included. But butterflies will not 
flutter in by chance. Despite their giddy name, 
they come by invitation only. Happily, there 
is much that you can do to make your garden 
the sort of place they like to visit. Fill it with 
their favorite sweets in shrubs and trees and 
flowers, and they may decide to stay a while, 
to grace the scene with the aerial ballet of 
their courtship flights. 

One must first understand how butterflies 
live, and what they use to sustain life, and how 
they breed. An adult butterfly can feed only on 


liquids, such as the nectar of flowers or sweet 


sap from injured trees, which it draws through 
a long hollow tongue. Among the flowers, they 
find some much more attractive than others. 
Their standards are not the same as ours. A 
garden filled with the most wonderful roses 
in the world, with begonias that could take first 
prize at any show, with giant curly-headed 
chrysanthemums, huge double dahlias, and 
eladioli fit for a queen, would still be a desert 
to a butterfly. It is not size that appeals to them 
but flowers that are rich with nectar they can 
easily extract. 

Butterflies were dancing in the air long be- 
fore there were any man-made gardens, and 
they still prefer the simple flowers. A rock 
garden in spring, when low mountain plants 
come into bloom, always attracts them. They 
are hungry at this time of the year, especially 
those that have hibernated through the winter, 
like the Question Mark, the Tortoise Shell, 
and the Mourning Cloak. When they wake 
from their winter sleep, they are weak. But a 
garden with the right sort of spring flowers 
will soon give them strength. 

In my own Enelish garden, I grow many 
flowers especially for the butterflies. On either 
side of steps leading from the house toward 


the herbaceous (Continued on page 170)

All year round, whatever the season. the handsome Nash- 
ville home of Mr. and Mrs. Roupen Gulbenk is ablossom with 
flowers, suggesting that Mrs. Gulbenk has just spent the 
morning in the cutting garden or conservatory.

A certain explain- 
able magic does it: captures them in their moment of per- 
fection, holds them indefinitely in their fresh-cut color and 
form, and gives their owner timeless makings of enchanting 
bouquets all around the calendar. Mrs. Gulbenk, floraphile, 
gardener. and enchantress-in-chief, shares the secrets of this 
wizardry, step by step, on pages 166 and 168. Briefly, it is 
a matter of clipping the flower heads when they’re in their 
prime, giving them manageable wire stems, then bedding 
them down for a couple of weeks in a covering. curing 
blanket of silica gel or a powdery mix of cornmeal and borax. 
Fresh-cut florists’ flowers and garnerings from the country 
roadside take amiably to this treatment, too. Look about 
these pages to see what happy combinations can result when 


you acquire your own sweet stock of lasting flowers.

FANTASY HOUSE 
DOWN TO EARTH 


(he dream in Sculptor James Hubbell’s eye was an oak-laced hilltop home in the wild, 





upland country near Julian, California. where he and his wife could raise three small 
sons close to the land. A superb artisan who can carve a door, lead a stained-glass 
window, and weave a magic mosaic, he slowly shaped his dream into being with his 
own hands. The bedroom unit shown here—the latest addition to a rambling. segmented 
house that was built as time and money would allow—is a down-to-earth adobe-brick 
and reinforced-concrete fantasy worthy of the great Spanish architect Antonio Gaudi. 
No resemblance was intended, however—the forms grew out of Hubbell’s own sculptural 
vision and inspiration drawn from the landscape. To him, joy of building is synonymous 
with joy of living. He likes to build stairways outside the walls so he can get up on the 


roof. “Building.” he says. “should be fun—a house should be made to walk among 


and a roof should be made to walk upon.” By JAMES DELONG 
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Opposite page: Like the entrance to an 
astrologer’s tower, the door to the 
master bedroom, left, is studded with 
forged iron hinges and other por- 
tentous-looking devices made by the 
owner. The webbed patterns of leaded 
glass and the sensuous traceries of mosaic 
tile blend together to brighten the deep 
reveals of door and window openings so

A swimming pool is many things. It is, perhaps first. a source of marvelous 
recreation. It is, visually. an important element in the home landscape. It is 
also, and must be. part of the total architectural design of house and land. It 
is the center of outdoor entertaining. It should be and, in most states, must 
be built with safety in mind. 

The shape of the pool is affected in a different way by each of these con- 
siderations, but one thing is clear from the newest pools being reviewed by 
House Beautiruc: The “different” shape is no longer the rare exception. While 
a simple rectangle may still be the most economical. the cost of the unusual 
shape has been reduced by new concrete-application techniques, by the use of 
vinyl liners, and by volume installation on the part of large pool companies. 

On these five pages are examples of the new approach to pool design (the 
shapes are shown at right). Some have obviously been planned almost as much 
for viewing as for swimming. Others spotlight the diving platform or set 
aside a section for wading or are built around a cook-out center. Each has 


its own reason for being. The lesson: Don’t settle for a humdrum shape.

In an abandoned mill 
a city couple fashions 


a roomy weekend retreat 


For over a hundred years, the 40-foot-high 
mill ground the grain of local farmers. After 
World War U, its wheel stilled, it was used oc- 
casionally as a warehouse. It stood in slow but 
stately decay until it was discovered in 1964 by 
a pair of pragmatic dreamers from New York— 
a couple who for years had summered in this 
lovely, wild, wooded corner of Connecticut. They 
fell in love with the mill and its rough-and-tum- 
ble site, where the mill race comes crashing 
down over rocks and ferns, and wildflowers 
bloom everywhere. 

In his remodeling plan for the young family. 
Architect Tim Prentice, of Prentice and Chan, 
left the exterior intact. The clapboard was. re- 
placed only in worn spots and stained barn red.

tury—was in usable condition but given a pro- 
lective coat of gray plastic paint. 

The architect completely redesigned the in- 
terior. He added new flooring where necessary 
and installed all new casement windows. They 


were the longest he could find—to emphasize 





the verticality of the house—and they punctuate 
the walls like IBM punch holes. He left the o!d 
posts and beams but put in new partitions with 
openings between rooms and floor levels to give 
a sense of the mill’s soaring space. 

Rejuvenated as a weekend and whenever pos- 
sible vacation house, the mill now has ten rooms 
on three floors. The six bedrooms easily encom- 
pass the couple and their three children, with 
room to spare for friends.

The interiors: Underfurnished, if any- 
thing, the mill is not decorated in the formal 
sense. Instead, an attractive miscellany of 
piquant and practical: white walls, op art, 
Khelim rugs from South Africa, and wicker 
—now stained brown—from the porches 
of Saratoga Springs. many of the pieces 
bought from New York’s secondhand shops. 
Opposite: The dining room is the central 
space. its ceiling 16 feet high. Two giant 
Noguchi paper lanterns are primarily dra- 
matic and used to scale space rather than 
supply major lighting. The refectory table, 
made of several beams from the garage next 
door. is of three-inch solid oak. nine feet 
long. Sign above the window is the original 
mill sign.

The oldest house 


in San francisco 


adopts the 20th Century 


Editor: FRANCES HEARD 


The oldest house in San Francisco sits loftily on the slopes 
of Russian Hill, its north bay windows, high as crow’s nests, 
commanding a sweeping view of the bay. Substantial, Vic- 
torian in a way that could be only San Franciscan, it’s as 
symbolic of resilience as the city itself. This four-square, 
high-ceilinged mansion was built, romantically. in 1850, 
with square nails and the lumber salvaged from sailing ships 
abandoned by masters gone to join the Gold Rush. Roman- 
tically, it survived the great fire of 1906, thanks to its 
owners wine cellar and the U.S. Army, which arrived in 
time to cool the roof with a plastering of wine-soaked gunny 
sacks. See it above, as it looked a hundred years ago. 

In its day it has sheltered many families, many mores, 
undergone many interior revisions—its original 15 rooms 
have become seven; the old square staircase is now circular, 
complemented two elevators that conquer the climb from 
street level to top floor. In the gardens, the Victorian geom- 
etry of canna lilies and coleus has given way to flagstone 
living terraces and naturalized plantings of magnolia, bou- 
gainvillea, rhodode: ind the house now boasts the city’s 
first heated outdoor po nd a sauna in the garden. 
Through all such mu the house has retained essen- 
tially the same facade, unperturbed and ageless. This is a 


tribute to the wisdom of its several remodeling owners. 
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SAN FRANCISCO MARITIME MUSEUM 


Mrs. Ferdinand Smith, its owner since 1949, has wrought 
her changes working with Architect Henry Hill, who also 
designed the swimming pool. and with Robert Royston. land- 
scape architect. who has developed the garden into a bosky 
area that can simultaneously be outdoor drawing room, 
dining room, and poolside lounge. Mrs. Smith, known in the 
design profession as Margery Hofiman Smith, is a decorator. 
weaver, furniture designer, and aficionado of handicrafts and 
art. Her sensitive treatment of the mansion’s furnishings 
reveals the inbred adaptability of the grand old place. 

As a discriminating collector of lovely possessions from 
the world at large with an especial knowledgeability of things 
Oriental, Mrs. Smith perceived that the house had a certain 
affinity for Chinese Household furniture. Her gradual ac- 
cumulation of this graceful, now almost nonextant genre of 
furniture has left her with one of the most important collec- 
tions of Ming dynasty teak and rosewood in this country. 
Against walls that sometimes take their tints from the soft 
gray-greens of antique celadon, she has mixed these pieces 
with other choice acquisitions from all eras and cultures. 

Eclecticism. very much in the modern taste, has rarely 
been more effective. No small part is due to the owner’s 


trained, selective eye. More on the following pages. 


Opposite: The landmark stands a story high above the street, 
approached by elevator through the garage, or by twin stairs 
balustraded in high, clipped shrubbery. A brick, hedged terrace 
crosses in front of the house, leads left to the entrance, right 
to the garden terrace, furnished with the same charming eclec- 
ticism as the house itself. Cushion covers are the bright 
weavings of Dorothy Liebes. Beyond the pergola, a sauna. Flag- 
stone steps ascend to the heated, year-round pool. At night, a 
tall Siamese lamp sheds the enchantment of gaslight. In the 
entrance hall: a fine Ming console, a Carl Morris, an Indian toy 
horse of painted wood. The circular stair replaced the square 
Victorian original. Upstairs hall is sheathed in a pair of 
l6th-century screens—the rare “Nambans’ Landing,” depicting 
the Portuguese in Japan. It is one of ten sets in existence.

Opening on the garden, the coral room is an 
elegant synthesis of time and place: Venetian chairs, Victorian table, 
16th-century paintings by Leonardo Coccorante, draperies 


woven by the owner. Chandelier is Austrian, from a castle ballroom. 
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In the bedroom, chest. desk, and chair are Ming dynasty Chinese 
Household furniture of exceptional excellence, in restful harmony 

with a Federal four-poster, given Indian brass finials by its 

owner and spread with a modern fabric of Boris Kroll design. In the 
living room, below, Ming furniture—probably the world’s most 
timeless design—amiably accompanies modern Thai silk upholstery. 
Two cabinets, treasure chests indeed, have become the housing for 
stereophonic sound.

The original house: good, four-square. with well-laid-out 
ample rooms and the closed-in soundness that marked sub- 
stantial architecture when front doors faced the street and 
life was lived pretty much within four walls.

The dream: for a couple 
who count art. music, entertaining. and nearness to the out: 
doors as essentials of the good life. an arrangement for liv- 
ing to satisfy these needs with casual grace and privacy. The 


dream realized: this interrelated enclave of house. guest 





house, and swiming-pool court. in delightfully workable, 
maintainable small scale, providing the amenities of a private 
estate a few feet away from the street. 

The owners are Mr. and Mrs. Norman McDaniel Foster of 
Corpus Christi, Texas. Mr. Foster, a designer of interiors 
and furniture, concéived the plan in architectural con- 
sultation with Roger Rasbach. It is a contemporary adapta- 
tion of that paragon of domestic privacy—the old Southwest's 


Spanish house-around-a-courtyard, the courtyard now the 
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swimming pool, which is bordered in tiles and a pot garden. 

To create this enclosure, the old entrance door of the house 
was removed to the side, facing into the court area and the 
swimming pool, which was excavated in the empty lot. On 
the street-side corner of the lot. the Fosters built a one-room 
guest studio. A walled and covered gallery with a central 
gate now runs from the guest house to the new entry door, 
urbanely barricading the pool court and the house entrance

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HOUSE AND LOT BECOME A PRIVATE ESTATE continued The Fosters decided to remodel the old house because its 
structure was sound, its foundation excellent. and its basic 
plan a simple. sensible one. They added central air condi- 
tioning. a new electrical system. completely new baths. an 
electrical kitchen, and a garage and maid’s quarters. Existing 
walls were smoothed with plasterboard. 

The house was of the vintage that worshiped sun parlors. 
But the Fosters. with their new life turning toward a sunny, 
glimmering inner place of pool and garden. walled and win- 
dowed the old screened sun parlor as an extension of the 
living room. The space also provided them with their quiet. 
carpeted music room. Elsewhere. for coolth, easy main- 
tenance, and a sense of continuity with the outside patios, 
they covered the floor in tile. Polished to a pleasant patina. 
it is agreeable underfooting for the owners’ fine rugs and 


antiques. thoroughly compatible with the room's dignity.

This remodeled room—part kitchen, part sitting room—is 
the focal point of life for Mr. and Mrs. J.E. Hanson, their 
college son, and their two teen-age daughters. For this family- 
ful of chefs, the kitchen is now a model of convenience. 
divided into a number of work areas that hold everything 
needed at point of use. Built-in double ovens have their own 
section. Adjacent is the food-preparing center with base and 
wall cabinet and, midway up, handy six-inch spice closets. 
The entire counter here is a wood block, for chopping and 
sandwich making. The cook counter, which acts as a room 
divider, includes a busy barbecue (warming drawer below ) 
beside the countertop gas range. Both share a powerful 
ventilator hood that eliminates smoke and odors. Near the 
raised living area. opposite the fireplace, is an undercounter 
icemaker, as well as a planning desk. Counters are topped 
with ceramic tile, elegant to behold, easy to keep clean.

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A GREENHOUSE ENCLOSEDZ

By enclosing space already existing beneath an 
open wood deck. the Stephen Masters of Stamford, 
Connecticut. gained a working greenhouse that is 
also a sunny sitting area, left, and an extension of 


their recreation room. Although only about six feet 





wide, the space for indoor gardening is extensive 
running for perhaps 50 feet along one wall, then 
turning the corner for another 60 feet. 

Designed by the Masters, the enclosure is con- 
structed in a rather unique way. The walls hang 
from the deck above and touch the ground only 
through a rubber gasket that closes the gap between 
the wood-framed skirt below the windows and the 
flagstone terrace. This eliminated the need for build- 
ing a foundation, which, in this case, would have 
been difficult and costly. There was almost no way 
to bring excavating equipment to the area. 

This innovation also permitted the Masters to 
leave their flagstone terrace untouched. Since the 
stones originally were set in soil, water now spilled 
inside the greenhouse drains away naturally. 

The windows you see are glazed with insulating 
glass to protect plants like the geraniums at left 
from damaging cold drafts. The space is heated in 


winter by a takeoff from the main hot-water system.

An inhabited space must be defined by daylight. Be- 
ginning with this concept, Architect Hanno Weber 
of Pittsburgh transformed a very ordinary base- 
ment into a bright and charming suite of rooms for 
Dr. and Mrs. Raymond W. Goldblum. Central to the 
development of the daylighting concept are walls 
angled to reflect light from typically small base- 
ment windows, as well as to borrow light from ad- 
jacent unfinished space. By breaking up the flat 
planes, these walls also produce an illusion of spa- 
ciousness. You can sense this to some extent in the 
photograph above, taken through the stairwell open- 
ing. The wall in the right foreground (and upper 
right in the plan) is angled. And, at right. you can 
see how an angular wall opens up a tight corner. 

The feeling of space and height is strengthened 
by other subtleties. All surfaces—gypsum-board 
walls and ceilings, and vinyl-asbestos floor tile—are 
white and trimless. Furnishings are purposely low, 
and all vertical lines (doors. for example) are car- 
ried to the ceiling. 

At night, artificial jight comes from incandescent 
fixtures recessed in the window “funnels” and in 
the ceiling, as well as from wall-washing, recessed 
fluorescent lamps. 
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The lemon. known to the ancient Romans. runs like a golden thread 


through the world’s culinary history. Perhaps the first mention of 


lemonade is in the “Lemon Water Song” by Yuang Ying, a 13th-century 


Chinese poet. But it was a l6th-century English physician, Sir John 


Colbatch. who wrote the first recipe for it, useful even today: “Take of 


clear Spring-water one quart; then pare off the outward thin Rine of 


two lemons, and put into it; afterwards squeeze in the Juice 


of the Lemons, and then sweeten it with about Two ounces of fine Sugar.” 


THE VERSATILE LEMON

In all cuisines there are few foods used 
as frequently as the versatile lemon. To 
flavor and to make drinks, to restore ap- 
petites, often as a substitute for salt. 
Countless elegant dishes owe their raison 
détre to the lemon, and it has been said 
that the Greek cuisine depends on it. Two 
of their recipes follow—a chicken soup and 
the exquisite Greek sauce. Avgolemono, 


used with soups, meats, and vegetables. 


Chicken Soup a la Greeque 


1 heavy stewing hen, at least 6 pounds 

1 large carrot, coarsely chopped 

1 large onion, skin on, stuck with 2 cloves 
2 ribs celery with tops, coarsely chopped 
1 bay leaf 

Y% teaspoon dried thyme 

Several stalks of parsley 

2 cans condensed chicken broth 

2 cups dry white wine 

114 cups long grain rice 

4 eggs 

Juice 2 lemons, strained 

1 cup heavy cream 


Y cup minced parsley 


Place the fowl in a large. heavy casserole 
that can go to the table with all the in- 
gredients except the rice, eggs. lemon 
juice, cream, and minced parsley. Add 
enough cold water to cover completely. 
place over a moderate heat. and slowly 
bring up to a boil. Place a piece of foil over 
the top of the casserole, add the cover. 


reduce heat to simmer, and cook until the

bird is tender when pierced with a fork 
or the skin begins to shrink away from 
the tips of the legs. Approximately two 
hours. Lift the bird out of the stock, strain 
the stock and set aside. You should have 
12 to 15 cups of broth. 

When the bird is cool enough to handle. 
strip off the skin. pull off the legs, and cut 
away any noticeable fat or gristle. Cut the 
breasts off in pieces as large as possible. as 
well as the meat from the bones and all 
meat clinging to the rack. Place in the 
warm stock to keep the meat moist. As the 
stock cools, skim off any fat that rises to 
surface. Soup can be prepared to this point 
early in the day or the day before, and 
refrigerated. 

To finish, lift chicken pieces from the 
stock and set aside for the moment. Bring 
stock to a boil. add the rice, reduce heat 
to moderate and cook 15 to 20 minutes— 
longer if you like very soft rice. 


Meanwhile. whip the 4 eggs together 


oD 
in a medium-size bowl. then whip in the 
lemon juice. Add several tablespoons of 
hot broth to the eggs. then pour the mix- 
ture into the casserole. stirring constantly. 


Return the chicken meat. add the cream. 


and place over low heat just long enough 


to heat the chicken. Do not allow broth 
to boil, or it will curdle. Sprinkle with the 
minced parsley just before serving. 


The accepted way to serve this soup

is in large, individual. heated soup plates 
with a large spoon and fork. French din- 
ner rolls or French bread. with sweet 
butter. are a perfect accompaniment. 
Note: A large hen or fowl is the most 
practical for this big soup because it is 
less expensive and usually very flavorful. 
However, a heavy roasting chicken, which 
takes less time to cook. can be used. Allow 
about 114 hours. In either case, take care 
not to overcook or the chicken meat will 


be stringy and horrid. Serves 5 to 6. 


Avgolemono Sauce 
(for roast leg of lamb or vegetables) 


3 egg yolks 

] teaspoon arrowroot 

Salt 

White pepper 

1 cup chicken broth 

1 tablespoon finely chopped parsley 
1 tablespoon lemon juice, or to taste 


Combine yolks. arrowroot, salt, and pep- 
per to taste, in the top of a double boiler. 
Whip together with a wire whisk, then add 
chicken broth slowly, whipping constantly. 
Cook over simmering water, whisking 
vigorously, until the sauce begins to 
thicken. Do not allow it to boil. It will 
coat the whip when it has thickened suffi- 
ciently. Keep warm over hot. not boiling, 
water. Just before serving, stir in the 
parsley and lemon juice.

Sauce. 
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In June—if ever—come perfect days. 

So sing the bards, and so ery hearts that hunger 
through darker days for great clear skies filled with 
the warm golden sun. To Robert Browning, June skies 
were “blue above lane and wall’—Tuscan blue, one 
imagines. For the young Robert Bridges, this was the 


‘ 


month when “‘all the day [Il sit with my love in the 
scented hay.” 

Soon the sun burns hot as it travels across cloud- 
less skies. When it reaches the solstice, still in June, 
a fragrant, frosty glass of cleverly distilled hay— 
otherwise known as rum, the sugar cane from which 
it comes being but a giant variety of grass—this 
liquefied hay may bring more comfort than a fluffy 
load of dried grass for you and your love to sit upon. 
To flavor your distillate, the sun obligingly provides 
the sharp, tart tastes of summer citrus. How providen- 
tial that lemons and limes reach their peak exactly 


when the hot weather makes us want them most! 


Cookbooks sometimes say the juice of a small lime 
equals that of a large lemon in strength, which might 
lead you to believe the lime is higher in acid or vita- 
min C. This isn’t generally so. Small, round Florida 
key limes are more acid, but they’re not common in the 
market. The acidity of lemons and ordinary Persian 
limes is roughly equal, and the greater flavoring 
strength of the limes lies in their pronounced bitter- 
ness. The chances are you like this taste or you 
wouldn’t be using limes, so measure the same amount 
of juice and sugar for both fruits in your recipes. If 
you aren't sure you like limes and want to counteract 
the bitterness, increase the sweetening. 


Choose firm, glossy, unblemished, smooth-skinned 
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lemons and limes. Citrons, the ancestor of modern cit- 
rus fruits, always have thick, warty skins, but lemons 
are juicier when the skin is smooth and thin. It should 
also be bright yellow; a tinge of green means the fruit 
isn’t ripe. You can store uncut lemons in the refrig- 
erator for as long as a month, provided they are really 
fresh when you buy them. The vitality, flavor, and 
juice content will remain about the same. But once 
the fruit is cut, it’s another story. For example, the 
vitamin C decreases hour by hour after exposure to 
air, with a 60 percent loss in 24 hours at room tem- 
perature, or 20 percent under refrigeration. So always 
wrap unused parts of cut citrus promptly, refrigerate, 
and use up as soon as possible. Plastic or aluminum 
wrap keeps them freshest. If you want only a few 
drops of juice from a whole fruit, puncture the skin 
with a skewer and squeeze through the hole, then wrap. 
This will best preserve the whole fruit. To get the most 
juice out of lemons and limes, brine them to room 
temperature and roll them under pressure for a minute 


before cutting. 


If you expect to mix several cocktails and long 
drinks with a citrus base, keep a jar of simple syrup 
in the refrigerator. Make it by boiling together two 
cups of water and one cup of sugar for five minutes. 
For a party, prepare an all-purpose lemon syrup in 
advance, but try not to make more than you will use 
that day, and keep it under refrigeration, tightly cov- 
ered. Here are the directions: Combine one cup water, 
1 cup sugar, a pinch of salt, and the carefully peeled 
zest of two lemons (use a sharp knife and do not cut 
through the white layer). Boil together for five min- 


utes, discard zest, cool, and add one cup of lemon 
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juice. For a lime syrup, substitute one cup of lime 
juice and omit the zest. 

Another citrus convenience is the frozen mixes 
for Whiskey Sours, Daiquiris, and other drinks. As 
with frozen and canned fruit juices, let your taste be 
your guide. They can never quite match fresh fruit, 
but they certainly are convenient, especially when 
quantity is involved. If you find the mixes too sweet, 


you can add a squeeze of fresh fruit. 


The most popular citrus-based cocktail is the 
Whiskey Sour. Use two teaspoons of simple syrup 
and 1% jigger (a jigger is a 144-ounce measure) of 
either lemon or lime juice to one jigger of whiskey. 
Or combine equal amounts of your prepared lemon 
syrup and whiskey. Vary the proportions according 
to taste. A full-bodied bourbon may accommodate a 
larger dose of syrup than a light-bodied Scotch or 
blended rye. Then move on to Rum, Gin, and Vodka 
Sours. The first of these is likely to be the fullest in 
taste; the last will taste primarily of the citrus used. 
If you change the formula, just remember that a Sour 
should be what the name says—sour. A sweet cocktail 
will cloy rather than stimulate the appetite. 

The favorite rum drink has long been the Daiquiri 
(together with its rosy-hued cousin, the Bacardi). 
Because rum is frequently thought to be sweeter than 
other spirits, Daiquiris are made with a bit more lime 
and a bit less sugar than Whiskey Sours. Actually, 
there are some very dry light-bodied rums now made 
in Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, Haiti, and Mexico. 
Full-bodied dark rums come mainly from Jamaica, 
Trinidad, Martinique, and New England. All places 
can produce both types, but these are their specialties. 
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ON THE CITRUS CIRCUIT 


By WILLIAM CLIFFORD 


All rum is nearly colorless after it has been matured, 
filtered, and leached. As with most brandy, the color 
we see in the bottle comes mainly from the addition 
of caramel. But color does not denote body, and a 
dark-colored rum can be light-bodied. It may also be 
older than a light rum, but not necessarily. Cocktails 
are usually made with light-bodied rums. Unlike 
Sours, Daiquiris traditionally require lime juice, not 
a choice of lime or lemon. 

A second favorite lime cocktail is the Gimlet, a 
drink that nearly everybody makes with gin and Rose’s 
lime juice proportioned about five to one. The Rose’s 
commonly available, marked “sweetened,” contains 
30 percent sugar. If you prefer fresh lime juice, use 
1‘, jigger of it and one teaspoon simple syrup to one 


jigger of either gin or vodka. 


Two of the most popular drinks in British pubs are 
ein-and-lime and gin-and-orange (the lime and orange 
in this case being a bottled juice mix called “squash’’). 
The first is a primitive Gimlet, and the second has its 
sophisticated counterpart in the Orange Blossom. This 
is a very pretty, refreshing warm-weather cocktail that 
well deserves a revival. Perhaps we all drink so much 
orange juice at breakfast that we feel done with it 
for the day. But at a festive summer lunch or at the 
cocktail hour, the juice of the orange can be trans- 
formed with a small dash of lime juice, a spoonful of 
simple syrup, and a jigger of gin into the charming 
and fragrant Orange Blossom. With vodka in place of 
gin, it becomes the less romantically named—but just 
as good—Screwdriver. 

While all the other citrus fruits probably emigrated 


from Southeast Asia, the (Continued on page 1

COMING IN: BAST. , 


You don’t need to be a Federico Fellini 
in dark glasses and a red beret to make a 
good home movie. but playing with the 
magic in the little black box as the pro- 
fessionals do will help you to create a bet- 
ter one. The same basic rule is common to 
all successful films: Tell a story with a 
beginning. a middle, and an end. 

To make it hang together, shoot it in 
continuity. Unless you build your story 
up in a sequence pattern, you'll wind up 
with a series of album snapshots—Here 
are Jim and me at the Grand Canyon... . 
Here is Tommy bathing old Rip’—strung 


together on a strip of film. 


Give your movie professional pacing by 
varying your shots. Long. medium, and 
close-up shots produce images of different 
sizes, create the variety that makes a story 
swing. 

Change your camera angles. Figure out 
dramatic ways to shoot below, above, and 
a few rapid strides in front of a moving 
subject. Even the youngest fan in your 
movie audience is wise to these cinemato- 
graphic techniques and will yawn his head 
off at film shot at one distance by a camera 
held at the same angle from the beginning 
to the end. 


Creative camera angles and shots—lim- 


ited panning and zooming, cut-ins and cut- 
aways, fade-ins and fade-outs—that can 


spring like magic out of a modern camera, 
plus the courage to cut out almost as much 
as you leave in, will help assure the suc- 
cess of your movie. 

Cutting can make a poor movie good, 


and a good movie sensational. Every Holly-

wood anecdote about who and what 
landed on the cutting-room floor finds its 
match in home-movie editing, where you 
can cut out deadwood and foggy images, 
shorten overlong scenes, rearrange se- 
quences. juggle time and events to make a 
tight. crisp story. Don’t be surprised if a 
full one-half of unessential footage falls 
on the cutting-room floor. 

What makes cutting and splicing easier 
is a good “movie editor,” which is a cut- 
ting board with a viewer, two rewinds, and 
a splicer. The splicer joins raw ends of two 
or more reels or strips that you glue back 
together with tape. 

You'll also want to title your movie, to 
give it a lead and an end, to close awk- 
ward gaps and supply missing meanings. 

Titles adding the most pow to movies 
are those picturesque “naturals’—road 
signs, historical markers, inscribed monu- 
ments—that you can shoot as you enter 
towns, parks, fairs. and airports, and 
splice into your film when you need one. 
For a vacation movie, a map with your 
destination circled in red makes an effec- 
tive title. Others can be typed, art-lettered, 
stenciled, scrawled Robinson-Crusoe-fash- 
ion in wet sand. Whether you make or 


buy title cards—available to fit any movie 


but a Hollywood spectacular—they should 
be brief, clear, and engaging. The most 
engaging are animated or moving-letter 
titles for which loose, cutout letters can 
be made to dance into place to spell out 
the words you want. 

To make your title as lively as Bugs 
Bunny strutting across the screen, mount 
your camera on a tripod, point it toward 
photographic material spread out on the 
floor, and use the single-frame exposure. 
Use loose letters from a Scrabble or ana- 
eram set and a long sheet of one-color 
paper, given extra lighting. 

After shooting a few run-off feet of 
paper, mount letters on it. Start with the 
first letter, exposing two or three frames, 
move on to the second, repeating the 
technique with each letter until you've 
spelled out your title. Or dump loose let- 
ters into a scrambled heap, shoot sev- 
eral frames at a time, unscramble, making 
letters run around to find their proper 
place in the title. Splice the title-insert 
into your movie. (For professional tips 
on titling and editing, see books listed at 


the end of this article. ) 


Of course. the more appealing your 
subject. the better your movie will be. For 
making little vignettes of life—human- 
interest stories, travelogs, art and experi- 
mental films. nature studies and docu- 
mentaries—you ll almost trip over good 
subjects. Turning your camera on one, 
using camera techniques outlined above, 
and staying with it until the story is told, 
you can’t fail to make a good movie.

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IMAGERY IN MUSIC 


If your mind roams freely as you listen. 





you may well see more 


than the composer had in mind 


By ALAN RICH 


Music is a two-sided mirror. On one side, it reflects 





the composer—his total personality as well as his 
specific artistic aims. On the other, it reflects the lis- 
tener—primarily his imagination. As the least ex- 
acting of all the arts, music makes the strongest appeal 
to the imagination. A composer may try to make his 
. z . . . 
music specific in many ways. He can write an orches- 
tral piece and give it some kind of descriptive title, 
thereby attempting to guide the listener’s imagination 
along certain paths. Or he will make a musical setting 
of existing words—a poem, a dramatic or a religious 


text 





and thus expect the listener to think of definite, 
prescribed images or events as the music unfolds. 

But the listener is under no obligation to do so. 
No matter how explicit the composer may be about 
telling us what such-and-such a piece of music means, 
he eventually has to face the fact that the language 
of music is nothing more than a set of abstract symbols. 
A three-year-old child may daub a series of random 
lines on a sheet of paper (or on a treasured wall) and 
say “that’s Mommy,” and it may very well be Mommy 
to.him. But others may not be able to see her. The 
composer faces that problem throughout his lifetime. 

The greatest composers have betrayed their real- 
ization of this basic fact. Beethoven’s Eroica symphony 
is one of the first symphonic works in history to which 
a composer attached some kind of meaning; it was 
conceived as a musical tribute to Napoleon. Yet, for 
the titanic finale of this work, Beethoven borrowed a 
tune that he had previously devised for a far more 
modest purpose: a series of contra-dances to be played 
at a polite society gathering. Franz Liszt’s grandiose

tone-poem “Les Preludes,” which is supposed to illus- 
trate the panorama of life’s struggles and ultimate 
triumph, is put together from music that the com- 
poser had previously used in an altogether different 
context, a choral work about the four elements. 

Even when it comes to the use of words, the com- 
poser’s imagination is free to roam, but so is the lis- 
tener’s. Bach often lifted vocal movements out of one 
score and used them again, with entirely different 
words, in another. One of his nonsacred cantatas 
involves an obsequious and flowery tribute to the 
Queen of Saxony; yet Bach did not hesitate to use for 
this text of political expediency the music of abiding 
religious faith that had begun his “Christmas Ora- 
torio.” Can we say, therefore, that Bach had no interest 
in choosing the right music to illustrate the right 
words? No, it would be more accurate to say that Bach 
realized that music, like a mirror, is capable of re- 
flecting a multitude of things. 

Music has no meaning, which is another way of 
saying that its meanings are infinite. A composer who 
conceives of his music as the attempt to depict some 
concrete object or some definite state of mind is merely 
telling us: what is on one side of the mirror, but he 
has no control over what happens on the other. That 
is where we, the listeners, are free to come and go. 

When we listen to a piece of music, however, we 
do tend to create some sort of meaning within our 
own imagination, consciously or otherwise. The very 
pattern of a composition forces that act of creation 
upon us. The principal theme of a symphony becomes

The Yellow Sulphur butterflies 
breed continuously from April to 
September and they, too, are quite 
simple to rear if you can provide 
some growing white clover or a 
patch of alfalfa. The Orange-tips 
and the various white butterflies 
feed on different kinds of crucil- 
erous plants, many of the tawny 
Fritiilaries eat violet leaves in the 
caterpillar stage, and the Wood 
Nymphs, Grass Nymphs, and 
Spangled Nymphs need nothing 
more than common grasses. 
Butterflies caught and brought 
home from the country and then 
released in the garden will some- 
times settle down and lay their 
eggs, but very often their first re- 
action to being freed from a dark

box is to fly away as quickly as 
possible. So if you want them to 
breed, it is really essential to 
confine them first in a muslin- 
covered cage for a period of days 
while they settle. 

Give them plenty of cut flowers 
in water, and, if possible, a potted 
plant of the food the caterpillars 
like, so that if any of them are 
females they may have the oppor- 
tunity to lay some of their eggs 
while in captivity. Don’t stand the 
cage in the blazing sun, but in 
light shade during the hottest part 
of the day, and moisten the flow- 
ers now and _ then 


with a fine 


spray of water. 


E 
W HEN the butterflies have been 
in a cage for a few days, they be- 
come much tamer and are no 
longer frightened and wild. They 
get used to people coming and 
going and will even settle on your 
hands when you feed them. Soon 
they begin to regard their cage as 
home, and if the door is open, 
they will often fly out and return 
again to sleep at night. Tamed 
butterflies like this will come to 
regard your garden as their ter- 
ritory and lose their desire to fly 
away. 

If the female butterflies have 
laid any eggs on the plant in the 
cage, it is a good idea to let them 
hatch before putting the young 
caterpillars out in a wild part of 
your garden to take their chance. 
Maybe the junior members of the 
family might like to try. their 
hand at rearing the caterpillars— 
which are very pretty creatures. 
In my recently published book, I 
devote a couple of chapters to the 
subject of breeding butterflies in 


You 


them go short of fresh food, and 


captivity. must never let 
when they have finished feeding 
and hang themselves up to pupate, 
the chrysalides should be left se- 
verely alone because they are 
rather delicate in this stage and 
should not be touched at all. One 
day you'll see them breaking out 
of their shells, all limp and crum- 
pled. but in less than an hour they 
will have expanded their wings 
and be ready to fly. Then you may 
have the joy of releasing your 
first home-bred butterflies into 
the garden. 

If you have no honey-bearing 
flowers in your garden, you may 
feed butterflies artificially on weak 
solutions of honey or sugar. A 
hungry butterfly will suck sweet 
liquid from a small paint brush 
or from a sponge saturated with 


moisture, or you can fill a test 
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tube or small bottle with sugar 
water and fix it to a stick among 
the flowers. I always stand a hall- 
filled saucer of sweet liquid on 
my rockery during a hot spell, 
and my garden butterflies return 
to it time and again. Don’t make 
the solution too strong, however— 
a teaspoonful of honey to a cup 
of water is quite sufficient—other- 
wise the butterflies may suffer in- 
digestion.

Veal Sealoppine with Lemon 


Thin, tender slices of veal scal- 
oppine can be cooked and served 
exactly as you would Calves Liver 
with Lemon.

Lemon Marmalade 


6 lemons 
V4 teaspoon baking soda 
6 cups sugar 


'% bottle liquid fruit pectin 


Using a vegetable peeler, peel the 
skin from the lemons in large 
pieces. Then, using a sharp knife, 
cut the peel into slivers—in other 
words, julienne. Peel off about 
half of the white inner skin from 
all the lemons and discard. The 
remainder is left on to give the 
marmalade the typical sharpness 


one associates with marmalade. , 
Combine the slivered rind with | 


1% cups of water and the soda. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat to 
simmer, cover, and cook for ten 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Meanwhile, section the peeled 
fruit over a bowl to catch any 
juices. Squeeze the membrane to 
extract all the juices. Pick out 
and discard any seeds. Add to 
the peel and its liquid J cup 
of the sugar. Bring to a_ boil 
again, reduce heat to simmer, 
cover, and cook another 20 min- 
utes. Measure 3% cups of the 
mixture into a large saucepan. 
Stir in the remaining sugar. Place 
over a high heat, bring to a full 
rolling boil, and boil hard 1 min- 
ute exactly, stirring constantly. 
Take off the heat and stir in the 
fruit pectin immediately, Then 
stir—skimming off any foam that 
rises to the surface—with a metal 
spoon for 7 minutes to cool the 
mixture slightly and to prevent 
floating fruit. Ladle into scalded 
jars, wipe the tops with a_ hot, 
damp cloth, place the lid on the 
jar, and screw the band tight. In- 
vert the jars for one minute. Then 
stand upright to cool. About 12 
hours later, remove the bands. If 


they are down or stay down when 


pressed, the jar is sealed. Makes 


about eight medium jars. 


Coconut-Lemon Pie 


Pastry for two-crust 9-inch pie, 
your own or a mix 

114 cups plus 1 tablespoon sugar 

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

Good dash salt 

1, (4 tablespoons) stick butter, 
softened 

3 eggs, plus 1 extra egg white 

1 cup shredded coconut 

2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 

1%, cup lemon juice (about 1 


lemon) 


Roll out pastry very thin and line 
a 9-inch pie pan. Trim edge. Re- 
frigerate with remaining pastry. 

Combine all the sugar except 
one tablespoon with the flour 
and salt. Work in the butter until 
blended. Beat three whole eggs 
until thick and fluffy; stir into the 
sugar mixture. Then stir in the 
coconut, 4 cup of water, the 
lemon rind, and juice. Pour into 
the unbaked pie shell. Roll out 
remaining pastry, also very thin. 
Slash in several places to allow 
steam to escape. Cover the filling 
and seal the edges. Brush with 
the remaining egg white and 
sprinkle with the remaining table- 
spoon of sugar. Bake in a_pre- 
heated 400° oven for 35 minutes 
or until the crust is golden. Serve 
at room temperature. 


Sour Cream Coffee Cake 
with Lemon Glaze

an electric mixer. When light and 
fluffy, add the sugar gradually, 
beating constantly. When all the 
butter isin, add the eggs, one at 
a time, beating hard after each 
addition. Continue beating until 
the mixture is very light and 
creamy. Beat in the flour, about 
half a cup at a time, alternating 
with the sour cream. Stir in the 
lemon juice, then the nut-fruit 
mixture, Pour into the prepared 
pan. Place in a preheated 350° 
oven, and bake for one hour or 
until a toothpick inserted in the 
center comes out dry. Do not over- 
cook. Turn out of the pan at once 
onto a cake rack. Cool. Allow to 
stand overnight, covered securely.

Lemon Almond Cake 


Butter 

144 cups almonds, skin on 

6 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

10 eggs, separated 

114 cups sugar 

] teaspoon almond extract 


Grated rind 1 large lemon 


Butter, then line, the bottom (not 
the sides) of a 10-inch tube pan 
with a circle of wax paper to fit 
exactly. Butter the paper. Set 
aside, 

Grind the nuts as fine as possi- 
ble in an electric blender. It is 
essential to use a blender. Noth- 
ing else will grind them fine 
enough. Sift the flour and cream 
of tartar together, then mix with 
the ground nuts. 

Beat the yolks with an electric 
beater or an electric mixer until 
very thick. Gradually beat in the 
sugar until the mixture is as thick 
as mayonnaise and makes ribbons 
when it falls back on itself. Stir 
in the almond extract and lemon 
rind. Stir in the nut mixture. Set 
aside. 

Beat the whites until they stand 
in stiff, shiny peaks when you 
hold the beater straight up. Beat 
about a third of the whites into 
the batter, then gently fold in the 
remainder. Pour the batter into 
the prepared pan and bake in a 
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preheated 375° oven for 50 min- 
utes or until a toothpick comes 
out dry when tested in the center 
of the cake. Invert on a wire cake 
rack until the cake is cold. Then 
loosen the sides with a metal spat- 
ula, lift off the pan, and peel off 
the wax paper carefully. 

Rich and delicious, this cake 
needs no further embellishments. 
Wrapped securely, it will keep a 
good long time, or it can be frozen 
successfully.

Inci- 
dentally, if you strain the lemon 
juice carefully, you can solve the 
problem of pulp particles float- 
ing to the top when you fill the 
Collins glass with soda water. 

Practice the same alcohol re- 
duction with the Gin Rickey, a 
simple unsweetened drink of gin, 
a small amount of lime juice, and 
soda water. You end up with dry 
lime soda, a not-at-all unpleasant 
glass to slake your thirst on a 
hot day. 

Fancy punches are mostly bowls 
of temporary insanity concocted 
for big receptions where the 
guests admire them politely and 
wish they could have something 
else. But a really drinkable sum- 
mer punch to make for yourself, 
one that goes well with all hot- 
weather food, is the recent im- 
port from Spain, the Sangria. It

An even prettier combination 
of wine and citrus is the Claret 
Place two ice cubes 
in a tall glass and half fill it with 
lemonade. Then pour in red wine 


Lemonade, 


—a Bordeaux rouge supérieur, if 
you want the drink to be honest 
about its name—until the glass 
fills up. Hold it at a 45-degree 
angle and pour slowly down the 
side of the glass, as though you 
were pouring beer to keep down 
the foam, and the wine will float 
beautifully on top. Sip through 
a straw, moving up and down for 
alternate tastes of the dry wine, 
then the sweet lemonade. When 


everybody's done admiring the 
banded red-and-yellow glass, stir 
it up to make a tart red lemon- 
wine-ade—a somewhat more cit- 
rusy Sangria. 

In spite of the various conve- 
nient substitutes, it’s still worth 


the trouble to prepare a fresh 
lemonade. If you’ve made either 
a simple syrup or a lemon syrup 
for cocktails, the work is mostly 
done. You don’t absolutely have 
to boil up the sugar and water to 
make lemonade, but it solves the 
problem of stirring up those last 
that

rus drink spiced with ground 
cardamom seeds and threads of 
saffron. Spice cabinet willing, 
you can enjoy the same exotic 
lemonade at home. Just stir in a 
generous pinch of cardamom 
and float the saffron on the sur- 
face of each drink, allowing a 
few minutes for the brilliant or- 
ange color to come out. 

Another palatable nonalcohol- 
ic adult summer drink is a Lime 
Julep, made like its Kentucky 
brother but with lime juice in 
place of bourbon and an addi- 
tional tablespoon of sugar, Frost 
the glass or cup as carefully as 
you would for the finest sour 
mash so that your friends who 
prefer not to drink won't feel left 
out of the party. 

When you twist a lemon peel, 
you express the fragrant essen- 
tial oil of lemon, a high concen- 
tration of the odor and taste of 
the fruit. It’s this heady, volatile 
oil evaporating from the surface 
of a dry Martini or a hot black 
caffe espresso that seems to add 
the magic touch. Indeed, the 
lemon begins to remind us. of 
the pig because it appears there’s 
a use for everything but the 


squeak of the pips. @

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tions of short musical fragments, 
which might suggest the quiet, 
agreeable monotony of a country 
landscape. But what if our own 
attitude to the countryside is not 
cheerful? S. N. Behrman, for ex- 
ample, once wrote that he could 
not bear the country, because “the 
air is too full of uncooked birds.” 
Can we deny such people the de- 
lights of Beethoven’s symphony? 
No; they can make their own ad- 
justment, and translate the cheer 
to the delights of life in a big 
city, and associate the monoto- 
nous repetitions with the flow of 
trafic down Broadway. 

The only thing music can spe- 
cifically describe is music itself. 
In the same symphony, Beethoven 
does include one or two descrip- 
tive moments whose imagery is 
unmistakable. Midway into the 
slow movement there is a short 
episode representing a country 
band in which the bassoon player 
can hit only three notes, and 
comes in with them over and over 
again in the wrong place. Mo- 
zarts wonderful “A Musical 
Joke” is all about pompous ama- 
teur musicians who grossly over- 
estimate their skill at composi- 
tion and performance, and here 
again the imagery is inescapable. 

These are instances where the 
composer’s own imagination does 
assume the upper hand over the 
listener’s freedom to create his 
own images. There are other iso- 
lated examples. The © strange 
bleating sounds made by the 
trumpets in Richard Strauss’s Don 
Quixote are difficult to accept as 
anything but what the composer 
intended them to represent: the 
flock of sheep that the redoubt- 
able Don attacks and_ scatters. 
But in the same composition, an 
out-and-out descriptive — work, 
there are other musical images 
that we need not take on the com- 
poser’s say: the heavy, four-note 
descending figure that represents 
the windmills, for example, has 
nothing in itself that demands 
identification. The  marchlike 
music in one of Debussy’s noc- 
turnes that begins softly, becomes 
louder, and then dies away again 
is probably a crystal-clear picture 
of a passing parade; but we are 
under no obligation to accept the 
composer’s word that in another 
of the nocturnes the quiet, half- 
formed melodic shapes must in- 
evitably represent the passage of 
clouds across an evening sky. 

Music teachers in elementary 
schools often use a familiar ex- 
periment to establish whether or 
not music has any sort of builtin 
meaning. They play to their 


classes one or another piece of 
descriptive music without  an- 
nouncing its title, and ask the 
students to describe what story 
they think the music is telling. 
The results are invariably cha- 
otic. There is a lesson in this for 
all of us: Musie accomplishes its 
purpose best when it sets the 
imagination free to roam where it 
will. Do not trust the composer’s 
personal visions; they are but one 
set out of many. The two sides of 
the mirror that stand between you 
and the composer can be joined 
only by the abstract designs that 
are the substance of the music it- 
self, not by any kind of prestated 
meaning. That is for you to dis- 
cover for yourself, 


On records
